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PREFACE. 


In  presenting  this  work  before  the  profession,  the  author 
wishes  it  to  be  understood  that  it  is  not  with  any  desire  to 
have  such  condensed  work  supersede  the  study  and  use  of  the 
more  complete  Materia  Medica ;  nor  is  it  on  account  of  any 
supposed  incorrectness  or  unreliability  of  the  original  works 
of  Hahnemann,  for  these,  after  nearly  three-fourths  of  a  cen- 
tury of  daily  searching  scrutiny,  must  be  accepted  as  bearing 
the  imprint  of  being  wrought  by  a  master  mind — almost  intu- 
itive perception  having  guided  in  the  work. 

The  real  object  in  preparing  this  work,  has  been  to  give  in 
a  condensed  form,  to  the  student  of  Homoeopathy,  such  abso- 
lutely necessary  material,  as  would  enable  him,  in  a  compara- 
tively short  time,  to  gain  knowledge  of  such  important 
leading  symptoms  and  conditions  as  are  characteristic  of  each 
remedy — knowledge  which  is  imperatively  necessary  for  every- 
day practice.  The  large  and  more  complete  works  present 
by  their  size,  if  by  nought  else,  great  obstacles  to  the  rapid 
acquirement  of  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  genius  of  each 
remedy.  In  order  to  overcome  this,  efforts  have  been  made 
in  the  past  to  condense  the  material  of  the  larger  works,  giving 
what  appeared  strange  or  characteristic,  even  though  not  veri- 
fied. Clinical  experience  only  can  verify  beyond  peradventure 
symptoms  obtained  through  provings ;  this  we  are  gaining 
daily,  and   profiting  thereby.     Year  by  year  we  have  been 

enabled,  through   such   experience,   to   separate   good   wheat 
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from  among  the  tares,  until  we  have  now  garnered  at  least  a 
fair  percentage  of  good  wheat — and  the  harvest  season  is  not 
yet  over. 

The  material  for  this  work  has  been  culled  from  the  manu- 
script and  other  material  collected  for  a  much  larger  work  on 
verified  and  important  symptoms,  viz.,  "  G-uiding  Symptoms," 
now  in  process  of  completion,  on  which  many  years  of  careful 
research  have  been  bestowed. 

Objection  will  be  made,  that  only  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  remedies  are  herein  given,  while  many  more  are  in  daily 
use  by  our  School.  To  this  we  reply,  that  this  work  is  in- 
tended as  a  text-book,  a  manual,  not  as  a  complete  Materia 
Medica ;  and  though  it  was  desirable  to  condense,  it  was  also 
necessary  to  give  the  really  useful  symptoms  sufficiently  com- 
plete to  make  up  the  picture  of  each  remedy  so  as  to  be  prac- 
tically useful,  thus  making  it  impossible  to  give  more  remedies, 
without  so  increasing  the  bulk  as  to  render  the  book  unsuited 
to  its  purpose. 

Regarding  the  arrangement  of  symptoms,  it  will  be  found 
to  correspond  to  that  used  in  the  "Analytical  Therapeutics," 
for  full  explanation,  see  introduction  to  the  same. 

This  arrangement  requires  a  division  of  each  remedy  into 
forty-eight  chapters — thus,  *  Mind  and  disposition;  this  con- 
tains all  mental  states.  2  Sensorium,  embracing  oversensitive- 
ness  and  irritability  of  brain  and  senses ;  vertigo;  dullness,  etc. 
3  Inner  head,  pains,  etc.  4  Outer  head,  giving  symptoms  of 
bones,  periosteum,  skin  and  hair ;  also  motions  and  positions  of 
head.  5  Sight  and  eyes.  6  Hearing  and  ears.  7  Smell  and 
nose.  8  Face,  including  expression,  etc.  9  Lower  jaw,  outer 
mouth,  chin,  and  sub-maxillary  glands.  10  Teeth  and  gums.

Wasting  away,  great  emaciation. 
General  anasarca  and  dropsical  affections. 

45  Contact,  Injuries,  etc.     After  bruising  and  spraining,  if  dry 

heat  follows. 
Burns  and  scalds. 
Sting  of  wasps. 
After  the  bite  of  a  mad  cat,  lacerated  wound,  swollen  upper  and 

lewer  leg  (externally  and  internally).

46  Skin.     Diseased  cuticle  separates  in  flakes. 

Skin  pale  and  waxen. 

Broad,  flat  condylomata,  dry  or  moist.

48  Other  Drugs.  Antidotes  to  Acet.  ac. :  Large  doses  are  best 
counteracted  by  Magnesia  or  Calcarea,  according  to  the 
constitution  of  the  sick ;  fluid  magnesia  or  lime-water,  a 
teaspoonful  in  a  cup  of  water  taken  in  sips.  Higher  pre- 
parations: for  the  depressing,  agonizing  feeling:  Tabac.;

1  Mind.     Absent-mindedness ;  weakness  of  memory ;  cannot  re- 

member dates. 
Clairvoyance,  perception  of  distant  things. 
Ecstasy  ;   fancies  ;  delirium,  especially  at  night. 
Changing  mood,  now  full  of  mirth,  now  disposed  to  tears. 
Afraid  of  a  crowd  or  of  crossing  busy  streets. 
Fear  of  ghosts  ;  of  loss  of  reason ;  apprehensive  of  the  future. 
Fear  of  approaching  death ;   predicts  the  day. 
Anxiety  inconsolable,  piteous  wailing ;  reproaching  others  for 

mere  trifles ;  peevish,  impatient ;  pusillanimity. 
Anxiety,  restless  agonized  tossing  about. 
Oversensitive ;  cannot  bear  light  or  noise ;  buzzing  in  the  ears ; 

will  not  be  touched  or  uncovered. 
Mood  peevish,  irritable,  malicious ;   or  sad,  desponding. 
After  a  fright,  afraid  in  the  dark.     After  fright  with  vexation 

or  anger,  heat,  congestions,  threatened  abortion.

Vertigo  on  raising  the  head,  especially  after  lying  down  in  a 
warm  room ;  nausea,  vanishing  of  sight,  loss  of  conscious- 
ness, nosebleed  ;  or  reeling  as  if  drunk. 

Fainting  on  rising  from  a  recumbent  position,  with  paleness  of 
the  face  or  congestion  to  the  head. 

3  Head,  Inner.     Sun-stroke,  especially  from  sleeping  in  the  rays 

of  the  sun. 
Congestion,  anxiety,  with  heat  and  redness  of  the  face,  or  pale 

face ;  carotids  pulsate  strongly ;  pulse  full,  strong,  or  small 

and  quick ;  worse  towards  evening.    Ebullition,  with  anxiety. 
Fulness  and  heaviness  in  the  forehead,  as  if  the  whole  brain 

would  start  out  through  the  eyes. 
Beating  and  shooting  in  the  head. 
Crampy  sensation  over  the  root  of  the  nose,  feels  as  if  he  would 

lose  his  senses ;  suppressed  catarrh. 
Headache,  as  if  the  brain  were  moved  or  raised ;  worse  during 

motion,  drinking,  talking,  or  sunlight. 
Burning,  as  if  the  brain  were  moved  by  boiling  water. 
On  going  into  a  warm  room,  forehead  feels  as  if  compressed. 
Pressure  in  forehead,  temples,  and  top  of  head. 
Headache,  with  increased  secretion  of  urine. 
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4  Head,  Outer.     Sensation  in  the  vertex  as  if  pulled  by  the  hair. 

Sensation  of  crackling,  as  from  bending  tinsel,  in  temples,  fore- 
head and  nose ;  worse  towards  evening,  from  motion ;  better 
from  sitting. 

Formication  of  the  scalp,  relieved  by  heat. 

Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead. 

5  Eyes.     Aversion  to  light,  particularly  sunlight ;   light  dazzles 

the  eyes. 

Optical  illusions  in  dark  colors  or  black. 

Flickerings  make  him  anxious,  fears  he  might  touch  people 
passing  by. 

Eyes  protruding;  staring  in  apoplexy,  asthma;  distorted  in 
tetanus. 

Pupils  contracted,  then  dilated. 

Eyes  red,  inflamed,  vessels  deep  red,  burning,  pressive  shooting 
pains,  especially  on  moving  the  balls ;  no  discharge ;  con- 
junctivitis from  exposure  to  cold,  dry  winds. 

Violent  pains,  intense  congestion ;  ophthalmia  from  suppressed 
gonorrhoea. 

Upper  half  of  the  eyeball  sore  when  moved. 

Profuse  lachrymation,  with  intense  pain. 

Conjunctivitis  from  cinders  or  other  foreign  bodies. 

Lids  hard,  red,  swollen,  feel  tense ;  hot,  dry,  burning  and  sen- 
sitive to  the  air ;  cold  water  relieves  the  dry  heat. 

6  Ears.     Extreme  sensitiveness  to  noises. 

Roaring  in  the  ears. 

Tearing  in  the  left  ear. 

External  ear  hot,  swollen,  red,  painfully  sensitive. 

Music  unbearable,  goes  through  every  limb  ;  makes  her  sad. 

7  Nose.     Smell  acutely  sensitive. 

Nosebleed,  bright  red. 

Coryza,  violent  sneezing,  fever,  thirst,  restlessness ;  —  dry  or 
fluent ;  —  caused  by  dry,  cold  air  or  winds. 

Coryza,  with  headache,  roaring  in  the  ears,  fever,  sleepless- 
ness ;  especially  if  coryza  has  been  suppressed  by  exposure  ; 
better  in  the  open  air,  worse  from  talking. 

8  Face.     Anxious  expression. 

Face :  red  and  pale  alternately ;  —  one  red,  one  pale  cheek ; 
—  livid,  lips  blackish ;  —  bloated  unequally  red ;  sensation 
as  if  the  face  was  growing  larger. 

On  rising,  the  red  face  turns  deathly  pale. 

Neuralgia  of  the  trigeminus,  left  side ;  face  red  and  hot ;  rest- 
lessness, anguish ;  rolling  about  screaming. 

Sensation  as  if  the  muscles  were  firmly  but  not  spasmodically 
contracted,  numbness,  heavy  feeling  of  the  whole  face. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Lips  dry,  black,  peeling  off;  complaints  on  the 

upper  lip. 
Burning,  tingling,  numbness  of  the  lips. 
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Swelling  of  the  lower  jaw,  with  aching  in  the  face. 
Stitching  thrusts  in  the  lower  jaw. 
Mouth  drawn  to  one  side  ;  convulsions. 

10  Teeth.     Toothache  from  cold,  from  dry,  cold  winds,  with  throb- 

bing on  one  side,  redness  of  the  cheek,  congestion  to  head, 
great  restlessness ;  left  side,  or  from  right  to  left. 

Grinding  the  teeth. 

Teeth  sensitive  to  cold  air ;  toothache  in  sound  teeth. 

11  Tongue,  etc.    Taste :  bitter,  except  water ;  —  putrid ;  —  sweet- 

ish ;  —  like  rotten  eggs ;  —  flat,  nauseous,  compels  hawking 

of  tough  mucus. 
Trembling  and  temporary  stammering. 
Tongue  feels  as  if  swollen,  burning,  prickling,  tingling. 
Numbness  of  mouth  and  tongue. 
Tongue  coated  white  or  yellow-white. 
Talking :  3,  7. 

12  Mouth.     Dryness  of  the  mouth,  tongue  and  lips. 

Accumulation  of  water  in  the  mouth,  with  seat  worms. 
Orifices  of  the  salivary  ducts  sore,  as  if  corroded. 
Saliva  generally  diminished. 

13  Throat.     Redness  of  soft  palate  and  uvula. 

Feeling  of  dryness,  as  if  something  had  stuck  in  the  throat. 

Stinging  in  the  throat ;  fauces  dark  red,  burning. 

Burning  and  numbness  in  the  throat;  throat  almost. insensible. 

Pricking,  burning  in  throat  and  along  the  eustachian  tube,  com- 
pelling swallowing. 

Almost  entire  inability  to  swallow,  with  hoarseness. 

When  swallowing :  stinging  pains  in  throat ;  —  feels  as  if  food 
remained  in  the  region  of  the  heart. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Hunger  and  thirst  excessive,  but  eats 

slowly. 
Loss  of  appetite  or  loathing  of  food,  qualmishness. 
Desire  for:  wine  or  brandy  ;  —  beer;  —  bitter  drinks. 
Burning,  unquenchable  thirst. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Better  from   cold   drinks ;    anxiety 

relieved. 
Drinking  ice  water  causes  cough ;  gastric  catarrh,  especially 

from  drinking  while  overheated. 
After  eating,  violent  pain  in  the  stomach,  with  warmth  and 

tenderness  ;  hiccough ;  nausea  (after  meat  broths). 
After  wine,  blood-spitting,  congestions. 
Smoking :  aggravates  palpitation  ;  —  stupefies. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.    Hiccough. 

Nausea,  with  seat  worms ;  vomiting  of  lumbrici  and  of  mucus. 
Nausea  in  oesophagus  or  stomach,  rarely  in  the  throat. 
Vomiting :  of  bile ;  —  of  green  masses  ;  —  bitter  taste ;  —  of 

blood,  of  bloody  mucus  or  of  what  has  been  drunk,  followed 

by  thirst. 
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Vomiting,  with  anxiety,  heat,  thirst,  profuse  sweat  and  increased 
micturition. 

17  Stomach.    Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  as  from  a  weight. 

Burning  from  stomach  up  through  the  oesophagus  to  mouth. 

Sudden  excruciating  pain,  with  gagging,  retching,  vomiting  of 
blood,  gasping ;  cold  sweat  on  forehead ;  congestion  of  mu- 
cous lining  of  stomach  ;  stage  of  desquamation  in  scarlatina. 

Region  of  stomach  sensitive  to  touch. 

18  Hypochondria.     Anxious  feeling  in  the  prsecordia. 

Pressure  or  constriction  in  region  of  the  liver,  with  oppression 

of  breathing. 
Tension  and  heaviness  in  the  hypochondria. 
Stitches  in  the  region  of  the  liver ;  taking  the  breath. 
Stitches  and  heat  in  the  diaphragm. 

19  Abdomen.     Colic  forces  him  double,  yet  relieved  in  no  position ; 

inflammatory,  after  a  cold. 
Burning,   cutting,  darting  in  the  bowels ;   worse  from   least 

pressure  or  lying  on  right  side. 
Abdomen  hot  to  the  touch,  distended,  sensitive ;  paroxysms  of 

anguish. 
Umbilical  region  hard,  swollen  ;  seat  worms. 
Meteorism,  vomiting,  inability  to  urinate. 
Cutting  extending  in  a  circle,  from  spine  to  abdomen. 
Incarcerated  hernia,  with  bilious  vomiting. 

20  Stool.     Scanty,  loose,  frequent,  with  tenesmus ;  small,  brown, 

painful ;  at  last  bloody ;  dysentery. 
White,  with  dark  red  urine. 
Like  chopped  herbs  ;  summer  complaint. 
Bilious  diarrhoea  of  infants,  with  colic. 
Diarrhoea  from  getting  wet ;  slimy,  bloody  stools,  violent  pains 

in  the  bowels ;  tenesmus,  also  between  discharges. 
Urging ;  slimy  stools ;  intolerable  nightly  tingling,  itching  at 

the  anus  ;  seat  worms.

Retention  or  suppression  of  urine,  with  pressure  in  the  bladder 
or  stitches  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys ;  retention  from  cold, 
especially  in  children,  with  much  crying  and  restlessness. 
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Hematuria,  with  hemorrhoids  of  anus  or  bladder ;  burning  dis- 
tress in  the  urethra. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Sexual  desire  increased ;  fits  of  las- 

civiousness.     Increased  desire  in  the  evening,  with  the  heat 

and  sweat. 
Sexual  desire  decreased,  with  relaxed  parts  ;  tingling  in  parts. 
Bruised  pain  in  the  testicles. 
Testes  feel  swollen  and  hard. 
Children  reach  with  their  hands  to  the  genitals ;  cystitis. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Ovaritis,  painful  urging  to  urinate ; 

high  fever ;  also  after  the  menstrual  flow  is  suddenly  checked. 

Prolapsus  uteri,  occurring  suddenly,  with  inflammation,  bitter 
vomit,  cold  sweat  or  dry,  hot  skin. 

Metritis,  sharp  shooting  pains,  abdomen  exceedingly  tender. 

Menses :  generally  too  late,  diminished,  but  too  protracted ; 
plethoric  females  who  lead  a  sedentary  life ;  tendency  of 
blood  to  head  and  chest ;  —  profuse,  with  nosebleed ;  — 
suppressed  by  fright,  with  vexation. 

Leucorrhoea  copious,  tenacious,  yellowish.

Uterine  hemorrhage,  active,  much  excitability,  giddy,  cannot 
sit  up,  fear  of  death.

Milk-fever,  with  delirium ;  mammae  hot. 

Childbed-fever,  lochia  suppressed,  mammae  lax,  empty;  skin 
hot,  dry ;  pulse  hard,  frequent  or  contracted ;  eyes  wild, 
staring,  glittering;  tongue  dry;  abdomen  inflated,  sensitive. 

Return  of  the  lochia,  when  women  commence  going  about  after 
confinement. 

Newborn  children :  asphyxia,  apoplectic  symptoms,  hot,  pur- 
plish, breathless,  pulseless ;  —  icterus ;  —  ophthalmia ;  — 
retained  urine. 

25  Larynx.     Croaking  voice. 

Larynx  sensitive  to  touch. 

Laryngitis,  with  inflammatory  fever;  also  with  suffocative 
spasms  (spasms  of  the  glottis). 

Laryngeal  complaints  after  straining  the  voice. 

Dryness  in  the  windpipe  causing  a  frequent,  little  cough. 

Croup,  awaking  in  first  sleep ;  child  in  agony,  impatient,  tosses 
about ;  dry,  short  cough,  but  not  much  wheezing  nor  sawing 
breathing;   cough  and  loud  breathing  during  expiration;

every  expiration  ending  with  a  hoarse,  hacking  cough ;  after 

exposure  to  dry,  cold  winds. 
26  Breathing.     Labored,  anxious,  or  quick  and   superficial ;  — 

short,  when  sleeping  or  raising  one's  self;  —  deep,  slow 

sighing ;  hot  feeling  in  lungs. 
Breath  hot. 
Asthma  from  active  hyperemia  of  lungs  and  brain,  face  red, 

eyes  staring ;  after  emotions.     Can  talk  but  little  at  a  time. 

Loud,  strong,  noisy  breathing,  with  open  mouth. 
Asthma  after  suppression  of  an  acute  rash  ;  feeling  of  a  band 

around  the  chest ;  muscles  of  the  chest  are  rigid ;  occasion- 
ally vomiting,  urine  scanty,  dark.

Hoarseness,  evening  and  night,  especially  toward  morning.

25  Larynx.     Voice,  weak  and  changed,  in  the  evening. 

Hoarseness  in  the  morning,  worse  on  talking. 

26  Breathing.     Rapid ;  —  short ;  —  heavy  and  anxious. 

Dyspnoea ;  must  be  supported  in  a  sitting  posture  in  bed. 
Suffocated  and  oppressed  about  3  a.m.,  must  sit  up  to  get  air ;

34  All  the  Limbs.     Weakness.    Insensibility  and  coldness.  Heavi- 

ness. 
Constant  inclination  to  stretch. 
Rheumatic  and  bruised  sensation  in  the  limbs,  on  and  shortly

Lids :  dark  red,  everted,  swollen,  excoriation  of  edges ;  —  gran- 
ulated ;  —  swollen  and  very  sensitive ;  —  oedematous,  with 
bag-like  swelling  under  the  eyes ;  —  feel  stiff. 

6  Ears.     Hardness  of  hearing. 

Redness  and  swelling  of  both  ears. 

Raises  the  hand  to  the  back  of  the  ears  with  each  scream. 

7  Nose.     Thick,  white,  fetid  mucous  discharge,  mixed  with  blood. 

Nose  swollen,  red  and  oedematous. 

8  Face.    Expression :  happy,  pleasant ;  —  of  terror ;  —  apathetic ; 

features  distorted,  face  dark  and  much  swollen ;   —  sunken, 

pale,  sickly. 
Face :  pale ;  —  sallow ;  —  dark  red ;  —  swollen,  red  and  hot, 

with  burning  and  piercing,  more  right  side ;  —  oedematous, 

waxy,  pale.

—  scanty  and  fetid ;  —  scanty,  reddish-brown  ;  after  stand- 
ing, turbid ;  —  scanty,  milky  albuminous  ;  —  dark,  with 
sediment  like  coffee  grounds ;  —  containing  uriniferous 
tubules  and  epithelium. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Frequent  and  long  lasting  erections. 

Swelling  of  testicles,  more  the  right ;  violent  itching  and  red- 
ness of  scrotum,  sore  to  touch. 
Dropsy  of  the  scrotum.     Hydrocele. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Sharp,  cutting,  lancinating  pains  in 

ovarian  region,  extending  down  the  thigh ;  worse  right  side ; 
numbness  in  side  and  limb.

24  Pregnancy.     Abortion  during  the  early  months. 

Mammae :  burning,  stinging,  swelling,  hardness,  even  suppura- 
tion. 

Stinging,  burning  in  scirrhus  tumors  of  the  mammae,  or  in  open 
cancer. 

Ulceration  of  navel  in  the  new-born. 

25  Larynx.     Hoarseness  mornings,  dryness  and  burning  of  larynx. 

Speaking  is  painful ;  feels  as  if  it  wearied  the  pharynx,  in  which 

there  is  drawing  pain. 
Weak  feeling  in  larynx. 

26  Breathing.     Hurried  and  difficult,  with  fever  and   headache ; 

—  short,  quick  ;  —  difficult,  worse  bending  forwards  or  back- 
wards ;  worse  lying  on  left  side. 

Great  feeling  of  suffocation ;    cannot  bear  anything  about  the 

throat. 
Oppression,  worse  ascending ;  worse  in  a  warm  room. 

27  Cough.     Irritation  to  cough,  in  the  suprasternal  fossa. 

Severe  cough,  especially  after  lying  and  sleeping. 

Cough:  croupy ;  —  with  ringing  sound;  —  dry,  with  gagging; 

—  with  soreness  of  upper  part  of  chest ;   —  with  painful 
concussion  of  head. 

Expectoration  seldom ;  —  sweetish  or  tasteless. 

28  Lungs.     Sensation  of  soreness,  as  if  bruised  or  beaten. 

Dull  aching  pain  in  left  side  of  chest,  near  the  middle  of  sternum, 

with  sensation  of  fulness  in  the  chest  and  short  breath. 
Stitches  in  left  side  of  chest. 
Burning,  stinging  pains  throughout  the  entire  front  of  chest. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Sudden  attack  of  acute  pain  just  below  the 

heart,  soon  extending  diagonally  toward  the. right  chest. 

Blowing  sound  with  the  diastole. 

Pulse:  accelerated,  full  and  strong;  —  feeble,  scarcely  per- 
ceptible at  wrist ;  —  at  times  intermittent  and  impercepti- 
ble ;  —  wiry  and  frequent.

Sensation  of  numbness  in  fingers,  especially  the  tips  about  the 
roots  of  the  nails. 

Panaritium,  with  burning,  stinging  and  throbbing ;  very  sensi- 
tive to  touch;  especially  in  run-arounds,  after  abuse  of 
sulphur.

Pains  :  as  if  sprained  ;  as  if  beaten. 

44  Tissues.     Drawing  pains  in  the  maxillary  and  parotid  glands. 

Acts  on  the  cartilages  and  joints. 

Joints  feel  weak,  sore ;  especially  descending. 

Arthritic  bruised  pains  in  joints;  boring. 

Emaciation. 

Drawing  pressure  or  tearing  in  the  bones,  especially  long  bones. 

45  Contact,  Injuries,  etc.      Touch :  3,  4,  19,  30,  46.      Pressure : 

4,  19,  32,  33.     Scratching :  6,  46.     Riding  in  carriage :  19. 

46  Skin.     Itching,  unchanged  by  scratching. 

Sore  exanthemata,  cannot  bear  to  have  them  touched,  even  the 

motion  of  the  skin  is  almost  unbearable. 
A  pimple  on  the  left  temple,  sore  to  the  touch. 
Stinging  as  from  fleas,  here  and  there. 

47  Stages  and  States.     Tall,  thin  people  of  irritable  temperament. 

Affections  from  onanism. 

48  Other  Drugs.     Ailments  from  abuse  of  mercury. 

Antidotes  to  Argent,  met. :  Mercur.,  .Pulsat. 

After  Argent,  follow  well :   Gale,  ostr.,  Pulsat.,  Sepia. 

Argent,  met.  follows  well  after  Alum,  and  Platin. 
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1  Mind.     Loss  of  consciousness ;  faint  feeling. 

Loses  his  memory ;  frequently  cannot  find  the  right  word ; 
hence  falters  in  speech ;  lies  with  closed  eyes,  shunning  light 
and  conversation. 

Time  seems  to  pass  very  slowly. 

Dullness  of  the  head,  mental  confusion ;  dizziness  ;  tendency  to 
fall  sideways. 

Thinks  about  killing  himself. 

Impulsive,  must  walk  fast ;  frequent  attacks  of  anxiety. 

Indifference  to  occupation,  loses  all  inclination  for  work  ;  melan- 
cholic, believes  he  is  despised  by  his  family,  believes  that  all 
his  undertakings  will  fail. 

Reserved ;  sad ;  taciturn,  with  dullness  of  the  head  and  beat- 
ing in  the  whole  body. 

Easily  frightened;  fears  the  disease  may  result  seriously; 
weeping  mood. 

Easily  angered ;  from  it  cough  and  stitches  in  the  chest. 

Thinking  intently  increases  the  headache  and  causes  dimness  of 
vision. 

2  Sensorium.     Vertigo :   when  walking  with  eyes  closed,  which 

alarms  him ;  staggers  when  walking  in  the  dark,  has  to 
seize  hold  of  things ;  —  buzzing  in  ears ;  general  debility  of 
the  limbs  and  trembling. 

3  Head,  Inner.     Congestion  of  blood  to  the  head  and  face. 

Boring  in  left  frontal  eminence,  worse  at  night  in  warm  bed. 
Pressing  pains  sometimes   on  vertex,  sometimes   left  frontal 

bone,  relieved  by  pressure  or   by  tight  bandaging ;    worse 

from  any  exhaustive  mental  labor ;   letters  would  then  run 

together. 
Violent  pressure  in  the  forehead  commencing  over  the  eyes, 

spreading  upwards  to  the  coronal  suture ;  in  morning. 
Hemicrania ;    pressive,  screwing,  throbbing  pain  in  one  frontal 

protuberance,  temple  or  into  the  bones  of  the  face.     At  its 

height,  trembling  of  the  whole  body,  intense  nausea,  which 

ends  in  watery,  bilious  vomit;   lies  senseless,  eyes  closed, 

shuns  light  and  conversation. 
Digging  pains  in  the  right  hemisphere  of  the  brain. 
Digging,  cutting  motion  through  left  hemisphere,  from  occiput 

to   frontal   protuberance,  recurs   frequently,  increases   and 

decreases  rapidly. 

4  Head,  Outer.     Almost  constant  boring,  cutting  in  bones  of  fore- 

head, vertex,  temples  and  face. 
Head  feels  much  enlarged. 
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Itching,  creeping,  crawling,  as  from  vermin ;  roots  of  hairs  feel 
as  if  pulled  upwards ;  she  had  to  scratch  all  the  time. 

Herpetic  eruption  on  the  occiput. 

Burning  in  the  scalp,  which  feels  as  if  drawn  tight ;  cold  feel- 
ing in  eyes. 

5  Eyes.     Far  sighted. 

Gray  spots  and  serpent-like  bodies  moved  before  him. 

Letters  become  blurred. 

Photophobia,  eyes  filled  with  mucus. 

Photophobia  and  weak  sight,  preventing  his  writing. 

Vanishing  of  sight,  he  must  constantly  wipe  away  the  mucus. 

Eyes  red,  shuns  light,  after  straining  them  while  sewing  ;  worse 

in  the  warm  room,  better  in  the  open  air. 
Conjunctiva  towards  inner  canthus,  is  red  and   swollen,  like 

pterygium. 
Canthi  as  red  as  blood,  the  caruncula  swollen,  standing  out  like 

a  lump  of  red  flesh ;  clusters  of  intensely  red  vessels,  extend 

from  inner  canthus  to  the  cornea. 
Cornea  opaque ;   ulceration  of  the  cornea  in  new-born  infants ; 

profuse  purulent  discharge  from  the  lids. 
Conjunctiva  of  ball  and  lids  intensely  congested ;   bright-red 

granulations  on  lids ;  lids  swollen,  thick  pus  discharges. 
(Edema  of  the  lids  and  sensation  of  fulness,  dryness  and  heat, 

especially  on  moving  the  ball,  which  is  sensitive  to  touch ; 

chemosis ;  non-excoriating  lachrymation. 
Lids  crusty,  swollen,  thick  ;  with  pannus. 
Ciliary  blepharitis  from  being  over  a  fire ;   better  from  cold  air 

and  cold  applications ;  ectropion. 

6  Ears.     Dull  hearing ;  complete  deafness  in  typhus. 

Ringing  in  the  ears  ;  whizzing  and  feeling  of  obstruction,  with 

hard  hearing  in  the  left  ear. 
Stitches  from  right  into  left  ear,  with  congestion  to  the  head. 
Fulness  and  ringing  in  the  ears,  in  meningitis. 
Tearing  in  the  ears. 

7  Nose.     Sense  of  smell  blunted. 

Smell  as  of  pus  before  the  nose ;  small  ulcers  in  the  nares. 

Discharge  of  whitish  pus,  with  clots  of  blood. 

Coryza,  with  stupifying  headache  over  the  eyes,  had  to  lie  down ; 

sneezing,  chilliness,  lachrymation,  sickly  look. 
Violent  itching  of  the  nose. 

8  Face.     Face  sunken,  pale,  bluish ;   leaden  colored ;  —  old  look- 

ing, ashen ;  —  yellow,  dirty  looking. 
Circumscribed  red  cheeks. 
Left  side  swollen,  with  great  heat  and  burning;    lips  much 

swollen. 
During  attack  of  prosopalgia,  sour  taste. 
Infra-orbital  neuralgia,  left  side. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Hard,  pale  blotches  in  the  vermilion  border  of  the 

upper  lip,  sore  to  the  touch. 
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Lips  :  trembled  when  he  spoke ;  —  and  finger  nails  blue. 

10  Teeth.     Teeth  :  sensitive  to  cold  water  ;  —  black. 

Gums  tender  and  bleed  easily  ;  but  neither  painful  nor  swollen. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste  :   sweetish  bitter ;    —  sour ;    —  metallic, 

astringent ;  —  inky  ;  —  lost. 
Cannot  talk ;  spasm  of  the  muscles  of  tongue  and  throat. 
Tongue  coated  white. 

Tip  of  the  tongue  red,  painful ;  papillae  erect,  prominent. 
Tongue  dry,  hard  as  a  chip,  and  black  like  the  teeth. 
Red  streak  down  middle  of  tongue. 

12  Mouth.     Fetor  from  the  mouth ;  morning. 

Ptyalism. 

Inner  mouth  covered  with  a  whitish-gray  coat. 

13  Throat.     Uvula  and  fauces  dark  red. 

Thick  tenacious  mucus  in  the  throat,  obliging  him  to  hawk ; 

causing  slight  hoarseness. 
Rawness,  soreness  ;  scraping  in  the  throat. 
Sensation  as  if  a  splinter  were  lodged  in  the  throat,  when 

swallowing,  breathing  or  moving  the  neck. 
Wart-like  excrescences  feel,  like  pointed  bodies  when  swallowing. 
Swallowing  difficult. 

Burning  and  dryness  in  fauces  and  pharynx. 
Paroxysms  of  cramp  in  the  oesophagus. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Irresistible  desire  for  sugar. 

Loss  of  appetite ;  much  thirst,  or  no  thirst. 
Desire  for  strong  cheese. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Eating,  or  a  swallow  of  wine,  relieves 

the  head ;   coffee  aggravates. 

Sour  things  lessen  nausea. 

Warm  fluids  relieve,  cold  aggravate,  pains  in  stomach. 

After  drinking,  dyspnoea. 

Nausea  after  each  meal,  mostly  after  dinner. 

Fluids  go  "right  through  him." 
Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Belching  after  every  meal ;  stomach 
as  if  it  would  burst  with  wind ;    belching  difficult,  finally  air 
rushes  out  with  great  violence. 

Tasteless,  or  sour  eructations. 

Deathly  nausea  with  headache,  not  abating  after  vomiting. 

The  vomited  substances  tinge  the  bedding  black. 

Awakens  at  midnight,  with  oppression  at  stomach  as  from  a 
heavy  lump  inducing  vomiting ;  in  the  morning  throws  up  a 
glairy  mucus  which  can  be  drawn  into  strings ;  during  the 
afternoon  desire  to  vomit,  tremulous  weakness. 
17  Stomach.  Small  spot  between  the  xyphoid  and  navel,  sensitive 
to  the  slightest  pressure ;  pain  radiates  in  all  directions ;  in- 
creases and  decreases  gradually. 

Regularly  towards  midnight,  attacks  of  pain  preceded  by  vomit- 
ing of  slimy  and  bilious  fluid. 
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Constant  drawing   and  gnawing,  increasing  daily  to  violent 

attacks,  ending  in  vomiting  of  clear,  saltish  water. 
After  ice-cream,  gastralgia,  pain  radiating  in   all  directions, 

worse  after  food. 
Stitches  in  the  stomach,  and  short  breathing. 
Trembling ;    weakness  at  pit  of  stomach. 
Fulness  of  the  stomach ;  painful  swelling  at  the  pit,  with  great 

anxiety. 
Stinging,  ulcerative  pain  in  the  left  side  of  stomach,  worse  from 

touch  and  deep  inspiration. 

18  Hypochondria.     Region   of  the  liver  sensitive  to  pressure ; 

periodical  attacks  of  pain  about  liver  and  navel,  with  nausea, 

retching  and  vomiting  of  tough  phlegm. 
Tension  as  from  a  band  around  the  hypochondria. 
Spasms  of  the  diaphragm. 

19  Abdomen.     Fulness  and  heaviness  of  the  abdomen,  with  anxiety, 

impeding  respiration ;  after  supper. 

Rumbling,  gurgling ;  wind  cannot  pass. 

Tension  of  the  abdomen,  cannot  bear  to  be  touched. 

Constriction  in  the  bowels,  as  if  tightly  tied  with  a  band. 

Stitches  dart  through  the  abdomen  like  electric  shocks,  espe- 
cially when  suddenly  changing  from  rest  to  motion ;  left 
side. 

Bearing  down  in  the  hypogastrium. 

Hemorrhoidal  colic  mornings,  during  cold,  misty  weather. 

20  Stool.     Stools :  of  green,  fetid  mucus,  with  noisy  flatus  at  night ; 

—  green,  brown,  bloody,  fetid  mucus,  worse  after  midnight ; 

—  slimy,  watery,  greenish,  bloody,  with  tenesmus  ;  —  green, 
watery,  sour  taste  in  mouth  ;    —  green  flakes  like  spinach ; 

—  bright  yellow,  thin,  fetid,  after  weaning. 

Croup  of  the  rectum ;  thin,  unshapely  strips  pass  in  masses, 
with  burning,  constriction  and  sore  pain  in  left  side  of  abdo- 
men. 

Masses  of  epithelium  connected  by  muco-lymph,  looking  red  or 
green  and  shreddy,  with  severe  bearing  down  in  hypo- 
gastrium ;  advanced  dysentery,  with  suspected  ulceration. 

Looseness  after  exalted  imagination. 

Stool  and  urine  passed  involuntarily. 

Diarrhoea  as  soon  as  he  drinks. 

Child  is  very  fond  of  sugar,  but  diarrhoea  results  from  eating  it. 

Constipation  aggravates  every  complaint ;  —  alternates  with 
diarrhoea. 

Taenia  or  thread-worms ;  the  latter,  especially  with  much  itch- 
ing at  the  anus. 

21  Urine.     Acute  pain   about  the   kidneys,   extending   down   the 

ureters  to  bladder ;  worse  from  the  slightest  touch  or  motion, 
even  deep  inspiration. 
Ulcerative  pain  in  middle  of  urethra,  as  from  a  splinter. 
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Urine  dark  red  without  albumen  ;    deposits  red  crystals  of  uric 

acid. 
Urine  passed  unconsciously  or  uninterruptedly. 
Incontinence  of  urine  at  night. 

Urging  to  urinate ;  urine  passes  less  easily  and  freely. 
Urine  burns  while  passing,  urethra  feels  as  if  swollen,  with 

feeling  as  if  the  last  drops  remained  behind. 
Stream  of  urine  spreads  asunder. 
Bleeding  of  urethra ;  painful  erections. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Impotence ;    erections,  but  they  fail 

when  coition  is  attempted. 
Want  of  desire,  organs  shrivelled. 
Coition  painful ;    urethra  as  if  put  on  the  stretch,  or  sensitive 

at  its  orifice. 
Ulcers  on  the  prepuce  small,  covered  with  pus ;  later  spreading, 

bowl-shaped,  with  a  tallow-like  coating. 
Contusive  pain,  with  enlargement  and  hardness  of  right  testicle. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Bleeding  ulcers,  the  hemorrhages 

being  of  short  duration. 

Menses :  too  early,  profuse,  long  lasting,  with  headache ;  cut- 
ting in  small  of  back  and  groin ;  at  night  tormenting  press- 
ure in  prsecordia ;  internal  trembling  in  epigastrium ;  — 
irregular,  too  soon  or  too  late,  too  copious  or  too  scanty,  but 
always  with  thick,  coagulated  blood. 

Metrorrhagia,  with  nervous  erethism  at  change  of  life ;  also  in 
young  widows  and  those  who  have  born  no  children  ;  returns 
in  attacks  ;  region  of  ovaries  painful,  with  pains  radiating  to 
sacrum  and  thighs. 

Leucorrhoea  copious,  yellow  corroding. 

24  Pregnancy.     Disposed  to  abortion. 

During  pregnancy,  stomach  as  if  it  would  burst  with  wind ; 
head  feels  expanded. 

Nipples  sore  from  nursing. 

Puerperal  convulsions ;  spasms  preceded  by  a  sensation  of  gen- 
eral expansion,  mostly  of  face  and  head. 

Sometimes  just  after  an  attack  she  lies  quiet,  but  before  another 
she  becomes  very  restless. 

Suckling  infants  die  early ;  have  marasmus. 

25  Larynx.     Internal  soreness  of  the  larynx  and  pit  of  the  throat ; 

worse  in  the  morning. 
Hoarse  voice. 
Phlegm  in  the  larynx  causing  a  rattling,  whistling  breathing, 

until  removed  in  small  lumps  by  cough. 
Rawness,  soreness  high  up  in  the  trachea,  when  coughing. 
Chronic  laryngitis  of  singers,  raising  the  voice  causes  cough. 

26  Breathing.     Many  people  in  the  room  seem  to  take  away  his 

breath.     Motion,  going  up  stairs  or  bodily  exertion,  cause 
asthmatic  attacks,  face  congested,  palpitation. 
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Short  breathed,  with  deep  sighs ;  much  oppression ;  violent 
attacks  of  dry,  spasmodic  asthma,  forcing  him  to  rise  and 
walk  about. 

Upper  abdominal  walls  are  drawn  in  during  inspiration ;  ex- 
pand during  expiration ;  the  effort  to  breathe  deeply  takes 
away  the  breath  at  once  ;  paralysis  of  diaphragm. 

Spasms  of  the  respiratory  muscles  in  cholera ;    great  constric- 
tion and  stitches  in  the  epigastrium  ;    cannot  talk  ;  drinking 
suffocates ;    even   a   handkerchief  before  the  nose  impedes 
breathing ;  agony,  thinks  of  killing  himself. 
27  Cough.     Evenings;  tobacco  smoke  becomes  intolerable. 

Irritating  cough,  tormenting  evening  and  night. 

Suffocative  cough  at  noon. 

Paroxysms  of  cough  are  brought  on  by :  phlegm  in  larynx  ; 
irritation  under  the  sternum  ;  by  a  fit  of  passion  ;  laughing ; 
stooping  ;  smoking ;  ascending  stairs. 

Expectoration  purulent,  mixed  with  light  blood. 

Catarrh  at  first  dry,  later  loose,  with  rattling  cough,  profuse 
sweat,  sickly  look,  hollow  eyes,  restless  sleep ;  expectoration 
yellow. 

Belching,  or  straining  to  vomit,  during  the  attack  of  cough. 
Lungs.     Stitching  pains  in  region  of  fifth  rib,  left  side,  with  fre- 
quent blood  spitting. 

Bursting  pain  after  going  up  stairs ;  has  to  press  with  both 
hands. 

Aching,  tensive  pain  in  the  chest,  in  various  places  of  the  size 
of  a  half  dollar. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Palpitation  of  the  heart :  with  nausea;  — with 

asthma;  —  violent,  from  the  slightest  mental  emotion  or 
sudden  muscular  exertion. 

Heart's  action  irregular,  intermittent,  with  an  unpleasant  sensa- 
tion of  fulness  ;  exertion  causes  strong  beating,  worse  when 
noticing  it. 

Constant  anxious  feeling  in  region  of  heart ;  burning  feeling. 

Pains  about  the  heart,  can  hardly  breathe ;  choking. 

30  Outer  Chest.     Violent  pain  in  the  muscles  of  the  chest. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Indurated  glands  on  the  neck,  with  suspicion  of 

former  syphilis. 

Acute  pains  in  the  dcrsal  region  after  a  fall. 

Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  relieved  when  standing  or  walk- 
ing ;  but  severe  when  rising  from  a  seat. 

Pain  in  back  and  lower  ribs  during  pregnancy.

32  Limbs,  Upper.     Paralytic  drawing  pain  in  right  arm. 

Heaviness  of  the  left  arm. 

Pimple  on  hand  near  wrist,  feels  as  if  a  splinter  was  in  it. 
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Spasmodic  contraction  of  the  abductors  of  the   fingers,  can 

hardly  separate  them ;  fingers  half  clenched. 
Hands  tremble,  cannot  write. 
Nails  blue. 

Left  ring  and  little  fingers  insensible. 
Numbness  of  finger  tips. 

33  Limbs,  Lower.     Lassitude  of  lower  limbs,  with  dizziness  as  from 

intoxication. 
Debility  and  weakness  of  lower  limbs  the  whole  afternoon  ;  with 

sick  feeling  and  dread  of  work. 
Limbs,  especially  his  knees  start  up  at  night,  awakening  him. 
Calves  weary,  as  after  a  long  journey. 
Pains  in  calves  torment  him  all  night. 
(Edema  of  the  feet. 

34  All  the  Limbs.     Lassitude,   weariness  of  forearms  and  legs. 

Trembling.     Paralysis. 
Rheumatic  tendency  in  right  arm  and  thigh,  in  asthma. 
During  the  day,  tormented  with  formication  of  arms  and  legs. 
Chorea-like  convulsive  motion  of  limbs  ;    legs  drawn  up  ;   arms 

jerked  outward  and  upward. 

35  Position,  etc.    Motion :  19,  21,  26.    Moving  neck :  13.    -Walk- 

ing :  2,  26,  31,  36.  Walks  fast :  1.  Going  up  stairs :  26,  27,

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1  Mind.     Weakness  of  memory. 

Confusion  of  the  head. 

Averse  to  meeting  acquaintances,  because  he  imagines  having 

formerly  offended  them,  though  he  knows  not  how. 
Sad,  tearful,  anxious  mood. 

Fears  to  be  left  alone,  lest  he  do  himself  bodily  harm. 
Dread  of  death  when  alone,  or  on  going  to  bed. 
Anxious  and  depressed,  fears  permanent  loss  of  health. 
Intense  anxiety  with  restlessness,  worse  3  a.m. 
Self-willed  and  tearful. 
Child  captious,  wants  to  be  carried. 
Cannot  find  rest  anywhere,  changes  place  continually,  wants  to 

go  from  one  bed  to  another. 

2  Sensorium.     Sensation  as  if  the  brain  moved  and  beat  against 

the  skull,  during  motion. 
Vertigo,  as  if  he  would  fall. 
Heaviness  in  the  head,  with  humming  in  the  ears ;  goes  off  in 

open  air,  but  returns  on  entering  the  room. 

3  Head,  Inner.     Intense  frontal  headache,  with  vertigo. 

Drawing,  pressive  pain  in  right  side  of  forehead. 

Pain  as  if  bruised  or  sore,  over  the  nose  and  in  the  forehead, 

rubbing  relieves  temporarily. 
Throbbing  frontal  headache  over  the  root  of  nose. 
Headache :  beating ;  or  pressure  as  from  a  load  on  brain ;  rising 

up  in  bed  and  motion  aggravates ;    cold  washing  relieves 

temporarily,  walking  in  open  air  permanently. 
The  pain  in  head  and  face  is  especially  severe  on  left  side ; 

cannot  lean  or  rest  on  that  side.

Great  sensitiveness  of  head  to  open  air ;  wraps  head  up  warmly. 

5  Eyes.     Sensitive  to  light. 

Snow  dazzles  the  eyes  and  makes  them  water. 
Flickering  before  the  eyes. 
Sees  as  through  a  white  gauze. 
Weakness  of  sight. 
Pupils  contracted  or  dilated. 
Eyes  sunken  or  protruding. 
Yellowness  of  the  sclerotica. 
.  Pain  in  right  eyeball,  particularly  during  motion. 
Pulsative  throbbing  in  the  eyes,  at  every  pu:sation  a  stitch. 
Feeling  of  sand  in  eyes. 
Violent  burning  in  eyes. 
Conjunctiva  looks  like  a  piece  of  raw  beef. 
Trembling  of  upper  eyelid,  with  lachrymation. 
Eyelids  oedematous  and  spasmodically  closed. 
Agglutination  of  lids. 
Edges  of  lids  painful  during  motion,  as  if  dry  and  rubbing  on 

the  ball. 
Extreme  redness  of  inner  surface  of  lids,  with  uneasy  sensation 

rather  than  pain. 
Burning  in  margins  of  eyelids. 

6  Ears.     Unusual  sensitiveness  to  sound. 

Ringing  in  the  ears. 

Roaring  in  the  ears,  with  each  paroxysm  of  pain. 

Hardness  of  hearing,  cannot  hear  the  human  voice. 

Stitching  tearing  from  left  meatus  auditorius  outwards,  more  in 

the  evening. 
Yellow  discharge  from  the  right  ear,  with  dryness  of  the  nose ; 

the  hearing  is  not  weakened. 
Discharges  of  cadaverous  odor,  profuse,  ichorous. 

7  Nose.     Offensive  smell  before  the  nose. 

Smells,  of  pitch  and  sulphur  alternately,  before  the  nose. 

Dryness  of  the  nasal  cavity. 

Discharge  of  burning  mucus  from  the  right  nostril. 

Fluent  coryza :  with  frequent  sneezing ;  —  with  hoarseness  and 

sleeplessness ;  —  with  swollen  nose. 
Watery  discharge  causes  burning  and  smarting  at  nostrils  as 

if  sore. 
Distressing  stoppage  at  the  bridge  of  the  nose. 
Nosebleed  after  a  fit  of  passion  or  vomiting. 

8  Face.     Expression:  anxious,  but  not  wild ;  distressed;   of  suffer- 

ing ;   of  mental  agony ;  surly  ;  wild ;   hippocratic  ;  sunken. 
Appearance :    very  pale ;  yellow,  waxy ;    gray,  earthy  ;  livid  ; 
bluish  ;   flushed ;  red  and  swollen. 
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(Edematous  swelling  of  the  face. 

Twitching  of  the  facial  muscles. 

Tearing  in  left  half  of  the  face. 

Burning,  stinging  pains,  as  from  red  hot  needles. 

Pimples  and  vesicles,  with  acrid  discharge ;  itching,  burning ; 
worse  at  night,  in  cold  air,  better  from  warmth. 
9  Lower   Jaw.     Severe  pains  along  the  right  inferior  maxillary 
nerve. 

Bites  the  tumbler  when  drinking. 

Sore  lips  and  ulcers  in  the  mouth. 

Angles  of  the  lips  red  and  sore. 

Contractive  quivering  or  jerking  on  one  side  of  upper  lip,  es- 
pecially when  falling  asleep. 

10  Teeth.     Grinding  of  the  teeth  while  asleep. 

Teeth  seem  longer,  become  loose,  and  are  sensitive  to  pressure 
and  to  cold  water. 

Pain  in  some  of  the  teeth  as  if  loose  and  would  fall  out,  pain 
not  increased  by  chewing. 

Jerking  toothache,  extending  to  the  temple,  relieved  or  re- 
moved by  sitting  up  in  bed.

Swollen,  bleeding  gums,  painful  to  touch. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste :  woody,  dry ;  —  unpleasant ;  —  sweetish, 

in  throat ;  sour ;  —  metallic ;  —  bitter ;  —  putrid. 
Food  tastes:    too  salty;    —  not   salty  enough;    —  insipid; 

—  sour.     Beer  tastes  flat. 
Loss  of  power  of  speech. 
Violent  burning  on  the  tongue. 

Swelling  about  the  root  of  the  tongue,  externally  and  internally. 

Coating :  sides  furred,  with  red  streak  down  the  middle  and 

redness  of  tip ;  or  thickly  furred,  edges  red ;    —  whitish ; 

—  yellowish-white ;  —  brown. 

Tongue:  dry,  and  morbidly  red,  with  papilloe  considerably 
raised  at  the  tip  ;  —  lead  colored. 

12  Mouth.     Dryness  of  mouth,  with  violent  thirst. 

Burning  in  mouth,  pharynx  and  oesophagus. 

Much  saliva ;  must  spit  often. 

Saliva  decreased. 

Aphthae  in  the  mouth. 

Painful  blisters  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue. 

13  Throat.     Dryness,  soreness,  scraping  and  burning  in  fauces  and 

throat. 
Sensation  of  constriction  of  throat. 
Swallowing  very  difficult  and  painful. 
Paralytic  condition  of  pharynx  and  oesophagus. 
Burning  when  swallowing ;  food  goes  down  to  region  of  larynx, 

when  it  is  ejected  again. 
Diphtheritic  membrane  is  dry  looking  and  wrinkled. 
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14  Desires.    Aversions.    Appetite  increased. 

Desire  for :  sour  things  ;  brandy ;  coffee ;  milk ;  lard. 

Loss  of  appetite  with  increased  thirst. 

Aversion :  to  food ;  —  to  butter. 

Thirst  and  dryness  of  mouth,  with  peculiar  thick  white  saliva. 

Excessive  thirst,  drinking  does  not  refresh. 

Drinks  frequently,  but  little  at  a  time ;    or  may  drink  much 

and  often. 
Burning  thirst,  without  especial  desire  to  drink. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.      Gastro-intestinal   symptoms  worse : 

after  ice;  icecream;  ice  water;  vinegar;  sour  beer;  tobacco 
(chewing) ;  alcoholic  drinks ;  bad  sausages ;  cheese.

Violent  vomiting  of  food  and  gastric  fluids. 
Vomiting  immediately  after  eating  or  drinking. 
Vomit:  bitter;  green-yellow   liquid;    ingesta;  brown,  turbid 

matter;  streaked  with  blood ;  of  blood;  black. 

17  Stomach.     Weight  in  the  stomach  as  of  a  stone. 

Pressure  in  the  region  of  the  stomach. 

Stomach  tender  to  pressure. 

Intense  heat  and  burning  in  stomach  and  pit  of  stomach. 

Violent,  tearing,  boring  pain  and  cramp,  in  the  stomach  and 

intestines. 
Pain  in  the  stomach  relieved  by  sweet  milk. 
Great  anxiety  about  the  epigastric  region. 
Epigastrium  distended  and  hard. 
Epigastric  and  umbilical  regions  sensitive  to  touch. 
Pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  arresting  breathing. 

18  Hypochondria.      Painful  bloatedness  in  the  right  hypochon- 

drium,  with  burning  pain. 
Pain  in  region  of  liver  increased  on  pressure. 
Stitches   in   right   hypochondrium,    extending    to    region    of 

stomach,  ending  as  violent  pressure  over  whole  abdomen. 
Drawing,  stitching  pain  under  the  left  hypochondrium. 
Tensive,  pressive  pain  in  spleen. 
Induration  and  enlargement  of  spleen. 

19  Abdomen.     Abdomen  distended  and  painful. 

Rumbling  in  bowels. 
Cutting  pains  in  abdomen. 

Violent  pains  in  abdomen,  with  great  anguish,  has  no  rest  any- 
where, rolls  about  on  floor  and  despairs  of  life. 
Pains  about  navel,  aggravated  by  lying  on  back. 
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Pain  in  right  side  of  abdomen,  near  the  lumbar  region,  spread- 
ing through  the  abdomen  to  right  groin  and  same  side  of 
scrotum. 

Groins :  contractive  pain  in  left ;  as  if  sprained  in  right,  when 
stooping ;  digging,  burning  like  a  boil ;  stitches. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Involuntary  stools  and  urine. 

Diarrhoea  after  chilling  the  stomach  by  taking  cold  substances. 

Diarrhoea:  slimy,  green  mucus;  of  pieces  of  mucus,  with 
tenesmus  and  cutting  pain  in  anus ;  —  stools  small,  with 
tenesmus,  first  dark  green  faeces,  afterwards  dark  green  mu- 
cus ;  —  black  mucus,  with  persistent  vomiting ;  —  black, 
acrid  and  putrid;  —  yellow,  with  tenesmus  and  burning 
pain ;  —  like  dirty  water ;  —  of  blood  and  water.

Hemorrhoids :  with  stitching  pain  when  walking  or  sitting, 
not  when  at  stool ;  —  with  burning  pain,  relieved  by  heat. 

21  Urine.     Frequent  urging,  with  profuse  discharge. 

Involuntary  micturition. 

Urine  scanty,  passed  with  difficulty,  burning  during  the  dis- 
charge. 

Retention  of  urine,  as  if  the  bladder  were  paralyzed. 

Urine:  dark  brown;  — dark  yellow;  — turbid;  — sediment 
of  red  sand ;  —  mixed  with  pus  and  blood. 

Hematuria. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Glans  blue-red,  swollen  and  cracked. 

Excessively  painful  inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  genitals, 

increasing  almost  to  gangrene. 
Emission  during  diarrhoeic  stool. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Increased  sexual  desire,  with  in- 

voluntary discharge  of  mucus. 
Menses :  too  early ;  too  profuse ;  exhausting  menorrhagia. 
Hemorrhage,  with  lancinating  burning  pains. 
Sudden  profuse  discharge  of  dark  blood. 
Painful  menstruation. 
Amenorrhoea.     Scanty  pale  menses. 
Thin,  whitish,  offensive  discharge  instead  of  the  menses. 
Leucorrhoea :  profuse,  yellowish,  thick  and  corroding. 
Stitches  from  the  abdomen  down  into  the  vagina. 
Burning  or  tensive  pain  in  the  ovary. 
Pressive  stitching  pains  in  region  of  right  ovary. 
Drawing,  stitching  pain  from  region  of  ovary  into  the  thigh, 

which  feels  numb  and  lame ;  worse  from  motion,  bending,  or 

sitting  bent. 
Burning  throbbing,  lancinating  pain  in  uterine  region. 
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24  Pregnancy.     Burning  pains  in  mammse ;  relief  from  motion. 

25  Larynx.     Voice :  trembling ;  weak ;  unequal,  now  strong  and 

again  weak ;  hoarse ;  rough  ;  hollow ;  loss  of  voice. 
Sudden  catarrh,  threatening  suffocation  at  night. 

26  Breathing.     Respiration  short  and  anxious. 

Difficult  breathing,  with  much  anxiety. 

Breathing  asthmatic :  must  incline  the  chest  forward ;  must 
spring  out  of  bed  at  night. 

Air  passages  seem  constricted,  cannot  breathe  fully. 

Loss  of  breath  immediately  on  lying  down,  in  the  evening, 
with  whistling  and  constriction  in  the  trachea. 

Oppression  increased  by  stormy  weather  and  heavy  air ;  walk- 
ing quickly ;  ascending ;  warm  and  tight  clothing ;  but  es- 
pecially from  changes  of  warmth  and  cold.

Stitching  pain  in  sternum,  from  below  up,  when  coughing. 
Chilliness  in  chest,  evenings. 
Burning  in  the  chest. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Palpitation :  after  suppressed  herpes   or  foot 

sweat;   —  with  small,  irregular  pulse;    —  strong,  visible 

and  audible  chiefly  at  night. 
Heart  beats  more  rapidly  and  stronger  when  lying  on  the  back .

Tearing  jerking  pain  in  right  shoulder-joint 

and  shoulder. 
Pain  in  the  arm  of  the  side  on  which  one  rests,  at  night.

Cutting  pain,  with  cramp  at  the  articulation  of  lower  jaw.

Cold  feeling  in  the  upper  incisors,  like  from  a  cold  breath-

Spasmodic  contraction  of  abdomen  with  great  anguish,  inclined

Heaviness  in  abdomen,  with  icy  coldness  of  hands  and  feet. 
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Ascites  from  disturbances  of  abdominal  organs.

Inflammatory  swelling  of  axillary  glands. 

Difficult  movement  of  arms ;   they  feel  fatigued ;   forearms  feel 

heavy. 
Severe  bone  pains  in  right  elbow. 
Boring  in  right  forearm. 
Cramp-like  tearing  in  bones  of  both  wrists. 
Palms  itch.     Herpes  of  the  palms. 
Boring  in  finger-joints. 

33  Limbs,  Lower.     All  the  blood  appeared  to  rush  from  her  head 

into  her  lower  limbs ;  they  feel  paralyzed,  she  has  to  sit 
down. 

Tottering  of  the  knees ;  stiffness,  paralytic  feeling ;  they  pain 
as  if  firmly  bandaged,  when  sitting.

Instead  of  eating,  bit  the  wooden  spoon  in  two,  gnawed  the 
plate,  and  growled  and  barked  like  a  dog. 

Mania,  at  one  time  merry,  again  would  spit  and  bite  at  those 
around. 

Quarrelsome,  during  exuberant  mirth. 

Violent  delirium ;  broke  into  fits  of  laughter,  then  gnashed 
the  teeth ;  disposed  to  bite  and  strike  those  around. 

Starts  in  affright  at  the  approach  of  others.

Fulness  and  pressure  at  temples  and  forehead,  with  pain,  mak- 
ing him  restless  and  uneasy. 

Pain  in  head  and  eyeballs,  eyes  felt  as  if  starting  from  their 
sockets.

Vision  obscured  as  from  a  white  vapor.     Pupils  dilated. 

Deep  seated  dull  pain  in  the  back  of  the  eye. 

Eyes  dry  ;  feel  stiff.     Feeling  of  sand  in  eyes. 

Heat  and  burning  in  eyes. 
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Shooting  in  the  eyes,  from  within  outwards. 

Lachrymation. 

Spasmodic  motion  of  eyes. 

Eyeballs  red  and  prominent. 

Conjunctiva  covered  with  red  vessels ;   shooting  pains ;    eyes 

water. 
Yellowness  of  sclerotica. 
Swelling  and  suppurative  inflammation  of  left  caruncula  lachry- 

malis. 
Ophthalmia,  suddenly   appearing,  worse   right   eye;    intense 

photophobia. 
Pain  in  orbits ;    often  feels  as  if  the  eyes  had  been  torn  out, 

sometimes  as  if  pressed  into  the  head. 
Trembling  and  quivering  of  right  upper  eyelid. 
Heaviness  of  lids. 
Lids  feel  sore,  red,  congested  and  swollen. 

6  Ears.     Extreme  sensibility  of  hearing. 

Deafness,  as  if  a  skin  were  drawn  over  the  ears. 

Roaring,  ringing  or  noises  in  the  ears. 

Fancied  noise  awakens ;  slight  delirium  on  waking. 

Tearing  in  internal  and  external  ear,  in  a  downward  direction. 

Shooting  in  internal  ear,  with  hardness  of  hearing  on  same

8  Face.     Red  and  hot,  or  pale  and  cold ;  —  mottled  red ;  —  swol- 

len and  hot. 
Sensation  of  burning  heat  in  whole  face,  without  redness  of 

cheeks ;  or  with  marked  thirst,  body  warm,  feet  cold. 
Scraping  itching  of  forehead. 
Neuralgic  pains  commencing  under  left  orbit  and  running  back 

to  the  ear.

Repugnance  to  beer,  acids,  coffee,  camphor. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Wine  aggravates  dyspnoea. 

After  eating :  putrid  taste  in  mouth. 
After  drinking  beer,  internal  heat. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.    Violent  hiccough. 

Hiccoughing  eructations ;  spasm  composed  partly  of  eructa- 
tion, partly  of  hiccough. 

Half  suppressed  incomplete  eructation. 

Nausea  in  the  stomach. 

Ineffectual  efforts  to  vomit  about  midnight,  with  cold  sweat. 

Vomiting :  of  mucus ;  —  of  bile  and  mucus  ;  —  of  undigested 
food ;  —  watery  ;  —  can  keep  nothing  down  ;  pale,  weak. 

17  Stomach.     Painless  throbbing  and  beating  at  pit  of  stomach. 

Feeling  of  emptiness  in  stomach. 

Cutting  pain  in  the  stomach,  worse  from  motion  or  pressure. 

Hard  pressure  in  stomach  after  eating. 

Distension  of  epigastrium,  with  tensive  pain  in  stomach. 

Gnawing,  pressing,  crampy,  drawing,  and  wrenching  pain  in 

stomach,  compels  patient  to  bend  backwards,  worse   after 

drinking. 
Spasm  in  the  stomach  like  cramp. 
Shooting  pains  in  stomach. 
Burning  in  stomach. 
Painful  pressure  in  the  pit  of  stomach  only  when  walking; 

compels  him  to  walk  slowly. 
Hgematemesis  ;  ringing  in  ears  ;  red  cheeks ;  feeling  of  fulness 

and  warmth  in  stomach. 

18  Hypochondria.     Region  of  liver  painful  and  sore  to  the  touch. 

Acute  pain  in  region  of  liver ;  worse  lying  on  right  side ;  pains 
go  to  shoulder  and  neck;  can  tolerate  no  pressure  or  jar; 
pit  of  the  stomach  bloated. 

Colic  from  gall-stones  ;  liver  hard,  jaundice. 

19  Abdomen.     Distension  of  abdomen. 

During  the  pain,  the  transverse  colon  protudes  like  a  pad,  all  the 

way  across  the  abdomen. 
Clawing  around  the  navel ;  better  from  pressure. 
Abdomen  distended,  hot. 
Loud  rumbling  and  pinching  in  the  belly. 
Colic,  as  if  a  spot  in  the  abdomen  were  seized  with  the  nails,  a 

griping,  clutching,  clawing. 
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Violent  cutting  pressure  in  the  hypogastrium,  now  here,  now 
there. 

Great  pain  in  the  right  ilocoecal  region,  cannot  bear  the  slight- 
est touch,  not  even  the  bed  cover. 

Feeling  as  if  a  hard  body  pressed  from  within  outwards,  at  right 
inguinal  ring ;  the  part  not  feeling  hard  to  the  touch ;  while 
sitting  with  body  bent  forwards. 

Fine  shooting  in  the  left  groin. 

Tenderness  even  to  slight  pressure,  especially  over  the  ovarian 
region. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Pressing  in  rectum  toward  the  anus. 

Voluptuous  tickling  in  lower  part  of  rectum  and  anus. 

Stools :    thin,  green   mucus ;    —  frequent,  thin ;    —  bloody 

mucus  with  tenesmus ;  —  containing  lumps  like  chalk  ;  clay 

colored ;  —  chalky  white,  with  granular,  slimy  mucus ;  smell  ' 

sour. 
Urging  to  stool,  which  is  more  fluid  than  usual,  but  passed  in 

proper  quantity. 
Involuntary  evacuation,  paralysis  of  the  sphincter  ani. 
Bleeding  piles ;  back  pains  as  if  breaking. 
Spasmodic  constriction  of  sphincter  ani. 
Mucous  membrane  of  anus  seems  swollen  and  pressed  out. 
Violent  itching,  at  the  same  time  constrictive  sensation  in  the 

anus. 

21  Urine.     Spasmodic,  crampy  straining  along  the  ureter,  during 

passage  of  calculus. 
Urine :  bright  yellow  and  clear ;  —  frequent,  copious,  pale  and 

watery  ;  —  first  clear,  becomes  turbid  on  standing ;  —  blood 

red. 
When  the  urine  is  heated,  almost  invariably  deposits  a  cloud 

of  phosphates. 
Frequent  desire  with  small  quantity. 
Involuntary  micturition. 

Vesical  region  very  sensitive  to  pressure  or  jar. 
Sensation  of  turning  and  twisting  in  the  bladder,  as  if  from  a 

large  worm,  without  desire  to  micturate. 
Wets  the  bed ;  restless,  starts  in  sleep. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Sexual  desire  decreased. 

Weakness  and  relaxation  of  genitals. 

Nocturnal  emission  of  semen,  during  relaxation  of  the  penis. 

Violent  stitches  in  the  testicles  which  are  drawn  upwards. 

Tearing  upwards,  in  left  spermatic  cord,  evening  in  bed. 

Soft  painless  tumor  on  the  glans. 

Sweating  of  genital  organs. 

Violent  pressing  and  urging  towards  the  genitals,  as  if  every- 
thing would  fall  out  there ;  worse  sitting  bent,  and  in  walk- 
ing ;  better  standing,  and  sitting  erect. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Pressure  downwards,  as  if  all  the 
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contents  of  abdomen  would  issue  through  the  vulva ;   worse 

mornings. 
Right  ovary :  much  enlarged ;   —  stitching,  throbbing  pains  ; 

—  pains  come  suddenly  and  go  suddenly. 
Clutching  or  clawing  pains,  or  transient  stitches  in  the  uterine 

region,  parts  sensitive,  cannot  bear  least  jar. 
Profuse  discharge  of  hot,  bright  red  blood ;  sometimes  dark, 

clotted,  and  of  bad  smell. 
Flow  of  blood  between  the  periods. 
Painful  menstruation. 
Amenorrhoea. 

Leucorrhoea ;  of  white  mucus ;  with  colic. 
Great  heat  and  dryness  of  vagina. 

24  Pregnancy,     Lochia  offensive,  feeling  hot  to  the  parts. 

Labor  pains :  deficient ;  —  cease,  have  only  periodical  slight 
pressure  on  sacrum ;  amniotic  fluid  gone ;  yet  os  still  spas- 
modically contracted. 

Phlegmasia  alba  dolens. 

Appears  as  if  stunned ;  semi-conscious  and  loss  of  speech  ;  con- 
vulsive movements  in  limbs  and  muscles  of  face ;  paralysis 
of  right  side  of  tongue,  foam  at  mouth ;  renewal  of  fits  at 
every  pain. 

Retained  placenta,  with  profuse  flow  of  hot  blood,  which  speedily 
coagulates. 

25  Larynx.     Hoarseness ;  rough  voice. 

Voice  weakened  even  to  complete  aphonia. 

Speaking  is  very  difficult  to  him ;  speaks  in  a  piping  tone. 

Dryness  of  larynx. 

26  Breathing.     Short,  hurried,  anxious  breathing. 

Breathing  heavy  and  stertorous. 

Difficult  respiration. 

Asthmatic  paroxysm  in  afternoon  and  evening,  with  sensation 

of  dust  in  lungs. 
Asthma  in  hot,  damp  weather ;  worse  after  sleep. 
Quick,  short,  irregular  breathing,  alternates  with  slow,  gentle, 

at  times  almost  imperceptible  breathing ;  in  a  child. 

27  Cough.     Dry  cough  :  from  dryness  of  larynx  ;  —  from  tickling 

itching  in  back  part  of  the  top  of  larynx,  evening,  after 
lying  down  in  bed ;  —  from  sensation  of  a  foreign  body  in 
larynx. 

Attack  of  coughing,  as  if  one  had  inhaled  dust ;  wakens  at 
night ;  mucus  expectoration. 

Sensation  as  if  something  were  in  the  pit  of  stomach,  which 
excites  cough. 

Violent  cough  about  noon,  with  expectoration  of  much  tena- 
cious mucus. 

Cough,  with  bloody  mucous  expectoration  in  the  morning; 
bloody  taste  in  mouth. 
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Night  cough ;  wakes  from  sleep. 
Attacks  of  cough  ending  with  sneezing. 
Pressing  pain  in  nape  of  neck  when  coughing. 
Child  begins  to  cry  immediately  before  the  cough  comes  on. 
Barking  cough  waking  suddenly,  11  p.m.  ;  face  fiery  red;  cry- 
ing with  cough. 

28  Lungs.     Noise  and  rattling  in  the  bronchial  tubes. 

Pressive  pain  in  chest,  with  shortness  of  breath,  and  at  same 
time  between  the  shoulders,  when  walking  or  sitting. 

Pressure  in  right  chest,  causes  anxiety. 

Constriction  across  the  chest,  as  if  pressed  inwards  from  both 
sides. 

Burning  in  right  chest. 

Stitches  in  apex  of  right  lung. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Pressure  in  the  cardiac  region,  which  arrests 

the  breathing  and  causes  a  sense  of  anxiety. 
Gurgling   at   the   heart,  a  kind  of  palpitation,   when  going 

up-stairs. 
Pulse :  accelerated,  frequently  full,  hard  and  tense ;  —  large, 

full  and  slow ;  —  at  times  small  and  soft. 
Throbbing  in  the  carotid  and  temporal  arteries. 

30  Outer  Chest.     Corroding,  gnawing  pain  beneath  the  cartilages 

of  last  ribs,  right  side. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Pressive  pain  externally  in  neck,  when  bearing 

the  head  backwards,  and  when  touching  the  part. 

Swelling  of  the  glands  in  nape  of  neck,  with  cloudiness  of  head. 

Pressive  pain  under  left  scapula,  more  toward  the  outer  side. 

Drawing  pressure  between  the  right  scapula  and  spinal  column. 

Shooting  and  gnawing  pain  in  the  spinal  column. 

Stabbing,  as  if  with  a  knife,  from  without  inwards,  in  the  ver- 
tebrae. 

Drawing,  burning  and  throbbing  pain  in  the  spine. 

Soreness  of  last  dorsal  and  first  lumbar  vertebra. 

Back  aches,  as  if  broken. 

Cramp-like  sensation  in  left  lumbar  region. 

Curvature  of  the  lumbar  vertebra. 

Bearing  down  onto  sacrum. 

32  Limbs,  Upper.     Stitching  pressure  on  the  top  of  left  shoulder. 

Heaviness  and  paralytic  feeling  in  upper  limbs. 

Violent  stabbing,  as  with  a  blunt  knife,  below  the  head  of  the 

humerus,  from  within  out. 
Drawing  pain  on  inner  side  of  left  upper  arm. 
Tearing  pain  in  humerus. 
Bruised  pain  in  upper  arm. 

Cutting  pain  in  interior  of  left  elbow-joint  when  walking.

as  if  carious ;  fine  shooting  and  gnawing  along  the  bones, 
with  violent  tearing  in  the  joints ;  the  pain  rises  gradually 
from  the  ankle  to  hips,  necessitates,  while  sitting,  constant 
motion  and  shifting  of  the  feet ;  is  milder  when  walking.

Tension  in  right  tarsal-joint  while  walking  in  open  air. 

Pain  in  metatarsal  bones,  as  if  dislocated. 

Boring,  digging,  or  shooting  pains  in  soles. 

Pain  as  if  bruised  in  the  heel,  when  treading  thereon. 

34  All  the  Limbs.     Loss  of  co-ordination  of  the  muscles  of  both 

upper  and  lower  limbs,  very  like  the  heaviness  and  helpless- 
ness of  movement  observed  in  first  stage  of  progressive 
paralysis  of  the  insane. 

35  Position,  etc.     Disinclination  and  aversion  to  work  or  motion. 

Restlessness ;  he  was  obliged  constantly  to  move  the  body  to 
and  fro,  especially  the  hands  and  feet.

Sharp  pain  in  right  kidney,  near  the  spine,  from  there  down- 
wards into  the  bladder.

Stitches  from  the  kidneys  to  the  bladder  and  urethra. 

Cutting  pain  from  the  left  kidney  into  the  bladder  and  urethra.

After  every  meal  flatulent  distention. 

After  smoking  tobacco  sensation  as  if  diarrhoea  would  set  in. 

After  eating  pears,  especially  morning  or  forenoon,  pressure  in 
pit  of  stomach,  which  disappears  on  walking.

Antidotes :  Amm.  carh.

1  Mind.     Confusion  of  head,  especially  of  forehead. 

Head  confused  and  aching,  as  after  a  night's  dissipation ;  does 

not  wish  to  rise ;  morning  on  awakening. 
Confusion  in  the  head,  with  drawing  in  the  occiput,  extending 

into  the  neck  before  going  to  sleep. 
Great  depression  and  very  morose  mood,  without  cause. 
Anxiety,  worse  in  room,  better  in  open  air. 
Irritable  mood,  wishes  to  be  alone. 
Very  irritable ;  inclined  to  fright,  fear  and  vexation. 
Obstinate  and  passionate.

2  Sensorium.     Vertigo  :  as  though  all  objects  were  reeling ;  —  as 

though  the  brain  were  turning  around ;  —  as  if  the  head 

were  turning  in  a  circle ;  —  on  rising ;  or  on  raising  the 

head ;  —  with  reeling  backward. 
Great  heaviness  of  the  head  and  pressure  of  the  brain  forwards. 
Pressure  in  the  head,  as  if  the  brain  were  too  full  and  pressed 

outward,  mostly  when  sitting. 
Rush  of  blood  to  the  head. 

3  Head,  Inner.     Headache  commences  in  the  morning,  not  on 

waking,  but  when  first  opening  the  eyes. 

Pressing  outward  in  frontal  region  and  left  eyeball,  especially 
on  stooping. 

Pressive  pain  above  the  left  eye,  followed  by  dull,  pressive 
pain  in  occipital  protuberances,  thence  spreading  over  whole 
body ;  on  quick  motion,  and  after  eating,  pain  so  severe  that 
it  seemed  a  distinct  pulsation  within  the  head. 

Digging  pressure  in  forepart  of  brain  toward  the  forehead, 
especially  severe  on  stooping  and  walking  rapidly  ;  walking 
fatigues  him  very  much. 

Tearing  across  the  forehead,  then  in  cervical  muscles,  then  in 
right  arm. 

Drawing,  tearing  pain  in  right  temple,  mostly  extending  to 
upper  molars  and  muscles  of  neck. 

Throbbing  headache  on  top  of  head,  morning  when  waking. 

Continued  stitch  deep  in  the  brain,  on  left  side,  when  coughing. 

Headache  in  occiput,  extending  to  shoulders,  while  lying  on  the 
back,  in  bed,  after  waking  in  the  morning. 

Pressive  pain  in  the  occiput,  drawing  down  into  the  neck,  re- 
lieved toward  noon. 

Headache  as  though  the  head  would  burst,  commencing  in 
morning  and  gradually  increasing  till  evening. 

4  Head,  Outer.     In  the  morning  the  hair  seems  very  greasy,  with 

cool  head. 
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Scalp  very  tender  to  the  touch ;  cannot  bear  even  a  soft  brush 

upon  it. 
Dandruff,  rough  and  uneven. 

5  Eyes.     Very  sensitive  pressive  pain  (coming  and  going)  in  the 

left  eyeball,  especially  violent  on  moving  the  ball,  with  a 

feeling  as  if  the  eye  became  smaller  and  was  retracted  within 

the  orbit. 
Severe  burning  and  lachrymation  of  right  eye. 
Puffiness  of  right  upper  lid. 
Painless  twitching  drawing  together  in  the  left  upper  lid,  with 

a  persistent  sensation  of  heaviness  therein. 
Frequent  lachrymation. 

6  Ears.     Chirping  in  the  head,  as  from  locusts. 

Ringing ;  roaring ;  humming  in  the  ears. 

Swelling,  redness,  painful  sensitiveness  and  heat  of  the  external 
right  ear,  at  times  piercing  stitches  deep  into  the  ear :  ac- 
companied by  swelling  and  painfulness  of  the  right  parotid 
gland. 

7  Nose.     Frequent  sneezing. 

Nosebleed  in  the  morning  after  rising ;  less  frequently  during 
the  day ;  but  sometimes  during  sleep,  about  3  A.M. 

Fluent  coryza,  watery  or  greenish. 

Catarrh  extending  to  the  frontal  sinuses  or  into  chest. 

Swelling  of  tip  of  nose,  with  twitching  pain  in  it,  and  on  touch 
feeling  as  if  it  would  ulcerate. 

8  Face.     Hot,  red,  soft  puffiness  of  the  face. 

Face  bluish,  red,  with  difficult  inspiration. 

Pinching  pressure  in  the  articular  cavity  of  the  right  jaw,  more 

violent  on  motion. 
Twitching,  tearing  in  the  right  malar  bone  up  to  right  temple, 

externally,  sore  upon  touch. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Upper  lip  and  nose  swollen,  red,  and  hot. 

Crack  in  the  lower  lip. 
Lips  parched  and  cracked. 

Constant  motion  of  mouth,  as  if  chewing ;  in  brain  affections 
of  children.  • 

10  Teeth.     Teeth  seem  too  long. 

Toothache  relieved  by  cold  water,  aggravated  by  taking  any- 
thing warm  in  the  mouth. 

Tearing,  stitching  toothache  while  eating,  extending  to  the 
muscles  of  the  neck,  aggravated  by  warmth. 

Jerking  toothache  when  smoking. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste :  flat,  insipid ;  —  sweetish ;  - —  bitter ;  — 

offensive  bitter ;  —  has  no  taste  for  food ;  when  not  eating 

mouth  is  bitter. 
Tongue  coated  white. 
Dryness  of  tongue ;  tip  moist. 
Several  small  blisters  on  tip  of  tongue. 
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12  Mouth.     Collection  of  much  soapy,  frothy  saliva. 

Mouth  and  lips  very  dry ;  only  momentarily  relieved  by  drinking. 
Dryness  in  the  mouth,  without  thirst,  or  with  thirst  for  large 

quantities  of  water. 
Offensive  smell  from  mouth,  with  hawking  of  offensive  tough 

mucus,  sometimes  in  round  cheesy  lumps,  the  size  of  a  pea. 

13  Throat.     Dryness  of  the  throat ;  dry  and  raw,  on  empty  swal- 

lowing. 
Pressive  pain  in  right  tonsil. 
Slight  pain  in  left  tonsil. 
Back  of  the  throat  seems  swollen. 
Stitch  in  the  throat  when  swallowing. 
Tough  mucus  in  the  fauces,  loosened  by  hawking. 

14  Desires.    Aversions.    Too  great  appetite. 

Desires  things,  immediately,  which  when  offered  are  refused. 
No  appetite  for  milk ;  but  if  he  takes  it  the  appetite  therefor 

returns  and  he  begins  to  relish  it. 
Loss  of  appetite. 

Great  thirst,  desire  for  large  quantities  of  cold  water. 
Great  thirst,  with  longing  for  wine. 
Desire  for  coffee. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.    After  eating :  3, 16, 17,  20,  27. 

Eats  little  and  often. 
Drinking :  12,  26,  27.     Wine :  16. 

Frequent  drinking  of  cold  water  relieved  the  bitter  taste  and 
inclination  to  vomit. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Hiccough  after  eating,  and  on  every 

shock  caused  by  it  pressure  in  forehead,  as  if  the  brain  shook 

from  behind  forwards. 
Eructations  after  eating :  sourish,  bitter. 
Heart-burn  from  wine,  evenings. 
Nausea,  increased  or  brought  on  by  the  slightest  motion ;  must 

lie  quiet. 
Nausea  and  vomiting  in  morning  when  waking. 
Vomiting :  of  solid  food,  not  of  drink  ;  —  of  food,  immediately 

after  eating ;    —  of  bitter,  musty  or  putrid  liquid,  which 

leaves  a  similar  taste  in  the  mouth. 

17  Stomach.     Stomach  full,  and  sensitive  to  pressure. 

Distention  of  the  stomach,  and  eructations  of  wind. 

Feeling  of  .emptiness  of  the  stomach,  with  distention  of  the 
whole  abdomen. 

Pressure  in  the  stomach,  after  eating,  like  from  a  stone,  makes 
him  fretful. 

Epigastric  region  painful  to  touch ;  so  sensitive  cannot  endure 
the  clothes. 

Cutting  as  with  knives  in  the  epigastric  region. 

Soreness  in  the  pit  of  stomach  when  coughing. 

Stitching  pain  in  region  of  stomach,  worse  from  motion,  espe- 
cially from  a  misstep. 
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18  Hypochondria.     Tensive  pain  below  the  false  ribs  in  right 

hypochondrium,  especially  sensitive  on  deep  inspiration. 

Transient  stitches  in  right  hypochondrium,  with  painful  sensi- 
tiveness of  this  region  to  hard  pressure  or  deep  inspiration. 

Burning  and  stitching  pain  in  hepatic  region. 

19  Abdomen.     Griping  pains  about  the  navel. 

Rumbling  and  gurgling  in  the  bowels. 

Sudden  painful  cuttings  in  the  intestines,  with  a  feeling  as 
though  one  were  digging  him  with  the  fingers,  compelling 
him  to  bend  double,  relieved  by  profuse  pasty  evacuations. 

Great  sensitiveness  of  abdomen. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Diarrhoea :  bilious,   acrid  stools,  with  soreness  of 

anus ;  —  like  dirty  water,  with  whitish  granulated  sediment 
of  undigested  food ;  —  urging  followed  by  copious  pasty 
evacuations,  with  relief  of  all  symptoms  excepting  confusion 
of  head ;  —  mostly  at  night  or  after  eating ;  —  after  eating 
fruit  or  sour-krout ;  —  morning,  after  getting  up,  preceded 
by  cutting  pains  in  bowels ;  —  burning,  worse  in  warm 
weather.

21  Urine.     Urine  :    copious  and  pale ;    —  scanty  and  dark ;    — 

brown,  like  beer ;  —  red ;  —  deposits  white  sediment. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Increased  sexual  desire. 

Stitches  in  the  right  testicle  and  spermatic  cord. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Stitching  pain  in  the  ovaries,  on 

deep  inspiration. 
Severe  pain  in  region  of  the  right  ovary,  like  from  a  sore  spot, 

causing  an  irritation  and  dragging,  the  pain  extended  down 

to  the  thighs,  while  at  rest ;  pain  aggravated  by  touch. 
Hemorrhage  of  dark  red  blood,  with  pain  in  small  of  back. 
Menses :  too  early,  too  profuse ;  blood  dark ;  —  suppressed, 

with  frequent  bleeding  of  the  nose. 
Membranous  dysmenorrhcea. 

Hard  black  pustule  on  a  swollen  portion  of  the  left  labi#m- 
Dropsy  of  uterus,  the  swelling  increases  during  the  day  and 

diminishes  at  night. 

24  Pregnancy.     After-pains  excited  by  least  motion,  even  taking 

a  deep  inspiration. 
Lochia  too  profuse,  with  burning  pain  in  region  of  womb. 
Suppression  of  the  lochia,  with  sensation  as  if  the  head  would 

burst. 
Drawing  or  lancinating  pains  from  hip  to  foot,  worse  from 

touch  or  motion. 
Breasts  feel  heavy,  pale,  but  hard  and  painful. 
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Scanty  secretion  of  milk. 
Tensive  burning  and  tearing  pain  in  mammae. 
(Infant)  sore  mouth ;  child  does  not  like  to  take  hold  of  the 
breast,  but  after  the  mouth  becomes  moistened  it  nurses  well. 

25  Larynx.     Voice  rough  and  hoarse. 

Tickling  in  larynx. 

Tough  mucus  in  trachea,  loosened  only  after  frequent  hawking. 

26  Breathing.     Respiration  :  impeded ;  —  quick  and  deep,  without 

motion  of  the  ribs,  better  in  cold  air  and  from  drinking  cold 
water. 

27  Cough.     Hacking  dry  cough  from  the  upper  part  of  the  trachea. 

Dry  cough :  with  sticking  pain  under  the  sternum ;  —  as  if 

coming  from  the  stomach ;  —  with  a  crawling  and  tickling 

in  pit  of  stomach. 
Cough,  with  constant  crawling,  upward,  in  the  throat,  followed 

by  expectoration  of  mucus. 
Cough  worse  after  eating  or  drinking,  with  vomiting  of  ingesta ; 

worse  coming  into  a  warm  room. 

28  Lungs.     Constriction  of  chest ;  felt  the  need  of  breathing  deeply ; 

when  attempting  to  breathe  deeply,  pain  in  chest. 

Stitch  in  upper  part  of  chest,  through  the  shoulders,  on  in- 
spiring. 

Chest  very  sensitive,  with  stitches  in  left  side  of  it,  on  inspira- 
tion. 

Sensation  of  heaviness  beneath  the  sternum,  extending  towards 
the  right  shoulder,  impeding  respiration ;  deep  inspiration 
was  difficult ;  oppression  of  right  side  of  chest,  with  very  fine, 
extremely  severe  stitches  in  the  right  axillary  gland. 

Stitches  in  the  sternum  on  coughing ;  was  obliged  to  hold  the 
chest  with  the  hand. 

Sharp  pain  in  the  left  infra-mammary  region  ;  worse  during  in- 
spiration.

Short  but  violent  stitches  in  right  side  of  chest,  so  that  must 
hold  the  breath  and  could  not  cry  out. 

Tearing  stitches  in  left  side  of  chest  extend  from  behind  for- 
ward, are  better  during  rest,  worse  during  motion  and  on 
deep  inspiration.

Stitching  pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart. 

Cramp  in  region  of  heart,  aggravated  by  walking,  raising  one's 

self,  or  using  the  slightest  exertion,  even  raising  the  arm. 
Heart  beats  violently  and  rapidly. 
Pulse :  full,  hard,  rapid  and  tense ;  —  at  times  intermittent, 

with  strong  orgasm  of  blood.

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30  Outer  Chest.     Painful  spot,  as  from  a  bruise,  on  the  second  rib 

of  the  right  side,  extending  to  the  sternum. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Pain  in  nape  of  neck,  as  after  taking  cold. 

Painful  stiffness  of  the  muscles  of  right  side  of  neck,  on  moving 
the  head. 

Dull  stitches  between  the  scapulae,  extending  from  behind  for- 
ward, in  the  afternoon  while  lying. 

Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  :  which  makes  walking  or  turning 
difficult ;  —  as  if  bruised,  when  lying  on  it. 

32  Limbs,    Upper.     Painful   tension   and   pressure   in   the   right 

shoulder,  when  at  rest. 
Painful  pressure  on  the  top  of  right  shoulder,  worse  upon  touch  ; 

on  deep  breathing  it  becomes  a  dull  stitching,  which  extends 

downwards  and  outwards  to  shoulder-joint. 
Drawing  and  tearing  pains  in  the  right  upper  arm. 
Swelling  of  right  elbow-joint,  with  stitches. 
Tearing  pains  on  inner  surface  of  forearm,  in  a  line  from  the 

elbow  to  the  wrist. 
Pain  in  wrists,  as  if  wrenched  or  sprained,  on  every  motion. 
Fine  stitches  in  wrists,  if  the  hands  became  warm,  and  during 

rest ;  they  do  not  disappear  on  motion. 
Rather  hot  pale  swelling  in  last  joint  of  little  finger,  with  stick- 
ing in  it  on  moving  the  finger,  or  on  pressing  it. 
On  writing  or  taking  hold  of  anything,  a  sensation  as  if  the 

finger-joints  were  swollen  and  puffed;  they  are  painful  en 

much  exertion  and  on  touch. 
Stitching  pain  in  the  fingers  when  writing.

Stabbing  pain  in  the  hips. 

Great  weariness  in  the  thighs,  worse  going  up  steps. 

Great  painfulness  of  right  thigh ;  the  pain  comes  from  the  head 

of  femur,  extends  along  the  anterior  surface  of  thigh  to  knee. 
Knees  totter  and  knock  together  when  walking. 
Pain  in  right  knee,  so  that  in  evening  he  could  scarcely  walk, 

and  was  obliged  to  keep  the  leg  very  quiet ;  inner  side  of 

knee  very  painful  to  touch. 
Pinching  tearing  in  right  calf.

Depression  and  melancholy ;  tearfulness. 

Apprehensive  mood;  as  if  some  misfortune  were  about  to 
happen.

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Pimples  on  the  forehead. 

Thick  scabs,  bleeding  when  picked,  itching  slightly. 
Thick  scabs  with  yellow  pus ;  spreading  to  the  face. 
Icy  coldness  on  the  head. 
Burning  on  top  of  head. 

Scratches  the  head  impatiently  on  awaking  or  being  aroused 
from  sleep. 

5  Eyes.     Farsightedness. 

Sensitiveness  to  light ;  photophobia. 

Like  a  shadow  before  the  eyes,  obscuring  one  side  of  the  object; 
pupils  much  dilated. 

Painful  sensation,  like  from  a  foreign  body  in  the  eye. 

Ophthalmia  :  from  taking  cold ;  —  entrance  of  foreign  body  ; 
—  in  the  new-born ;  —  scrofulous. 

Opacity  of  cornea,  maculae,  ulcers  and  fungus  hsematodes. 

Stitches  in  the  inner  canthus. 

Stinging  pains ;  worse  from  candle-light. 

Itching  in  the  eyes  and  canthi. 

Swelling  and  redness  of  the  eyelids,  with  nightly  agglutina- 
tion ;  during  the  day  full  of  gum,  with  heat,  smarting  pain 
and  lachrymation. 

Quivering  in  the  upper  eyelid. 

Suppurating  fistula  lachrymalis. 

6  Ears.     Hardness  of  hearing,  also  after  suppression  of  intermit- 

tent by  quinine. 
Singing  and  roaring  or  crackling  in  the  ears. 
Cracking  in  the  ears  when  chewing. 
Pulsating  in  the  ears. 

Inflammation  and  swelling  of  outer  and  inner  ear. 
Purulent,  offensive  discharge  from  the  ears. 
Polypus  of  the  ear. 

Swelling  in  front  of  left  ear,  painful  to  touch. 
Painful  inflammatory  swelling  of  the  parotids. 

7  Nose.     Impaired  smell. 

Very  offensive  smell  in  the  nose,  as  from  dung,  or  rotten  eggs. 

Severe  fluent  coryza,  with  headache. 

Frequent  sneezing  without  coryza,  or  with  dry  coryza. 

Dryness  of  the  nose,  or  stopped  by  fetid  yellow  pus. 

Sore,  ulcerated  nostrils. 

Bleeding  of  the  nose  in  the  morning. 

Nasal  polypi. 

Swelling  of  the  nose ;  also  at  the  root. 

8  Face.     Face :  pale,  bloated,  blue  rings  around  the  eyes ;  —  yel- 

low ;  —  pale,  thin ;  —  old,  wrinkled,  with  retarded  dentition. 
Rending  in  facial  bones. 

Itching  and  eruption  in  face,  and  in  the  whiskers. 
Moist,  scurfy  eruption  on  cheeks  and  forehead,  with  burning 

pain. 
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9  Lower  Jaw.     Eruption  on  the  lips  and  mouth. 
Swelling  of  the  upper  lip  in  the  morning. 
Cracked  lips  ;  angles  ulcerated. 
Painful  swelling  of  the  sub-maxillary  glands. 

10  Teeth.     Toothache :  after  drinking  cold  liquids,  or  excited  by- 

draught,  or  cold ;  —  drawing,  shooting  or  boring ;  —  during 
and  after  menstruation ;  —  during  pregnancy  ;  —  worse 
from  warm  or  cold  drinks. 

Offensive  smell  from  the  teeth.

In  most  other  cases,  the  smelling  of  Camphor,  is  not  antidotal, 
but  palliative,  by  producing  the  symptom  "  Pain  better  while 
thinking  of  it." 

Camphor,  aggravates  the  effects  of  Nitrum,  and  seems  to  be  in- 
jurious if  given  after  it. 

Tea,  coffee  and  lemonade  do  not  interfere.

Offensive  otorrhoea. 
Deficient  or  badly  smelling  cerumen. 
Left  ear  hot  and  red  every  evening. 
Pain  from  right  ear  down  the  neck  on  turning  the  head ;  after 

itch-like  eruptions. 
Parotitis,  swelling  grows  hard. 

7  Nose.     Nose  pointed ;  hippocratic  face. 

Frequent  and  easy  epistaxis ;  worse  at  night  or  in  forenoon, 
followed  by  pain  over  the  chest.

blood  pale  or  thick,  corrosive,  acrid  smelling. 
Menorrhagia,  burning  across  sacrum,  passive  flow. 
Leucorrhoea  :  thin,  in  morning  on  arising,  not  through  day  ;  -*- 

milky,  excoriating  ;  —  thick,  yellow. 
Vaginal  fistula,  burning  pains. 
Erectile  tumors,  blue,  hard,  pricking. 

Varices  of  vulva,  itching  of  vulva  and  anus ;  cause  dysuria.

Tonsils  inflamed  and  swollen ;  here  and  there  spots  covered 
with  pus,  swallowing  difficult. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Great  thirst,  but  no  appetite. 

Aversion  to  food ;    loathing  the  sight  and  still  more  the  smell 

of  it. 
16  Nausea   and   Vomiting.     Nausea,    eructations    and   copious 

vomiting  of  mucus  and  bile. 
Frequent,  copious  eructations  of  tasteless  gas. 
Nausea,  with  great  restlessness,  and  on  assuming  the  upright 

posture,  a  qualmishness  in  stomach  and  inclination  to  vomit. 
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Violent  retching,  followed  by  copious  and  forcible  vomiting  of 
food  and  then  of  bile. 

17  Stomach.     Epigastrium  extremely  sensitive  to  touch  or  pressure. 

Stomach  icy  cold,  with  colic. 

Colic :  aggravated  by  eating ;  —  after  flatulent  food ;  —  with 
great  distention  of  belly  ;  —  better  when  bending  double. 

18  Hypochondria.     Pain  in  right  hypochondrium,  like  from  in- 

carcerated flatus. 
Anxious  feeling  in  the  prsecordia. 

19  Abdomen.     Flatulent  distention  of  the  abdomen,  with  less  fre- 

quent and  less  copious  stools. 
Pressing,  tearing,  cutting  or  stitching  pains  in  the  abdomen. 
Tympanitis. 
Colic  :  aggravated  by  eating  ;  —  after  flatulent  food ;    —  with 

great  distention  of  belly :    —  until  diarrhoea  sets  in ;    — 

better  from  bending  double. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Very  offensive  flatus  in  the  evening. 

Stools  :  frequent,  abundant,  watery,  with  flocculi ;  —  yellowish 
and  bloody ;  —  scanty,  with  tenesmus,  salivation  and  copi-

Urethra  hurts  while  the  urine  passes,  as  if  raw.

cord. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.    Menses  too  early. 

Sudden  suppression  of  menses,  followed  by  dropsy  of  the  uterus. 

24  Pregnancy.     Feverish  restlessness,  in  the  last  months  of  preg- 

nancy. 
Nipples  dark,  brownish-red,  protruding,  unbearable  pain  on  the 
slightest  touch  by  the  child;   breasts  full,  skin  hot,  pulse 
strong  (lying  in,  fourth  day). 

25  Larynx.     Voice  hoarse,  or  deeper  than  usual. 

26  Breathing.     Accelerated  and  audible ;    —  slow  ;   —  irregular ; 

—  asthmatic. 
Oppression  of  the  chest. 
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27  Cough.     Slight  cough,  with  coryza. 

Frequent,  short,  dry  cough,  from  tickling  in  the  larynx. 
Night  cough,  with  involuntary  spirting  out  of  urine. 

28  Lungs.     Dull  stitches  in  posterior  part  of  the  thorax,  during 

expiration. 
Violent  cutting  pain  in  the  chest,  interrupting  breathing. 
Stinging  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  with  oppression. 
Spitting  blood,  after  injuries. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Violent  palpitation,  with  anxiety. 

Heart  disease,  following  acute  rheumatism. 
Hydropericardium. 

Pulse:  accelerated  and  hard,  or  full  and  slow;  —  slow  and 
feeble ;  —  quick  and  thready. 

30  Outer  Chest.     Stinging  and  tearing  in  the  muscles  of  the  chest.

13  Throat.     Dryness ;    rawness ;    roughness ;    or  scraping   in  the 

throat. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Canine  hunger,  with  longing  for  bread 

and  beer. 
Aversion  to  food,  with  scraping  in  the  throat. 
Diminished  appetite,  without  thirst,  still  great  inclination  to 

drink  ;  succeeded  by  a  putrid  taste  in  the  mouth. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.    After  the  least  food  or  drink,  diarrhoea.

Cramp  in  the  stomach  at  night,  relieved  by  belching.

—  thin,  frothy,  saffron  yellow,  of  musty  odor ;    —  slimy, 

bloody,  like  scrapings  of  the  bowels,  with  tenesmus  during 

stool ;  relief  of  pain  after  stool. 
Constipation,  stools  hard. 
Painfully  swollen  hemorrhoids,  in  the  rectum  and  at  the  anus. 

21  Urine.     Sudden  violent  pressure  upon  the  bladder,  which  was 

full,  passed  off  suddenly  on  the  emission  of  flatus. 

Frequent  tenesmus  vesicae,  with  scanty  emission. 

Urine :  fetid ;  brown ;  viscid ;  —  deposits  copious  sediment, 
which  becomes  jelly-like ;  —  faint  flesh-colored,  with  light 
brown,  flocky,  unequally  translucent  sediment,  and  deposit- 
ing small,  hard,  reddish  crystals,  which  adhere  to  the  vessel, 
and  are  not  easily  removed  by  water. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Sexual  desire  strong  ;  with  erections.

Diphtheria,  local  tingling  of  parts  during  the  fever ;    incipient 

paralysis,  impaired  vision. 
Painful  sensation  of  a  lump  in  oesophagus. 
Burning  in  the  oesophagus  to  the  stomach. 
u  Desires.     Aversions.     Little  appetite  and  thirst,  but  can  take

voluntary emissions  without  erections  ;   spermatorrhoea. 
Emission  of  semen  during  stool. 

Genitals  cold,  relaxed ;  dragging  pains  in  the  testicles. 
Suppressed  gonorrhoea ;   followed  by  rheumatism  or  orchitis. 
Profuse  warm  sweat  on  the  scrotum. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Threatened  abortion  from  sudden 

depressing  emotions.

Cri  encephalique. 

Headaches  worse :  from  shaking  or  jarring  the  head;  stooping  ; 
bending  it  backwards ;  after  lying  down ;  when  ascending 
steps ;  in  damp  weather ;  in  the  sun ;  while  working  under 
gas-light ;  after  overheating,  with  copious  sweat ;  could  not 
bear  touch  of  hat ;  cold  water  (even  causing  spasms) ;  read- 
ing, writing ;  wine ;  better :  from  uncovering ;  in  the  open 
air. 

4  Head,  Outer.     Consequences  of  cutting  the  hair. 

Rigidity  of  occipito  frontalis. 
Head  feels  too  large. 

5  Eyes.     Flashes  of  lightning,  sparks,  before  eyes.

Sees  everything  half  light,  half  dark. 

Letters  appear  smaller. 

Drawing,  pressing,  aching,  bursting  pain ;  soreness,  quivering, 
twitching. 

6  Ears.     Deafness,  ears  as  if  stopped  up,  deafness  followed  by 

blurred  vision. 
Ringing  in  the  ears,  audible  pulse. 
Throbbing  piercing  from  within  outward,  in  right  ear. 
Throbbing  :  above  ears ;  —  from  occiput  to  ears. 
Sensation  of  fulness  in  and  around  ears. 
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Ears  red. 

7  Nose.     Pains  in  root  of  nose,  headache  extends  to  nose. 

Sudden  sneezing ;  fluent  coryza. 

8  Face.     Flushed,  hot,  especially  about  the  eyes  and  forehead, 

with  headache ;  —  livid,  purple ;  —  alternately  flushed  and 
pale;  —  pale  during  heat,  in  sun-stroke,  congestions  to 
brain,  etc. 

Sweat  on  the  face. 

Faceache,  muscles  twitch,  even  unconsciousness,  breathing  ster- 
torous ;  faceache  worse  in  heat  of  bed. 

Masseter  muscles  affected. 

Sudden  neuralgic  pains  from  decayed  tooth,  concentrating  in 
temple ;  head  heavy,  but  cannot  lay  it  on  the  pillow. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Jaws  clenched  in  sun-stroke. 

Lower  lips  feel  swollen. 
Chin  feels  elongated. 

10  Teeth.     Pulsating,  throbbing  pains,  teeth  feel  elongated ;    de- 

cayed. 
Stabbing  in  gums,  worse  from  hot  applications,  better  from 
cold. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste  :  bitter,  with  nausea  ;  —  aromatic,  sweet, 

warm,  leaves  fatty  taste. 
Tongue  :  milk-white  without  coating,  violent  headache,  or,  light 

coating ;  cannot  eat ;  weak  ;  typhoid  ;  —  feels  swollen,  raw  ; 

—  numb,  as  if  burnt ;  prickling,  stinging. 
Difficulty  in  conversing,  from  diminished  power  of  tongue  and 

confusion  of  ideas. 

12  Mouth.     Saliva  increased,  slimy. 

Froth  about  mouth  ;  convulsions. 

Sensation  of  soreness  and  swelling  on  roof  of  mouth,  with  pul- 
sation. 

13  Throat.     Soft  palate :  dry  ;  —  feels  as  if  drawn  up. 

Hard  palate,  sensitive  as  if  swollen  ;  throbbing ;  swollen  sensa- 
tion in  the  fauces. 
Throat  feels  as  if  swelling ;  full  sensation  in  both  sides  of  neck. 
Constriction  at  top  of  larynx  ;  in  throat,  as  if  throttled. 
Tickling,  heat,  soreness  in  throat. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Increased  desire  to  smoke. 

Wants  cold  water ;  also  from  dry,  parched  feeling. 
Loss  of  appetite ;  sun-stroke,  etc. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Wine  aggravates  all  symptoms. 

Alcoholic  stimulants  cause  delirium,  congestions,  stupor,  etc. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Nausea:  with  the  congestions;  — 

retching,  during  sun-stroke ;  —  and  faint  feeling ;  —  caus- 
ing sweat,  which  relieves.

reading. 
Sees  fiery  zigzags  around  the  outside  of  the  field  of  vision,  in 

the  evening,  with  the  eyes  open. 
Elickering  before  the  eyes. 
Sees  as  through  a  mist. 

Everything  turns  black  before  the  eyes  when  stooping. 
Tiredness  of  the  eyes. 

Pressing  pain  in  the  eyes,  morning  and  evening. 
Drawing,  extending  from  the  eyes  up  into  the  head. 
Stitches  from  the  temple  through  the  eye  to  the  inner  canthus, 

on  looking  at  anything  white  or  red,  or  at  the  sun. 
Smarting  in  the  eyes,  with  heat  in  them. 
Burning  and  aching  in  the  eyes. 
Burning  pain  around  the  eyes. 
Ulcer  on  the  cornea :  with  a  few  small  vessels  running  into  it ; 

—  with  moist  fissured  eczematous  eruptions. 
Pustules  on  the  cornea  and  conjunctiva,  with  much  lachryma- 

tion. 
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Pustule  on  the  cornea,  of  reddish  appearance,  with  white  halo 
around  it ;  the  corners  of  the  lids  raw  and  bleed  easily.

Internal  canthus  :  itching ;  —  burning ;  —  stitches ;  sore. 

External  canthus :  sore  and  fissured ;  —  fissured  and  bleed 
easily. 

Heat  in  the  eyes  and  some  pus  in  the  canthi. 

Swelling  of  the  eyelids  and  lachrymal  gland. 

Heaviness  of  the  eyelids ;  cannot  open  his  eyes. 

(Edema  of  the  lids. 

Feeling  of  dryness  in  the  lids. 

Edges  of  the  lids  much  inflamed. 

Agglutination  of  the  lids  ;  at  night ;  —  in  the  morning. 

Lids  red  and  margins  covered  with  scurfs. 

Left  lower  lid  hangs  down. 

Inverted  lids  (margins)  wild  hairs. 

Styes  on  lower  lid,  with  drawing  pain. 

Wens  on  the  lids. 

On  both  eyes  hordeola  and  chalazia      in  all  stages. 

Coldness  over  the  eyes. 

Twitchings  beneath  the  eyes. 
6  Ears.     Music  makes  her  weep. 

Reverberations  in  the  ear,  even  his  own  words  and  every  step. 

Hissing ;  ringing  ;  rushing ;  roaring ;  cracking ;  or  clucking 
sounds  in  the  ears. 

Violent  nocturnal  roaring,  ears  feel  stuffed  at  times  (during  the 
full  moon). 

Thundering  rolling  sound  before  the  ears. 

Cracking  in  the  ear :  when  eating  in  the  evening  ;  —  on  mov- 
ing the  jaw,  but  only  in  the  morning  while  lying  in  bed ;  — 
when  sneezing. 

Snapping  in  the  ear  after  every  eructation,  as  if  air  penetrated 
the  eustachian  tube. 

Sensation  as  if  a  skin  was  before  the  ear. 

Loss  of  hearing,  with  dryness  of  the  ears. 

Acute  pressure  in  the  inner  ear,  like  otalgia. 

Stitches  in  the  ears. 

Distended  capillaries  on  the  membrane  of  right  drum. 

Both  tympana  covered  with  a  white  coating,  but  not  perforated. 

Lining  membrane  of  meatus  red  and  excoriated. 

Thin,  watery,  offensive  discharge  from  both  ears. 

Grluey,  sticky  discharge  at  the  external  meatus. 

Pus  runs  out  of  the  ear. 

Bad  odor  from  the  ear. 
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Copper-colored  nodes  on  the  ears. 

Swelling  of  both  ears,  with  moist  eruption  behind  the  ears. 

Eczema  impetiginoides  began  as  a  moisture  behind  the  left  ear, 

spread  over  the  cheeks  and  neck. 
Behind  the  ears  :  fissures  ;  —  scabs. 

7  Nose.     Sense  of  smell  too  acute ;  cannot  bear  the  smell  of  flowers. 

Smell  from  the  nose  like  from  burned  hair. 

Loss  of  smell :  with  dryness  of  nose ;  —  with  coryza. 

Nosebleed :  in  the  evening,  the  afternoon  preceding  rush  of 

blood  to  the  head  and  heat  of  the  face ;  —  at  night ;  —  in 

the  morning ;  —  with  running  coryza. 
Bloody  mucous  discharge  from  the  nose. 
Frequent  discharge  of  thick,  yellowish,  fetid  mucus  from  the 

nose. 
Purulent  fetid  secretion. 
Dryness  of  the  nose. 
Sneezing :  on  opening  the  eyes  ;  —  either  with  dryness  of  nose 

or  running  coryza. 
Stoppage  of  the  nose,  with  secretion  of  tough,  badly  smelling 

mucus. 
Coryza  on  getting  cold. 
Excoriation  of  the  nose. 

Mucus  often  forms  hard  masses  or  crusts  in  coryza. 
Dry  scabs  in  the  nose,  with  sore,  cracked,  and  ulcerated  nostrils. 
Swelling  of  the  nose. 
Red  nose,  with  black  pores. 

8  Face.     Face :  pale ;  —  pale  and  haggard ;  —  pale  and  bloated ; 

—  chlorotic ;  —  flushed. 

Erysipelas :  of  both  sides  of  the  face,  with  burning  stinging 
pain ;  —  of  the  cheeks,  preceded  by  alternating  chills  and 
heat ;  of  left  cheek,  after  mal-application  of  Iodum  for  sore 
of  inner  nose ;  —  of  face,  from  the  smell  of  wood ;  —  com- 
mencing on  right  side  and  going  to  left. 

Humid  pimples  on  the  face. 

Moist  eczema  on  the  face. 

Bhagades  on  the  cheek,  running  like  radii  toward  the  corners 
of  the  mouth ;  an  infiltrated  spot  on  the  cheek,  is  covered 
with  dry  scales. 

Scabs  on  the  face,  skin  dry,  constipated,  large  stools. 

Freckles. 

Hair  of  the  whiskers  or  beard  falls  out. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Painful  nodules  on  the  lower  jaw. 

Upper  lip :    twitching ;    —  stinging ;    —  swollen ;    painful 

pimples. 
Corners  of  mouth  ulcerated. 
Heaviness  in  the  lower  lip. 
Formication  in  the  lips  during  the  menses. 
Lips  chapped. 
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Swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands,  painful  to  touch. 

10  Teeth.     Pressing  pain  in  the  teeth,  worse  from  touch  or  biting. 

Drawing  pain  in  the  molars  while  walking  in  the  wind. 

Tearing  pain,  worse  by  warmth ;  renewed  by  going  to  bed. 

Stinging  toothache  after  cold  drink. 

Toothache,  worse  at  night. 

Painful  soreness  on  the  inner  side  of  the  gums. 

Swelling  of  the  gums  and  dryness  of  the  mouth. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste:  sour;  — salty;  — bitter;  — like  rotten 

eggs. 
Tongue  sensitive. 
Tongue  coated  white. 
"Whitish,  painful  ulcer  on  lower  surface  of  the  tongue. 

12  Mouth.     Rotten  odor  from  the  mouth  and  gums. 

Acid,  foul  odor. 
Breath  smells  like  urine. 
Saliva  increased,  much  spitting. 
Dryness  of  the  mouth  in  the  morning. 

13  Throat.     Palate :  feels  sore ;  —  and  fauces  somewhat  reddened.

Ulcerative  pain  in  the  throat. 
Roughness  and  rawness  in  the  throat. 
Hawking  of  phlegm.     Throat  seems  full  of  gurgling  mucus.

8  Face.     Heat  of  side  of  face  not  lain  on,  evening  in  bed. 
Induration  of  the  skin  of  the  face. 
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Milk-crust,  burning,  itching,  especially  at  night,  with  discharge 

of  viscid  yellow  pus. 
Impetiginous  exanthem  on  the  forehead. 
Tension  in  the  integuments  of  the  face  and  forehead. 
9  Lower  Jaw.     Pustular  eruption  on  whole  upper  lip  and  chin,  a 

thick,  yellow,  friable,  semi-transparent  incrustation  ;   acne 

rosacea  on  the  chin. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste  bitter,  tongue  coated  with  white  mucus. 

12  Mouth.      Sensation  of  dryness,  yet  with  much  saliva  in  the 

mouth. 

13  Throat.     Much  phlegm  in  the  throat,  causes  hawking,  at  11  a.m. 
15  Eating  and  Drinking.    While  eating,  hot  sweat. 

Immediately  after  eating :  dyspnoea ;  —  anxious  heat. 

18  Hypochondria.     Pressing-stinging  in  the  diaphragm. 

19  Abdomen.     Cutting  pains  in  the  abdomen,  with  urging  to  stool, 

crying  and  lamentations,  followed  by  profuse  discharge  of 
flatus,  with  large  lumps  of  mucus. 

20  Stool.     Stool :  soft,  as  if  minced ;  —  of  mucus,  with  much  flatus. 

21  Urine.     Urging  to  urinate,  with  profuse  discharge  of  urine. 

Urine :  offensive,  smelling  like  cat's  urine ;  —  very  turbid.

Suppression  of  gonorrhoea. 
Venereal  ulcers. 

Swelling  of  the  prepuce,  with  itching. 
Stitches  in  the  penis  or  pressing  in  the  glans  ;  burning  of  the 

glans. 
Itching  stitches  in  the  scrotum. 
Induration  of  the  testicle,  after  gonorrhoea. 

28  Lungs.     Stitches  in  the  chest,  on  the  ribs,  sternum  and  intercos- 

tal muscles. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Oppression  and  stitches  in  the  heart,  on  bend- 

ing forward  when  sitting. 
Anxiety  about  the  heart  while  lying,  with  beating  like  waves. 

31  Neck.  Back.     Tension  between  the  shoulder-blades,  with  cutting 

and  tingling  in  the  skin. 
Swelling  and  induration  of  the  cervical  glands. 

32  Limbs,  Upper.     Stitches  in  the  shoulder-joints,  elbows,  fore- 

arms and  fingers. 

33  Limbs,  Lower.     Stitches  in  the  patella,  tibia  and  feet. 

Pustulous  and  ichorous  exanthema  on  the  feet. 

35  Position,   etc.     Walking :  2.     Raising  head  :  2.     Stooping :  2. 

Side,  not  lain  on  :  8. 

36  Nerves.     Nervous  paroxysms  after  suppressed  crusta  lactea. 

37  Sleep.     Yawning. 

Goes  to  sleep  late  on  account  of  ideas  crowding  his  mind. 
The  child  twitches  with  his  hands  in  his  sleep,  with  clenched 
thumbs,  general  dry  heat  and  red  face. 
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Dreams  ;  pleasant,  or  amorous.

2  Sensorium.     Vertigo,  with  nausea,  inclination  to  vomit,  pain  in 

the  epigastrium. 
Lightness  in  the  head,  across  the  forehead,  on  stooping ;  worse 

mornings.

3  Head,  Inner.     Soon  after  dinner,  a  dull,  heavy  throbbing  above 

the  eyes,  as  if  head  would  burst ;  relieved  by  lying,  or  press- 
ing head  against  anything,  or  in  open  air ;  worse  stooping  or 
moving  about. 

Blindness,  followed  by  violent  headache,  must  lie  down ;  aver- 
sion to  light  and  noise ;  sight  returns  with  the  increasing 
headache.

Semilateral  headache  in  small  spots. 

Darting  or  aching  pains  on  one  side ;  flying  pains. 

Bones  of  head  feel  sore ;   sharp  stitches  in  the  bones. 

5  Eyes.     Sight  dim,  confused  :  before  headache ;    with  vertigo ; 

with  yellow  sight. 

Photophobia  only  by  daylight ;  when  opening  the  lids  they 
twitch. 

On  opening  the  eyes,  lachrymation  and  burning. 

Heat  and  redness  in  the  eyes,  with  desire  to  rub  them. 

Indolent  ulcers  of  the  cornea ;  pale  ring  around  the  cornea. 

Sequelae  of  iritis  :  pains  pricking,  stinging,  wandering ;  mostly 
the  left  eye. 

Conjunctiva  red,  traversed  by  large  vessels ;  or  chemosis,  with 
small  spots  here  and  there,  like  ecchymoses. 

White  of  the  eye  dirty  yellow,  puffy,  and  covered  with  yellow- 
brown  points. 

Brown  spots  on  the  cornea. 

Lids  agglutinated  in  the  morning ;  yellow  matter  in  the  canthi. 

(Edema  of  the  lids ;  great  desire  to  rub  them. 
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Heaviness  of  the  upper  lids  on  waking ;    requires  an  effort  to 

open  them. 
Lids  red,  itching,  tender ;  tarsi  seem  rough,  causing  a  sensation 

as  from  sand  in  the  eyes ;  granular  lids. 

6  Ears.     Stitches  in  the  left  ear  and  left  parotid  gland,  with  head- 

ache. 
Violent  stitches  in  the  left  ear,  extending  into  roof  of  mouth, 

side  of  head  and  neck  ;  glands  swollen,  neck  painful  to  touch. 
Thick,  yellow,  fetid  discharge  from  both  ears ;  after  scarlatina. 
Pulsating  pains  in  the  ears  at  night ;    also  stinging ;    external 

meatus  swollen  and  inflamed. 
Itching  of  the  (right)  ear  lobe,  waking  him. 

7  Nose.     Loss  of  smell. 

Fetid  smell  from  the  nose. 

Thick,  dark  red  blood  from  the  nose;  irregular,  small,  con- 
tracted pulse. 

Ropy,  tough  discharge,  often  also  from  the  posterior  nares ; 
offensive  or  not. 

Discharge  of  tough,  green  masses ;  or  hard  plugs. 

Coryza  fluent,  excoriating  nose  and  lip ;  nostrils  sensitive, 
ulcerated ;  round  ulcer  or  scabs  on  the  septum. 

Spot  in  the  right  lachrymal  bone  is  swollen  and  throbbing ; 
profuse  secretion  from  the  nostril. 

Coryza,  with  pressure  and  tightness  at  root  of  nose ;  worse 
evenings  and  in  the  open  air :  in  the  morning  obstruction 
and  bleeding  from  right  nostril. 

Sneezing  in  the  morning ;  on  going  into  the  open  air. 

Tickling,  as  from  a  hair,  high  up  in  the  left  nostril. 

8  Face.     Face :  pale,  yellowish  ;  —  red,  in  blotches. 

Bones  of  face  sensitive,  painful,  as  if  bruised. 
Shooting  pain  in  the  left  upper  maxillary  bone,  towards  the 
ear. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Digging  in  the  rami  of  the  lower  jaw. 

Lower  lip  swelled,  chapped. 

Ulcerations,  with  indurated  edges  and  smarting  on  the  mucous 

surface  of  the  lower  lip. 
Mumps  on  the  right  side. 
Parotids  swollen ;  pains  from  ears  into  the  glands. 

11  Tongue,  etc.       Taste  :    coppery ;    —  sweetish ;    —  sour ;    — 

bitter,  in  the  morning. 

Tongue  broad,  or  with  scalloped  edges. 

Sensation  of  a  hair  on  the  back  part  of  the  tongue  and  velum ; 
not  relieved  by  eating  or  drinking. 

Tongue  coated  thick  yellow,  edges  red  and  full  of  small  pain- 
ful ulcers. 

Tongue  dry,  smooth,  red,  cracked. 

Deep  ulcer  on  edge  of  tongue. 

12  Mouth.     Dryness  of  the  mouth  and  lips,  relieved  by  drinking 

cold  water. 
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Saliva  :  increased,  bitter,  viscid,  frothy ;  —  tasting  salt. 
13  Throat.     Soft  palate  slightly  reddened;  uvula  relaxed,  with  sen- 
sation of  a  plug  in  the  throat,  not  relieved  by  swallowing. 

Deep  excavated  sore,  with  a  reddish  areola,  and  containing  a 
yellow,  tenacious  matter,  at  the  root  of  the  uvula ;  fauces 
and  palate  erythematous,  bright,  or  dark  red,  or  coppery. 

Sharp,  shooting  pains  in  the  left  tonsil,  extending  toward  the 
ear ;  relieved  by  swallowing ;  suppuration  of  the  tonsils. 

Ulcers  in  the  fauces ;  also  in  the  pharynx,  discharging  cheesy 
lumps,  of  offensive  smell. 

Posterior  wall  of  pharynx  is  dark  red,  glossy,  puffed,  showing 
ramifications  of  pale  red  vessels ;  on  the  left  of  the  middle  a 
small  crack,  exuding  blood. 

Redness  of  sound  places  in  mucous  membrane  of  mouth  and 
fauces  ;  tough,  stringy,  nasal  discharge ;  putrid  odor ;  ulcers 
in  the  mouth  ;  diphtheria. 

Throat  pains  more  when  putting  the  tongue  out. 

Burning  in  the  pharynx,  extending  to  the  stomach ;    solids 
cause  pain  when  swallowed,  and  leave  a  sensation  as  of  some- 
thing remaining  there. 
u  Desires.     Aversions.      Appetite  lost;    thirst  increased;    foul 
tongue;  languor. 

Longing  for  beer ;  —  for  acid  drinks. 

Dislike  to  meat. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Food  lies  like  a  load ;   sensation  after 

a  full  meal  as  if  digestion  was  suspended. 
Pressure   and   heaviness   in   the   stomach,    immediately   after 

eating. 
Secondary  bad  effects  from  malt  liquors ;   especially  from  lager 

beer. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.    Fetid  eructations. 

Eructations  of  air,  relieving  an  uneasiness  of  stomach,  like 
from  pent  up  wind  at  the  great  curvature. 

Nausea,  feeling  of  heat  over  body,  -with  giddiness,  rush  of 
blood  to  head ;  worse  on  moving  about,  in  the  morning,  at 
sight  of  food,  after  meals,  and  after  stool ;  excited  by  drink- 
ing and  smoking ;  better  by  eating  and  in  open  air. 

Giddiness,  followed  by  vomiting  of  an  acid  white  mucous  fluid, 
with  pressure  and  burning  in  the  stomach ;  also  in  ulcer  of 
stomach. 

Vomit:  sour,  undigested ;  — of  bile,  bitter;  — pinkish,  glairy 
fluid ;  —  of  blood,  with  cold  sweat  on  hands,  face  hot ;  —  of 
yellow,  purulent  mucus. 

17  Stomach.     Swelling  of  the  stomach  (evening),  with  fulness  and 

pressure ;  cannot  bear  tight  clothing. 
Awakens  with  a  start ;  heat  in  pit  of  stomach  and  spitting  of 

blood ;  2  a.m. 
Awoke  with  uneasiness,  soreness  and  tenderness,  especially  in 
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a  small  spot  towards  left  of  ensiform  cartilage ;    headache 

in  a  small  spot. 
Pains,  uneasiness  in  the  stomach,  alternate  with  pains  in  the 

limbs. 
Gastric  symptoms  supersede  the  rheumatic. 
Feeling  of  coldness  in  stomach  and  bowels. 

18  Hypochondria.     Dull  pain  or  stitches  in  the  right  hypochon- 

drium  ;  clay-colored  stools  ;  metallic  taste ;    confusion  in  the 
head. 
Stitches  in  region  of  spleen,  worse  by  motion  or  pressure. 

19  Abdomen.     Tympanitis ;    abdomen  feels  bloated,  followed  by 

eructations. 
Stitches  through  the  abdomen,  extending  to  the  spinal  column. 
Cutting,  as  from  knives,  soon  after  eating ;    colic,  alternating 

with  cutting  at  the  navel,  during  the  night. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Watery,  gushing  diarrhoea  in  the  morning  ;   awakes 

from  urgent  desire ;  followed  by  violent  tenesmus,  which  pre- 
vents her  rising ;  later,  burning  in  the  abdomen,  nausea  and 
violent  straining  to  vomit.

Sensation  as  if  a  plug  in  the  anus. 

Soreness  at  the  anus. 

21  Urine.     Pain  across  the  back,  with  red  urine. 

Shooting  in  renal  region,  small  pulse,  prostration ;   suppressed 

urine. 
Continuous  desire  to  urinate  during  the  day. 
Frequent  discharge  of  watery  urine,  of  strong  smell,  awaking 

him  at  night. 
Scanty  high  colored  urine,  with  copious  whitish  sediment  and 

pain  in  the  back. 
Scanty  urine,  with  a  white  film  and  whitish  deposit ;    mucous 

sediment. 
Painful  drawing  from  perineum  into  urethra. 
During  micturition  heat  in  the  urethra ;   burning  in  glandular 

part  of  urethra,  continuing  long  after. 
After  micturition,  burning  in  back  part  of  urethra,  with  sensa- 
tion as  if  one  drop  had  remained  behind,  with  unsuccessful 

effort  to  void  it ;  stitches  in  the  urethra. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Absence  of  sexual  desire. 

Constrictive  pain  at  the  root  of  the  penis ;  morning  on  awaking. 
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Itching  in  the  hairy  parts,  skin  inflames,  small  pustules  form, 
of  the  size  of  a  pin's  head. 

Chancres  ulcerating  deeply. 

Pricking  and  itching  at  the  glans  penis ;  ulcers. 

Stitches  in  the  prostate  when  walking,  must  stand  still;  pros- 
tatic fluid  escapes  at  stool. 

Gleet,  with  stringy  or  jelly-like,  profuse  discharge. 
23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.      Menses  :    too   soon,    with   vertigo, 
headache,  nausea  and  feverishness ;    obstinate  suppression  of 
urine  or  red  urine. 

Prolapsus  uteri,  seemingly  from  hot  weather. 

Leucorrhoea  yellow,  ropy ;  pain  and  weakness  across  the  small 
of  the  back,  and  dull,  heavy  pains  in  the  hypogastrium. 

Soreness  and  rawness  in  the  vagina. 

Swelling  of  the  genitals. 

25  Larynx.     Hawks  copious,  thick  blue  mucus,  in  the  morning. 

Early,  formative  stage  of  croup ;  worse  2  to  3  a.m.  ;  the  tough 
mucus  strangles  him. 

Membranous  croup ;  diphtheritic  croup ;  invading  larynx, 
trachea  and  even  the  bronchi ;  voice  hoarse,  uncertain,  cough 
hoarse,  metallic ;  deglutition  painful,  tonsils  red,  swollen ; 
covered  with  false  membrane  difficult  to  detach,  with  expec- 
toration of  tough,  stringy,  mucus  ;  coughs  up  casts  of  elastic 
fibrinous  nature ;  loud  mucous  rales ;  wheezing  rattling  in 
sleep  ;  insidious  approach ;  fat,  chubby,  lighten  aired  children.

Slight  dyspnoea,  as  if  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  bronchi  was 

thickened ;  on  rising  in  the  morning. 
Tightness  at  the  bifurcation  of  the  bronchi. 
Sensation  of  choking  on  lying  down. 

27  Cough.     Wheezing,  with  retching  and  expectoration  of  tough 

mucus,  which  can  be  drawn  in  strings  to  the  feet. 

Cough  excited  by  :  tickling  in  the  larynx  ;  or  at  the  bronchial 
bifurcation  ;  by  oppression  at  the  epigastrium  ;  or  accumu- 
lation of  mucus  in  the  larynx. 

Cough,  with  pain,  from  mid-sternum  through  to  back ;  severe 
stitching,  or  weight  and  soreness  in  the  chest. 

Cough,  worse  undressing ;  morning  on  awaking ;  after  eating ; 
deep  inspiration  ;  better  after  getting  warm  in  bed. 

28  Lungs.      Pains  from  back  to  sternum ;   or,  from  mid-sternum 

darting  to  between  the  shoulders. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Cold  sensation  about  the  heart ;  tightness  of 

the  chest ;  dyspnoea. 

Pricking  pain  in  region  of  heart. 

Palpitation,  dyspnoea,  accelerated  pulse,  heat,  awakens  sud- 
denly with  a  start,  2  a.m. 

Pulse  irregular,  small,  contracted,  with  nosebleed ;  —  accele- 
rated. 
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30  Outer  Chest.     Dull  pain  in  the  right  side  over  a  circumscribed 

spot,  worse  on  inspiration. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  on  bending  the 

head. 

Sharp,  shooting  pains,  first  in  left  then  right  renal  region,  ex- 
tending down  the  thighs  ;  worse  on  motion. 

Aching  in  the  back  and  down  the  left  side  into  the  hip. 

Pains  in  the  os  coccygis,  worse  from  walking,  or  touch,  and  on 
rising  after  long  sitting.

25  Larynx.     Stitches  in  the  anterior  part  of  the  larynx. 

26  Breathing.     Frequent  sighing. 

On  taking  a  deep  inspiration,  stitches  in  the  chest,  soreness  in 
the  stomach  and  pain  in  the  spleen. 

27  Cough.       Cough,  with   soreness  in  throat  and   rawness  when 

hawking. 
Short,  hacking  cough,  with  expectoration  of  bright  red  blood, 

which  seemingly  comes  from  the  larynx. 
Expectoration  of  thick,  tough  mucus,  mixed  with  blood ;  with 

fulness  and  pressive  pain  in  larynx  ;  scratching,  rawness  and 

burning  in  throat,  and  a  disposition  to  keep  jaws  tightly 

closed ;    worse  from  pressure,   empty  deglutition  and  cold 

water.

Heat,  burning,  swelling  and  redness  of  left  outer  ear,  proceed- 
ing from  a  pimple  in  the  concha,  with  stiffness  and  pain  in 
left  side  of  neck,  shoulder  and  arm. 

Itching  in  the  ears. 

Humid  tetter  on  the  ears,  with  swelling  of  cervical  glands  and 
livid  gray  complexion. 

7  Nose.     Offensive  smell  before  the  nose,  with  loss  of  appetite ; 

stinking,  in  the  morning,  on  awaking. 
Nosebleed,  with  heaviness  and  throbbing  in  forehead. 
Thin,  bright  red  blood  from  both  nostrils. 
Catarrh,  fluent  or  dry,  with  much  sneezing. 
Chronic  catarrh  with  old  people. 
Epithelial  cancer  on  right  ala  nasi. 
Lupus  on  the  nose,  left  side. 
Frequent  sneezing,  with  dry,  nasal  catarrh. 

8  Face.     Sick,  suffering  expression. 

Old  looking  children. 

Complexion  :  earthy  ;  —  pale,  green,  with  swelling  of  cervical 

glands  ;  —  pale,  bloated ;  coppery  appearance. 
Face  cold,  of  pale,  bluish  tinge,   especially  on  temples  and 

around  the  nose  and  mouth. 
Flushes  of  heat,  with  circumscribed  redness  of  the  cheeks. 
Face  hot,  cheeks  red,  feet  cold. 
Acne  in  the  face. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Peeling  off  and  cracking  of  cuticle  of  upper  lip.

Tumor,  size  of  a  pea,  on  lower  lip,  with  acrid,  watery  ichor, 
making  the  surrounding  parts  sore.

Keen  appetite,  especially  for  meat. 
Aversion  to  meat,  vomits  after  it. 
Loss  of  appetite. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Water,  after  it  is  swallowed,  tastes 

bitter. 
Worse  from  eating  cold  food. 
Better  from  warm  diet. 
Dares  not  remain  fasting. 

Great  desire  for  spirituous  drinks,  with  weakening  leucorrhoea. 
Stomach  aches,  from  acid  food. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Belching   and   hiccough,  especially 

when  sitting  up,  or  being  carried. 
Belching  :  sour ;  —  empty  ;  —  after  dinner,  with  throwing  off 

of  frothy  saliva,  and  with  scraping  roughness  in  throat. 
Nausea,  during  pregnancy. 
Vomiting :  of  undigested  food  two  or  three  hours  after  eating ; 

—  with  dimness  of  vision ;  —  of  everything  eaten. 

17  Stomach.     Tension  over  the  stomach  and   scrobiculum,   tight 

clothing  is  intolerable. 
Painful  hard  spot,  at  or  to  the  left  of  the  stomach. 

18  Hypochondria.     Stitches  in  the  region  of  the  liver. 

Bruised  pain  in  region  of  liver,  with  sensation  of  fulness ;  must 

loosen  the  clothes. 
Constriction  of  hypochondria,  cannot  tolerate  tight  clothing. 
Pressure  in  region  of  the  spleen,  painful  on  pressure.

too  protracted ;  —  succeeded  by  an  acrid  smelling,  bloody 
ichor,  with  itching  and  biting  in  the  parts  ;  more  or  less  pain 
during  the  flow,  but  much  aggravated  after  it ;  —  flow  inter- 
mits, at  times  almost  ceasing,  then  recommencing. 

Metrorrhagia :  dark  and  offensive,  with  fainting ;  pulseless  ;  — 
offensive  smelling  in  large  clots.

Leucorrhoea :  putrid,  acrid,  corrosive ;  —  stains  clothing  yel- 
low, stiffens  like  starch ;  —  mild  or  acrid,  causing  much 
itching  ;  —  milky,  after  coccyodynia ;  —  worse  between  the 
menses  ;  —  with  great  weakness. 

Deep  in  pelvis,  violent  burning  sensation,  with  constant  whin- 
ing and  moaning. 
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Fundus  of  uterus  swollen  and  sensitive  to  pressure. 

Ulcerative  pain  in  cervix  uteri. 

Orifice  of  uterus  wide  open  almost  everted,  its  inner  surface 
like  cauliflower. 

Scirrhus  of  vagina,  painful  to  slight  touch. 

During  coition :  violent  pain,  preceded  by  anxiety  and  trem- 
bling ;  —  burning  in  the  parts,  followed  next  day  by  dis- 
charge of  dark  blood. 

Hard  lump  on  neck  of  uterus,  with  ulcerative  pain  during  coi- 
tion. 

Corrosive  itching  within  the  vulva,  with  soreness  and  burning 
after  scratching. 

Burning  and  swelling  of  the  labia. 

Violent  itching  between  the  labia  and  thighs. 

Soreness  and  smarting  between  labia  and  in  vulva: 

24  Pregnancy.       Nausea    during    pregnancy.       Vomiting    before 

breakfast  of  sweetish  water,  breakfast  and  dinner  retained. 
Vomiting  after  supper. 

Metrorrhagia  threatening  abortion  (third  month — blood  black). 

Tightness  across  the  pit  of  stomach. 

Very  offensive  excoriating  lochia;  repeatedly  almost  ceasing, 
only  to  freshen  up  again. 

Lochia  blackish,  lumpy  and  very  offensive. 

Stitches  in  the  mammae. 

Dwindling  away  of  the  mammae,  with  small,  hard  painful  lumps 
in  them. 

Mammae  hard,  bluish-red  and  covered  with  little  scurfy  pro- 
tuberances, from  which  blood  oozes  whenever  the  scurf  is 
removed. 

25  Larynx.    Scraping  and  roughness  in  the  throat ;  also  with  hoarse- 

ness, ceasing  in  the  morning,  after  sneezing. 
Rough,  hoarse  speech. 
Perichondritis  of  the  larynx,  septic  form,  with  softening  and 

degeneration  affecting  the  mucous  membrane  of  larynx,  and 

particularly  that  of  the  oesophagus. 

26  Breathing.      Shortness  of  breath,  with  sensation  of  heaviness  in 

the  chest  and  frequent  desire  to  take  a  deep  breath ;   chest 

feels  bruised,  as  if  beaten. 
Difficult  breathing,  with  anxiety. 
Oppression  of  the  chest. 

27  Cough.     Whistling,  dry  ;  —  evening,  in  bed  ;  caused  by  crawl- 

ing below  the  larynx,  or,  as  if  in  the  upper  bronchi,  with 
dyspnoea ;  —  dry  spasmodic,  in  the  morning,  causing  retch- 
ing;—  with  escape  of  urine;  —  with  easily  detached  white 
expectoration ;  —  scraping,  with  profuse,  thick,  yellow,  or 
white  mucous  expectoration. 

After  every  coughing  spell,  copious,  purulent  expectoration. 

Periodical  blood-spitting,  with  greenish-yellow,  pus-like  sputa.

Expectoration  of  black,  coagulated  blood. 

Frequent  blood-spitting,  severe  pains  in  chest,  afternoon  fever, 

and  morning  sweat. 
Fatiguing  cough  with  old  people,  copious  sputa  thick,  yellow  or 

white. 

28  LungS.     Stitches  :  in  left  chest,  just  over  the  heart ;  —  across 

the  chest,  during  the  morning  till  noon  ;  —  first  in  left,  then 
in  right  chest ;  —  in  the  right  chest,  interrupting  breathing  ; 
also  under  the  scapula. 

Pains  in  chest,  better  from  pressure. 

Anxious  feeling  of  heaviness  in  chest. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Anxiety  at  the  heart. 

Stitches  :  over  the  heart ;  —  in  the  heart. 
Pulsation  in  all  the  arteries,  when  at  rest. 
Pulse  :  small,  weak  and  quick  ;  —  soft,  quick  and  trembling  ; 
—  small  and  hard ;  —  slow. 

30  Outer    Chest.      Chest    pains   as   if   bruised,   particularly   the 

sternum,  and  especially  on   pressure  or  from    inspiration  ; 
also  extending  to  the  clavicles  and  the  cervical  muscles. 
Pain  as  if  the  sternum  or  the  whole  chest  were  pressed  in. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Glands  of  neck  swollen. 

Pain  in  back  at  night ;  worse  when  lying. 

Pain  as  if  small  of  back  would  break ;  worse  during  rest,  bet- 
ter from  motion. 

Pain  in  small  of  back  and  in  sacral  region,  like  labor-pains, 
urging  to  urinate  and  ineffectual  desire  for  stool. 

Spasmodic  drawing  from  behind  forward,  also  into  the  genitals, 
or  down  into  the  thighs. 

Continuous  burning  in  the  small  of  back. 

32  Limbs,  Upper.     Scapulse  as  if  bruised. 

Stitches  in  arm,  from  the  shoulder-joint  through  to  the  fingers, 
which  feel  as  if  asleep,  without  power  or  feeling. 

Pain  as  if  bruised  when  touched  on  inner  side  of  upper  arm. 

Pain  in  elbow-joint,  as  if  the  tendons  were  too  short. 

Slightly  elevated  red  blotches  on  left  forearm. 

Pain  in  the  ulnar  muscles,  extending  to  little  finger ;  cramp- 
like in  left  arm  ;  drawing  with  lameness  in  right. 

Eingers  become  white  and  insensible,  especially  in  the  morning 
after  rising. 

Pain  in  left  thumb,  as  if  sprained. 

Cracking  of  the  skin  of  the  hands. 

33  Limbs,  Lower,     Pain  in  left  hip-joint,  as  if  it  were  luxated, 

with  sensation  as  if  the  leg  was  too  long  when  standing.

Whites  of  the  eyes  yellow. 

Redness  of  the  eyes. 

Ulcers  on  the  cornea. 

Severe  pains  in  and  above  the  eyes. 

6  Ears.     Sensitive  to  sounds  ;  rushing  and  thundering  in  the  ears. 

Hardness  of  hearing,  with  want  of  wax  ;  dryness  in  the  ears  ; 

numbness  about  the  ear  and  cheek  (left). 
Ear  wax  too  hard,  pale,  and  insufficient. 

7  Nose.    Nosebleed,  dark  ;  with  amenorrhoea ;  typhus,  etc. ;  blow- 

ing of  blood,  mostly  in  the  morning. 

Coryza  preceded  by  headache ;  discharge  watery,  with  red  nos- 
trils, herpes  on  the  lips. 

Relieves  paroxysms  of  sneezing  in  hay  asthma.

Nose  red  externally  ;  nose  filled  with  scabs ;  discharge  of  pus 
and  blood ;  mercurio-syphilis  ;  also  in  drunkards. 

8  Face.     Flushes  of  heat  in  drunkards. 

Expression  of  pain  with  sopor. 

Features  distorted. 

Livid,  gray  complexion,  with  abdominal  complaints  or  ague. 

Face  pale,  with  fainting. 

Yellow  complexion,  with  vermillion  redness  of  the  cheeks. 

Red  face,  as  in  apoplexy ;  also  with  headache,  pains  in  the 

limbs,  stomach,  etc. 
Erysipelas  of  the  face,  with  burning  and  itching,  worse  after 

siesta ;  hammering  headache. 
Neuralgia,  left  side,  orbital ;  rising  of  heat  to  the  face,  before, 

and  weak  feeling  in  the  abdomen  after,  the  attack. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Lower  jaw  hangs  down  ;  coma. 

Lips  dry,  cracked,  bleeding. 
Lower  lip  swollen. 
10  Teeth.      Decayed  teeth  pain  when  biting ;    after  sleep ;    after 
abuse  of  mercury. 
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Decayed  teeth  crumble. 

Gums  bluish,  swollen,  bleeding ;  worse  from  warm  drinks. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Sour  taste,  everything  turns  sour. 

Difficult  speech,  tongue  heavy,  cannot  open  the  mouth  wide. 

Tongue  :  trembles  when  protruded,  or  catches  behind  the  teeth  ; 
—  swollen,  coated  white ;  —  papillae  enlarged ;  —  dry,  red, 
cracked  at  the  tip  ;  —  red  tip  and  brown  centre  ;  —  mapped  ; 
dry,  black  and  stiff. 

Blisters,  mostly  about  the  tip. 

Talking :  26. 

12  Mouth.     Bad  odor  from  the  mouth. 

Saliva  abundant,  tenacious. 
Sore  mouth  in  the  last  stages  of  phthisis. 

Sensation  on  roof  of  mouth  as  if  the  mucous  membrane  were 
peeling  off. 

13  Throat.       Uvula   elongated ;    fauces   purplish   and   swollen   or 

ulcerated. 

Feeling  of  a  lump  in  the  throat ;  suffocative  sensation  ;  on  swal- 
lowing, the  lump  descends,  but  returns  at  once. 

When  swallowing  fluids,  they  escape  through  the  nose ;  worse 
when  swallowing  saliva,  less  from  liquids,  and  even  relieved 
by  solids.

Itching  at  the  anus ;  worse  after  sleep. 

21  Urine.     Stitches  from  kidneys  through  the  ureters. 

Urine:  almost  black  ;  —  frequent,  foamy,  dark. 
Ineffectual  urging  to  urinate ;  burning  when  it  does  pass. 
Feeling  as  of  a  ball  rolling  in  the  bladder  or  abdomen,  when 

turning  over. 
Discharge  of  offensive  mucus  during  micturition ;  catarrh  of 

bladder. 
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22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Sexual  excitement. 

Onanism,  with  epilepsy. 

Buboes  indurated  or  with  fistulous  openings  and  hectic ;  after 

mercury. 
Indurated  foreskin,  after  chancres. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Sexual  desire ;  nymphomania. 

Swelling,  induration,  neuralgia,  suppuration,  etc.,  of  the  left 

ovary. 
The  uterine  region  feels  swollen,  will  bear  no  contact,  not  even 

of  the  clothing ;  bearing  down  pains. 
Uterine  and  ovarian  pains,  relieved  by  a  flow  of  blood. 
Pains  like  a  knife  thrust  into  the  abdomen. 
Uterus  feels  as  if  the  os  was  open. 

Menses  scanty,  feeble,  but  regular ;  blood  lumpy,  black  or  acrid. 
Before  menses  :  desire  for  open  air ;  vertigo,  nosebleed  ;  labor- 
like pains,  worse  in  left  ovarian  region ;  bruised  feeling  in 

the  hips ;  all  better  when  the  flow  begins. 
Leucorrhoea  copious,  smarting,  stiffening  the  linen,  staining  it 

greenish. 
Redness  and  swelling  of  the  external  parts  (with  discharge  of 

mucus). 
Suitable  at  the  menopause :  flashes,  hot  vertex  ;  metrorrhagia ; 

fainting. 

24  Pregnancy.     Lochia  fetid ;  urine  suppressed  ;  face  purple ;  un- 

conscious ;  abdomen  swollen ;  puerperal  fever. 
Milk  thin,  blue ;  she  awakens  always  sad,  despairing. 
Lancinating  pains  in  the  mamma,  pains  down  the  arm ;  breast 

bluish,  with  blackish  streaks. 
Fungus  hgematodes,  frequently  bleeding. 

25  Larynx.     Hoarseness,  rawness  and  dryness ;  larynx  sensitive  to 

touch. 
Impending    croup    (during   diphtheria),    awakens   suffocating, 

grasps  the  throat ;  fears  he  is  dying. 
Larynx  externally  sensitive  to  the  least  touch,  which  causes 

suffocation,  feeling  of  a  lump  in  the  throat. 
Croup,  when  the  patient  is  worse  after  sleep;    or,  seemingly 

sleeps  into  the  croupy  spell. 
Suddenly  something  runs  from  neck  to  larynx,  stopping  the 

breathing,  it  awakens  him  at  night ;  spasmus  glottidis. 

26  Breathing.     Asthma,  worse  from  covering  mouth  or  nose,  or 

touching  the  throat,  or  moving  the  arms  ;  on  awaking ;  after 
eating  or  talking  ;  better  sitting  up  bent  forward. 

Chest  feels  constricted. 

In  the  morning  when  sitting  up  quickly,  the  breathing  becomes 
slow,  difficult,  whistling. 

Chest  stuffed  ;  short  cough,  with  scanty,  difficult  expectoration. 

Asthma  during  scabies,  if  the  itching  ceases. 

27  Cough..     Gragging,  persistent  cough,  from  tickling  in  the  throat, 
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under  the  sternum,  or  in  the  stomach  ;  worse  on  falling  asleep 
or  during  the  day ;  from  change  of  temperature,  after  alco- 
holic drinks. 

Expectoration  scanty,  difficult,  watery,  saltish,  must  be  swal- 
lowed again. 

Cough,  from  ulcers  in  the  throat. 

Cough,  with  slimy,  bloody  sputum. 

28  Lungs.     Oppressive  pain  in  the  chest,  as  if  full  of  wind,  better 

from  eructations. 
Pain  in  the  chest  as  from  soreness. 
Burning  in  the  chest. 
Stitches  in  the  (left)  chest,  with  dyspnoea. 
Pneumonia,  hepatization,  mostly  of  left  lung ;  great  dyspnoea  on 

awaking. 
Dropsy  of  the  chest ;  awakens  with  suffocating  spells  ;  liver 

swollen ;  scanty,  dark  urine  ;  palpitation  ;  after  scarlatina. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Palpitation,  can  bear  no  pressure  on  throat  or 

chest ;  must  sit  up  or  lie  on  the  right  side ;  numbness  of  the 
left  arm,  fainting,  anxiety. 

Pericarditis,  dropsy,  diphtheritic  patches  in  the  throat,  after 
scarlatina. 

Restless,  trembling ;  anxiety  about  the  heart ;  hasty  speech ;

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Contraction  of  the  hamstrings,  after  a  popliteal  abscess. 

Stinging  tearing  in  the  knees,  with  swelling. 

Aching  pain  in  the  shin  bones. 

Flat  ulcers  on  the  legs,  with  thin,   offensive  discharge,  and 

bluish  areolae. 
Caries  of  the  tibia. 
Lacerating,  jerking,  rheumatic  pains  in  the  legs,  as  soon  as  he 

falls  asleep. 
Swelling  of  the  feet,  worse  after  walking  (during  pregnancy). 
Tingling  in  the  toes. 
Rhagades  of  the  toes. 
Gangrenous  ulcers  on  the  legs  and  toes. 

34  All  the  Limbs.     Erysipelas  of  the  legs  or  arms  ;  surface  bluish, 

glossy,  swelling,  impending  gangrene. 
Bluish  swelling  of  the  joints,  after  sprains.

Want  of  breath,  hysterical. 

Impossibility  of  deep  inspiration  ;  extreme  dyspnoea. 

Short  inhalation,  and  long,  deep  exhalation.

Burning  feeling  in  chest,  passing  upward. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Slight,  deep-seated  pain  in  region  of  heart. 

Sensation  of  weakness  and  pressure  in  epigastrium,  rising  to 

the  heart. 
Sawing  sound  about  heart,  with  violent  pains,  diarrhoea  and 

vomiting.

36  Jjferves.     Weakness  ;  feels  too  weak  to  stretch  out  her  hand  to 

do  anything. 

37  Sleep.     Gaping,  followed  by  crawling  in  the  nose  and  sneezing ; 

then  gaping  and  belching  of  wind. 
Wakened  early  by  very  impressive  dreams ;   arm  amputated, 
wounded  by  a  shot,  etc.

7  Nose.     Oversensitiveness  of  smell. 

Nose  stopped  up,  especially  at  the  root;  breathes  with  open 
mouth  and  protruding  tongue ;  diphtheria. 

Snuffles,  child  starts  out  of  sleep  rubbing  its  nose. 

Catarrh  of  nose  and  frontal  sinuses ;  discharge  yellow  and 
thick ;  frontal  headache,  yellow  complexion. 

Violent  coryza,  nose  swollen  ;  discharge  acrid,  excoriating  ;  pos- 
terior nares  dry. 

Scurf  in  the  nose.

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Impotence :  penis  small,  cold  and  re- 

laxed ;    —   also   from   poisoning   with   chlorine ;    —  after 

onanism. 
Erections  feeble ;  during  an  embrace  falls  asleep. 
Excessive  and  exhausting  pollutions. 
Soreness  between  the  scrotum  and  thigh. 
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Itching  of  inner  surface  of  the  prepuce ;  yellowish  humor  be- 
hind the  corona  glandis. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.    Nymphomania. 

Cutting  across  the  hypogastrium,  right  to  left ;  ovaries  diseased, 

right  to  left ;  ovarian  tumors,  ovarian  dropsy. 
Sensation  of  pressure  through  the  vagina  when  stooping. 
Physometra ;  wind  discharged  from  the  vagina. 
Dropsy  of  the  uterus. 
Menses  profuse,  protracted ;  flow  partly  black,  clotted,  partly 

bright  red  or  partly  serum ;  with  labor-like  pains,  followed 

by  swooning. 
Before  the  menses,  sad,  chilly,  abdomen  bloated. 
Menses  suppressed,  also  from  fright,-*delay  of  the  first  menses. 
Leucorrhoea :  in  starts  ;  —  milky ;  —  blood  red,  worse  before 

the  full  moon ;  —  corroding. 
Increased  discharge  of  blood  from  the  genitals  during  every 

passage  of  hard  or  soft  stool. 
Vagina  dry. 

Burning  in  the  vagina  during  and  after  coition. 
Occasional  sharp  pains  running  around  the  labia. 
Varices  of  the  genitals.     Erectile  tumors.     Polypi. 
Dry,  pediculated,  painless  condylomata. 
Inflammation  of  the  external  genitals. 

24  Pregnancy,  etc.     Disposition  to  miscarriage ;  moles. 

During  the  labor-pains  she  must  keep  in  constant  motion ;  with 

weeping. 
Labor-pains  run  upward. 

Nipples  sore,  fissured,  or  covered  with  scurf;  bleed  .easily. 
Hard,  burning  nodosities  in  the  mammae  ;  with  stitching  pains. 

25  Larynx.      Hoarseness ;    feeble,    husky   voice ;    dryness   in   the 

windpipe. 
Hoarseness  remaining  after  croup ;  loose  cough  by  day,  suffo- 
cating spells  at  night. 

26  Breathing.     Short,  in  children,  worse  during  sleep  and  from 

every  exertion. 
Oppression  of  breathing,  worse  walking  in  the  open  air,  with 

weakness. 
Dyspnoea,  worse  when  lying  on  the  back. 
Whizzing  breathing  in  the  day  time,  with  sensation  of  too  much 

mucus  in  the  chest ;  loud  rattling. 

27  Cough.     Dry,  day  and  night,  with  painfulness  of  the  region  of 

the  stomach  ;  —  from  irritation  in  the  trachea,  as  from  fumes 
of  sulphur. 

Sputa  are :  thick  yellow,  purulent ;  grayish-yellow  or  dirty ;

Sensation  as  if  the  circulation  stood  still;  or,  ebullitions  of 

blood. 

30  Outer  Chest.     Brownish-yellow  spots  on  the  chest. 

31  Neck.     Back.     One  side  of  the  neck  stiff  and  swollen. 

Large  clusters  of  red  pimples  around  the  neck,  with  violent 

itching. 
Cervical  glands  swollen. 

Burning  as  from  hot  coals  between  the  scapulae. 
Pain  and  stiffness  in  the  small  of  the  back  (at  night). 
Stitches  in  the  small  of  the  back,  especially  when  rising  from

mucus,  the  same  after  hawking. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Canine  hunger  noon  and  evening. 

Wants  ham  fat ;  coffee,  wine. 
Appetite  poor. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Beer  tastes  bitter  and  causes  vomiting. 

Generally  worse  from  wine. 

After  meals  :  2.     Eating :  17  ;  —  or  drinking  :  27. 

16  Nausea    and  Vomiting.      Nausea    in    throat    and    stomach ; 

vomit  bitter,  sour ;  slimy. 

17  Stomach.    Burning  and  uneasiness  in  stomach  ;  relieved  by  eat-

18  Hypochondria.      Dull  pain  in  region  of  spleen.

Hard  hearing,  as  if  the  ears  were  closed  up. 
Otalgia,  with  sharp,  piercing  stitches  in  the  ears. 

7  Nose.     Loss  of  smell  and  taste,  with  coryza. 

Coryza  fluent ;  violent  sneezing ;  worse  at  night,  when  nose  is 
obstructed;  worse  from  the  least  draught  of  air,  or  any 
change  of  clothing ;  worse  on  alternate  days ;  better  after 
sweat. 

Thick  yellow,  or  green  discharge ;  nose  stopped  at  night. 

Hard  fetid  clots,  from  one  nostril. 

Nostrils  ulcerated,  high  up.

Burning  at  the  tip  of  the  tongue. 
One  side  of  the  tongue  numb  and  stiff. 
Ranula.

12  Mouth.     Mouth,  lips,  and  especially  the  tongue  dry. 

Blood-blisters  on  the  inside  of  the  upper  lip. 

Sore  places  in  the  mouth  very  sensitive,  even  to  liquids. 

Vesicles  and  ulcers  in  the  mouth  and  on  the  tongue,  smarting 

and  burning  when  touched  by  the  food. 
Saliva  bloody ;  salivation. 

13  Throat.     Feels  very  dry,  yet  he  constantly  hawks  transparent 

mucus. 
Sensation  of  a  splinter  sticking  in  the  throat. 
Feeling  as  of  a  plug  in  the  throat,  with  chronic  sore  throat. 
Uvula  elongated ;  muscles  so  weak  "  food  goes  down  the  wrong 

way;"  also,  in  post-diphtheritic  paralysis. 
Only  fluids  can  be  swallowed ;  solids  reach  a  certain  point  and 

then  are  violently  ejected. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Excessive  hunger ;  canine  hunger,  es- 

pecially for  supper,  with  weak  body  and  depressed  mind. 
Longs  for  salt  or  bitter  things  ;  wants  oysters,  fish,  milk. 
Loss  of  appetite. 

Aversion  :  to  bread,  of  which  she  was  once  fond  ;  —  to  coffee. 
Unquenchable  thirst,  worse  evenings. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Better  on  an  empty  stomach ;  worse 

after  breakfast ;  feverish. 
While  eating,  sweat  on  the  face. 
After  eating :  empty  eructations,  nausea,  acidity  in  the  mouth, 

sleepiness,  heart-burn,  palpitation ;  epigastric  pressure  and 

heat  radiating  upward  to  the  chest.

Red  spots  on  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
18  Hypochondria.     Dull,  heavy  aching  and  distension  about  the 
liver  after  eating,  lessening  as  digestion  advances. 
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Stitches  in  the  liver ;   tension ;   liver  inflamed,  swollen ;  skin 

yellow,  earthy. 
Stitches  and  pressure  in  the  region  of  the  spleen ;  spleen  swollen. 

19  Abdomen.      Abdomen  swollen ;  rumbling  and  incarceration  of 

flatus. 
Colic,  with  nausea,  relieved  by  emission  of  flatus. 
Burning  in  the  intestines. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Wants  to  pass  wind,  but  knows  not  whether  flatus 

or  feces  escape. 

Diarrhoea :  chronic,  watery ;  with  fever,  dry  mouth,  thirst ; 
also,  if  worse  as  soon  as  he  moves  about ;  much  fetid  flatus ; 
tendency  to  hang-nails  ;  —  green,  bloody,  watery  or  brown- 
ish, mostly  during  the  day ;  —  with  infarcted  scybala. 

Involuntary  stools. 

Alternate  constipation  and  papescent  stool. 

Constipation  from  inactivity  of  the  rectum. 

Stool  hard,  difficult  or  crumbling  ;  anus  contracted  ;  anus  torn, 
bleeding,  smarting,  burning  afterward;  stitches  in  the  rectum. 

Passes  blood  with  stool. 

Hemorrhoids,  with  stinging  pains ;  moisture  oozes  from  the 
anus  ;  herpetic  eruption  about  the  anus. 

21  Urine.      Tension  and  heat  in  the  renal  region. 

Frequent  or  sudden  desire  to  urinate,  cannot  retain  the  urine ; 

copious  flow. 
Polyuria,  thirst  for  large  quantities  of  water. 
Urine  passed  involuntarily  when  walking,  coughing  or  laughing. 
Has  to  wait  long  for  urine  to  pass,  especially  if  others  are  near 

him. 
Urinal  sediment  like  brick-dust. 
Urine  dark,  like  coffee. 
During  urination,  stitches  in  the  bladder,  smarting,  burning  in 

the  urethra ;  smarting  and  soreness  in  the  vulva. 
After  urination,  burning  and  cutting  in  the  urethra. 
Hematuria. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Excessive  irritability  of  the  sexual  in- 

stinct, but  with  physical  weakness. 
Shortly  after  coitus,  pollution. 
After  sexual  excesses,  paralysis. 
Erections  in  the  morning,  without  sexual  excitement. 
Gleet-like  discharge  of  clear  mucus. 
Scrotum  relaxed,  flabby ;  buttocks  emaciated  in  infants. 
Itching,  soreness  and  moisture  between  scrotum  and  thighs; 

pus-like  smegma  on  the  glans. 
Itching  and  crawling  sensation  at  the  corona  glandis. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Averse  to  coitus,  which  is  painful 

from  dryness  of  the  vagina. 
Sterility,  with  too  early  and  too  profuse  menstruation. 
Uterine  cramps,  with  burning  and  cutting  in  the  groins. 
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Every  morning  pressing  and  pushing  toward  the  genitals,  must 
sit  down  to  prevent  prolapsus. 

Prolapsus  uteri,  with  aching  in  the  lumbar  region,  better  lying 
on  the  back ;  also,  with  cutting  in  the  urethra  after  mictu- 
rition. 

Menses  too  late  and  scanty,  or  too  early  and  profuse. 

Before  menses :  anxious,  sad,  qualmish ;  sweetish  eructations 
in  the  morning ;  headache  ;  eyes  heavy  ;  palpitation. 

During  menses  :  headache ;  sadness  ;  colic. 

After  menses :  headache. 

Dysmenorrhoea,  with  convulsions  (salt  sitz-bath). 

First  menses  delayed ;  amenorrhoea. 

Leucorrhoea :  acrid,  greenish ;  —  in  morning,  transparent,  after 
colicky  pains  ;  —  causes  itching ;  —  with  yellow  complexion. 

Itching  of  the  external  parts,  with  falling  off  of  the  hair. 

24  Pregnancy.     Labor  progresses  slowly,  pains  feeble,  seemingly 

from  sad  feelings  and  forebodings. 

25  Larynx.     Voice  weak  ;  exhausted  by  talking. 

Hoarseness,  throat  sore,  dryness  in  the  larynx. 
Accumulation  of  mucus  in  the  larynx  (in  the  morning). 

26  Breathing.     Breathing  anxious,  oppressed ;  —  short  on  walk- 

ing fast;  better  in  the  open  air  and  when  exercising  the 

arms. 
Attacks  of  suffocation. 
Breath  hot. 

27  Cough.      Cough    from    tickling   in    the    throat,    or   pit   of  the 

stomach  ;  sputum  in  the  morning  of  yellow  or  blood-streaked 
mucus,  with  bursting  pain  in  the  forehead,  and  shocks  or 
beating  as  of  hammers ;  involuntary  urination ;  stitches  in 
the  liver. 

Cough  worse  from  rapid  motion ;  deep  inspiration ;  lying  in 
bed  ;  becoming  warm  in  bed ;  empty  swallowing,  drinking  ;

Catarrh,  with  clear,  transparent  mucus. 

Cough,  with  sputum  of  bloody  mucus. 

Dry  cough,  with  rattling  on  the  chest. 

28  Lungs.     Sensation  and  pain  in  the  chest,  as  from  tension. 

Stitches  in  the  chest  and  sides,  short-breathed,  especially  dur- 
ing a  long  inspiration. 
Pain  like  a  cutting  cramp  through  the  left  chest  to  the  scapula. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     The  heart's  pulsations  shake  the  body. 

Palpitation :  anxious,  with  morning  headache ;  —  when  mov- 
ing or  exerting  one's  self ;  — when  lying  on  the  left  side  ; 
—  on  going  to  sleep  and  on  awaking.

scratching  and  stinging  in  the  throat. 
Large,  broad  condylomata  in  the  larynx. 

26  Breathing.     Awakens  often  all  stopped  up  with  mucus,  must

Dysuria,  with  urging  to  stool ;  after  dinner  and  supper,  or  ex- 
ertion of  body  ;  also,  with  uterine  complaints. 
Strangury,  from  beer  or  wine ;  also,  in  hysteria. 
Urine :  has  a  violet  odor ;  —  is  scanty  and  high  colored. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Inclined  to  coitus,  but  genitals  are  re-

Seminal  emissions. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Sterility. 

Spasmodic  labor-like  pains. 

Flatulent  distension  of  the  uterus. 

Uterus  displaced  ;  mouth  and  throat  dry  ;  sleepy,  faint ;  abdo- 
men enormously  distended  after  a  meal ;  pressure  in  back 
outward. 

Sensation  of  a  lump  in  left  lower  abdomen  ;  anteversion. 

Relieves  pains  and  vomiting  caused  by  pessaries. 

Prolapsus  uteri  et  vaginae  ;  sterility  ;  leucorrhoea. 

Menses :  irregular  in  time  and  quantity  ;  flow  generally  dark, 
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thick ;  bearing  down  in  abdomen,  with  drawing  in  the  limbs  ; 
pains  from  small  of  back  downward ;  limbs  feel  weak,  ache ;

Dyspnoea,  with  feeling  of  weight  in  the  chest. 
Chest  as  if  too  narrow,  after  cold  washing. 
Constrictive  feeling  in  muscles  of  chest. 

27  Cough.      Dry,  with  sudden  loss  of  breath  ;  —  barking ;  —  hack- 

ing during  pregnancy ;  —  excited  by  scratching  in  the  throat, 
crawling  in  upper  part  of  windpipe ;  —  caused  by,  getting 
warm  in  bed  ;  standing  in  water,  bathing ;  getting  overheated  ; 
living  in  cold,  dark  places ;  —  loose  after  eating,  dry  after 
drinking. 
Sputa  are  bloody,  dark ;  slimy,  saltish ;  must  swallow  the  loos- 
ened phlegm. 

28  Lungs.     Weight,  pressure  on  chest,  worse  on  falling  asleep  at 

night,  or  waking  from  a  siesta. 
Stitches  in  the  chest,  tightness,  spitting  of  blood. 
Full  feeling  in  upper  part  of  chest,  preventing  a  deep  breath. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Violent  action  of  heart.

Delirium  tremens,  with  oversensitiveness,  nervous  excitability 

and  malicious  vehemence.

Apoplexy,  with  stertorous  breathing ;    dropping  of  the  jaw, 
paralysis ;  attack  preceded  by  vertigo,  buzzing  in  the  ears, 
nausea  and  urging  to  vomit. 

3  Head,  Inner.      Congestion  to  the  head,  with  burning  in  it,  and 

with  heat  and  redness  of  the  bloated  face. 

Burning  in  the  forehead  on  awaking  and  after  eating. 

Stunning  headache  in  the  morning  after  eating  and  in  the  sun- 
shine. 

Bruised  sensation  of  the  brain,  generally  one  (right)  sided ; 
better  when  lying  on  the  painless  side. 

Pressive,  boring  pains  in  the  head,  beginning  in  the  morning, 
less  by  evening;  with  dim  sight,  sour  vomiting  and  palpi- 
tation ;  worse  from  mental  exertion,  light  noise,  coffee,  after 
eating. 

Periodical  headache  in  the  forehead,  sore  as  from  ulceration, 
with  constipation. 

Semilateral  headache  from  excessive  use  of  coffee. 

Pressing  on  the  vertex,  as  from  a  nail;  as  if  the  skull  were 
pressed  asunder. 

Pressing  as  if  something  heavy  were  sinking  down  into  the 
head. 

Tension  in  the  forehead,  as  if  it  was  pressed  in,  at  night  and  in 
the  morning,  worse  on  exposing  the  head  to  the  cold  air. 

Intense  occipital  headache ;  dizziness ;  pains  in  the  eyes ; 
stomach  deranged. 

Sensation  as  from  a  bruise  in  the  back  part  of  the  head. 

The  brain  seems  to  shake  when  walking  or  running  in  the  open 
air  ;  better  when  wrapping  the  head  up,  in  the  warm  room, 
and  when  at  rest. 

Head  symptoms  are  worse  from  mental  exertion,  exercising  in 
the  open  air  and  after  eating ;  better  after  rising  in  the 
morning  (except  the  sick  headache),  in  the  warm  room ;

Burning  and  smarting  as  from  salt ;  canthi  reddened. 

Eyeballs  (lower  part)  yellow. 

Lids  burn  and  itch,  especially  their  margins  ;  worse  mornings. 

Blepharospasms. 

Paresis  of  the  ocular  muscles,  worse  from  stimulants  or  tobacco. 

6  Ears.      Strong  reverberation  of  sounds  in  the  ear. 

Tearing,  stitching  pains  in  the  ears,  extending  to  forehead  and 
temples  ;  worse  mornings,  evening  in  bed,  and  on  entering  a 
warm  room. 

On  swallowing,  pushing  out  pain  in  the  ear. 

7  Nose.     Oversensitive  to  strong  odors,  even  fainting. 

Smell  before  the  nose  like  old  cheese  or  brimstone. 
.     Snuffles,  especially  of  the  new-born. 

Nosebleed  in  the  morning;  from  suppressed  hemorrhoidal  flow. 

Coryza  dry  at  night,  fluent  by  day  ;  worse  in  warm  room,  bet- 
ter in  cold  air;  sneezing  early  in  bed;  scraping  in  nose  and 
throat. 

Acrid  discharge  from  the  obstructed  nose. 

Internal  nose  inflamed. 

8  Face.     Face  :  yellow  ;  —  florid,  with  a  yellow  ground ;  —  pale, 

distressed  ;  —  yellow  around  mouth,  eyes,  or  nose. 

Tearing  in  the  infra-orbital  branch  of  the  trigeminus ;  clear 
water  from  the  eye  and  nostril  of  affected  side;  face  numb  ; 
after  abuse  of  coffee,  liquors  or  quinine. 

Swelling  of  one  cheek,  with  faceache  and  pain  in  the  cheek- 
bone. 

Pimples  on  the  face,  from  dissipation. 

Twitching  of  the  muscles  in  the  evening  on  lying  down. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Painful  peeling  off  of  the  lips,  after  excesses ; 

crusts  on  the  lips. 
Lower  jaw  hangs  down. 
Submaxillary  glands  swollen,  with  stinging  on  swallowing. 

10  Teeth.   Toothache,  with    swollen  face ;   worse  from   reading  or 

thinking ;  tearing  is  worse  from  cold,  or  cold  things  ;  better 
from  warm  drinks ;  worse  from  coffee  or  wine. 

Stinging  in  decayed  teeth ;  burning  stinging  in  a  row  of  teeth.

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     Milk  sours  on  the  stomach. 

Bad  effects  of  coffee  ;  alcoholic  drinks  ;  debauchery. 

After  eating :  sour  taste ;  pressure  in  the  stomach  an  hour  or 
two  after  a  meal  with  hypochondriacal  mood  ;  pyrosis  ;  tight- 
ness about  the  waist,  must  loosen  the  clothing ;  confused, 
cannot  use  the  mind.

Jaundice,  aversion  to  food,  fainting  turns ;  gall-stones. 

19  Abdomen.     Pressure  under  the  short  ribs,  as  from  incarcerated 

flatulence ;  worse  mornings  and  after  meals. 
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Colic  from  indigestion,  with  water-brash ;  worse  after  coffee, 
brandy  or  overeating. 

Flatulent  colic,  with  pressure  upward,  causing  dyspnoea,  and 
downward,  causing  urging  to  stool  and  urination. 

Periodical  colic  before  breakfast,  or  after  meals. 

Colic  from  suppressed  hemorrhoidal  flow. 

Hernia. 

Tension,  fulness,  in  loins,  abdominal  and  renal  region ;  hema- 
turia, abdominal  plethora. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Stools :  small,  slimy,  bloody,  with  urging,  ceasing 

after  stool ;  —  mucous  or  watery,  from  indigestion  or  cold  ; 

—  like  pitch,  with  blood. 
Alternate  constipation  and  diarrhoea. 
Constipation,  with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head  ;  obstructed  portal 

circulation  ;  frequent,  ineffectual,  urging. 
Hemorrhoids  blind  or  flowing ;  abdominal  plethora  ;  congestion 

to  the  head ;  worse  from  high  living  or  sedentary  habits.

Iritis,  with  dull  pulsating  in  the  occiput ;  syphilitic. 
Fistula  lachrymalis  (of  recent  origin). 

6  Ears.     Sounds  as  of  bells  ringing. 

Hardness  of  hearing ;  in  old  people. 

Dryness  and  disagreeable  sensation  of  dryness  in  the  ear. 
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Eustachian  tubes  affected,  causing  whizzing,  roaring,  cracking, 

with  hardness  of  hearing. 
Polypus  ;  wax  increased,  thick  or  thin. 
Discharge  of  blood  and  pus  from  the  ear. 
Humid  soreness  behind  the  ear. 

7  Nose.     Slight  epistaxis,  relieving  the  headache. 

Dry  feeling  in  the  nose,  frequent  sneezing ;  adherent  phlegm, 
blown  out  in  small  lumps ;  thick  phlegm  in  the  posterior 
nares,  worse  mornings. 

Swelling  of  the  nose,  with  pain  at  its  root ;  purulent  discharge. 

Fluent  coryza,  with  hoarseness. 

8  Face.     Yellow  complexion. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Easily  dislocated  jaw,  in  the  morning  in  bed,  with 

much  pain. 
External  swelling  on  left  lower  jaw,  painful  to  touch  and  on 

stooping. 
Swelling  of  submaxillary  glands. 
Scurfs  around  the  mouth. 

10  Teeth.     Sensation  of  coldness  in  the  teeth. 

Toothache  from  contact  with  the  fresh,  open  air,  at  night,  and 
with  swelling  of  the  cheek. 

Numbness  of  the  teeth,  they  pain  when  biting  on  them. 

Swelling  of  the  gums,  with  stinging,  burning  pain  when  touch- 
ing them. 

Fistula  dentalis.

Sensation  of  fulness  or  swelling  of  pit  of  stomach,  with  sore- 
ness when  touched. 

Violent  pain  in  stomach,  extending  up  into  the  chest,  with 
sweat  and  nausea. 

Grastralgia,  with  pressing,  drawing  pains,  better  from  eating. 

Sensation  of  emptiness  and  weakness  in  the  stomach. 

Weakness  of  digestion. 

19  Abdomen.    Awakes  toward  morning,  with  pinching  colic,  better 

from  bending  double. 
Cold  feeling  in  the  abdomen. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Awakened  early  morning  by  urgent  desire  for  stool, 

which  is  gushing,  watery ;  sharp  cutting,  colicky  pains  below 
the  navel ;  rumbling.

Itching  in  the  meatus  urinarius  (female)  during  micturition,  pre- 
ceded by  an  urgent  desire  to  urinate. 

Chronic  blenorrhoea. 

Contraction  of  the  urethra.     Burning  in  the  urethra. 

Chronic  inflammation  of  pars  prostatia  urethne,  with  frequent 
emissions  and  imperfect  erections,  chronic  urethritis  accom- 
panying stricture. 

2  Sexual  Organs,  Male.    Sexual  desire  decreased  in  the  morning. 

Gonorrhoea;  chronic  cases,  with  urethral  itching. 
Itching  and  humid  herpes  :  on  the  scrotum  ;  —  between  scrotum 
and  thigh  ;  —  on  the  perineum. 

3  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Aversion  to  an  embrace. 

Menses  :  too  late  and  scanty  ;  —  early  and  profuse ;  menstrual 
blood  causes  itching. 

Before  the  menses,  throbbing  in  the  head ;  during  menses,  sing- 
ing and  roaring  in  the  ears  ;  lassitude. 

Prolapsus  uteri  in  patients  reduced  by  chronic  diarrhoea,  oc- 
curring during  the  day. 

Leucorrhoea,  like  albumen,  profuse  every  day,  or  with  nightly 
lascivious  dreams. 
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Soreness  and  moisture  on  the  genitals,  with  violent  itching. 

24  Pregnancy.     During  pregnancy,  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  worse 

riding. 
After  confinement  imagines  there  is  another  baby  in  bed  which 

requires  attention. 
Itching  and  mealy  covering  of  the  nipples. 

25  Larynx.     Dryness  and  scraping  sensation  in  larynx. 

Bronchial  catarrhs. 

26  Breathing.     Cold  air  causes  an  oppressed  feeling  on  the  chest. 

Oppression  of  the  chest,  at  night. 

27  Cough.     Dry  at  night,  coming   deep   from    the   chest,  caused 

by  a  scratching  in  the  throat ;  —  with  stitches  under  the 
sternum. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Cold  feeling  about  the  heart. 

Fainting,  with  ebullitions,   heat,  pressing   on  the  heart  and 

palpitation. 
Pulse  accelerated  by  every  motion ;  slow  during  rest. 

30  Outer  Chest.     Herpes  on  the  chest. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Stiff  neck  ;  it  cracks  when  moved. 

Herpes  on  the  neck.     Furuncles. 

Pain  in  the  spine  and  pain  all  over  the  body  with  sciatica. 

Pain  in  the  back,  which  does  not  allow  him  to  move.

While  reflecting,  headache  and  dyspnoea ;  or,  feeling  of  appre- 
hension at  pit  of  stomach,  sets  in. 

Any  lively  impression  is  followed  by  heat,  as  if  immersed  in 
-  hot  water. 

2  Sensorium.     Nervous  vertigo ;   or,  vertigo  from  abuse  of  nar- 

cotics, coffee ;   also,  on  rising  from  bed,  or  a  seat,  with  faint- 
ing; worse  mornings  and  after  meals. 
Apoplexy,  grasps  at  the  head ;  mouth  drawn  to  the  left. 

3  Head,  Inner.     Cold  crampy  pain  on  whole  left  side  of  head. 

Sensation  of  coldness  in  cerebellum,  with  sensation  of  stiffness 
in  the  brain. 

Pulsation  in  left  temple. 

Headache  over  left  eye. 

Headache  every  other  day. 

Weight  and  throbbing  in  the  forehead  on  waking,  better  by 
cold  washing,  worse  on  stooping ;   sometimes  lasts  all  day. 

Impending  paralysis  of  the  brain  and  collapse ;  burning  pain 
in  the  brain. 

Congestion  to  the  head ;  burning,  stinging  pains  and  pulsations 
commencing  in  the  occiput.

4  Head,  Outer.     Scaly,  bald  spots  on  the  head. 

Head  affected :  from  taking  cold ;  —  from  remaining  in  hot 

rooms  ;  —  after  having  the  hair  cut. 
Tension  in  face  and  skin  of  forehead,  frequently  only  one  side ; 

worse  from  change  of  temperature  and  while  eating ;    better 

after  eating ;  with  anxiety. 
Dandruff  copious,  falls  out  in  clouds ;  roots  of  hair  get  gray 

and  hair  comes  out  in  bunches ;    scratching  makes  itching 

worse,  or  burning  and  itching  relieved  at  the  time,  but  worse 

after  scratching. 

5  Eyes.     Letters  look  red  when  reading. 

After  reading  dull  pain  deep  in  the  eyes ;  black  spots  pass 
before  the  eyes,  worse  from  looking  at  bright  objects  and  in 
lamp-light ;  better  in  twilight. 

Contracted  pupils. 

Glaucoma. 

Momentary  blindness,  as  from  fainting. 

Amblyopia  from  loss  of  fluids ;  also  in  Morbus  Brightii. 

Paroxysms  of  nyctalopia ;  or,  of  a  sensation  as  if  things  were 
covered  with  a  gray  veil. 

Green  halo  around  the  candle. 

Aching  in  eyes,  forehead  and  orbits. 

Small  burning  spots  on  the  eyeballs. 

Fungus  oculi. 

6  Ears.     Difficult  hearing,   especially  of  the  human  voice ;    also 

after  typhus. 
Hardness  of  hearing,  with  cold  extremities. 
Sounds  reverberate  in  the  ears ;  especially  music. 
Shooting  through  the  ears,  especially  at  night ;  ear  discharges. 
Congestion  to  ears,  with  throbbing. 
Noises  in  ears,  roaring,  from  rush  of  blood. 
Polypi  in  the  ears. 

7  Hose.      Coryza :  fluent,  dullness  of  head,  sleepiness,  especially 

during  the  day  and  after  meals ;  blowing  blood  from  the 
nose;  —  alternating  fluent  and  dry,  with  frequent  sneezing; 
—  dry,  forming  crusts,  adhering  firmly ;  profuse  discharge, 
flowing  down  into  the  fauces  ;  neck  swollen  ;  eyes  staring, 
consequent  on  the  resulting  stagnation  of  blood ;   scarlatina, 

Profuse  discharge  of  green  (or  yellow)  mucus  from  the  nose ; 
without  coryza. 

Polypis  nasi,  when  they  bleed  easily. 

Severe  hemorrhage  from  nose,  in  diphtheria,  following  detach- 
ment of  the  membrane  from  the  nose. 

Sneezing  causes  pain  in  the  throat. 

Sensation  of  fulness  in  the  nose,  especially  high  up  in  left 
nostril,  with  loose  mucus. 

Chronic  inflammation  of  the  nasal  membrane,  with  suppressed 
or  oversensitive  smell. 
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Nose  swollen,  red,  shining,  and  inner  nose  very  dry. 
Wing-like  motion  of  the  alae  nasi. 
Freckles  on  the  nose. 

8  Face.     Face :  pale ;    —  ashy ;    —  sickly  yellow ;    —  livid ;    — 

bloated,  lips  blue ;  —  hippocratic. 
Circumscribed  red  spots  on  the  cheeks. 
Puffiness  under  the  eyes. 
Eyes  sunken,  with  blue  rings  around. 
Twitching,  tearing,  darting  and  tension  in  the  cheek  bones  and 

jaw,  with  threatening  caries. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Lips  dry,  with  sooty  coating. 

Necrosis  of  the  lower  jaw,  rarely  of  the  upper. 

Parotitis,  when  suppuration  sets  in. 

Tough,  viscous  expectoration,  hangs  on  the  lips  and  tongue,  in 

typhoid  conditions. 
Nose,  lips,  mouth  and  throat  dry ;  no  relief  from  water. 

10  Teeth.     Toothache :  from  washing  clothes  ;   —  from  having  the 

hands  in  cold  or  warm  water. 
Pricking  and  stinging  in  decayed  teeth. 
Gums  stand  off  from  the  teeth,  and  bleed  easily. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste :  bitter ;  —  slimy  ;  —  sour,  after  drinking 

milk. 
Tongue :  dry,  immovable,  covered  with  black  crusts,  cracked, 
parched,  or  glossy ;    —  dry,  coated  white,  with  stinging  in 
the  tip ;  —  coated  yellowish ;   —  coated  only  in  the  middle. 

12  Mouth.     Aphthous  patches  on  roof  of  mouth  and  tongue. 

Soreness  of  mouth,  easily  bleeding. 

Saliva  increased,  tasting  saltish  or  sweetish. 

13  Throat.     Swelling  of  right  tonsil;    mucus  in  throat,  removed 

with  difficulty ;  is  quite  cold  as  it  comes  into  the  mouth ;

Sour  food  causes  bitter  eructations  or  flatulency. 

Canine  hunger :  37. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.    After  eating :  36. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Nausea  as  if  at  the  palate. 

17  Stomach.     Sensation  as  if  the  stomach  were  being  balanced  up 

and  down. 
Pressing  in  the  stomach,  as  from  a  heavy  load. 

18  Hypochondria.    Heaviness,  stitches,  burning  of  one  spot  in  the 

region  of  the  liver  in  passage  of  gall-stones  ;  jaundice  in 
scrofulous  children  or  from  grief. 

19  Abdomen.    Rumbling  in  the  abdomen,  and  noise  as  from  water. 

Meteoristic  distension  of  the  abdomen ;  rumbling  and  gurgling  ; 
painless  stool. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Diarrhoea :  does  not  debilitate ;  —  from  acids  ;  — 

in  young  persons  who  grow  too  rapidly. 
Stools  :  involuntary,  liquid  gray  ;  —  yellow,  mixed  with  mucus ; 

—  undigested  greenish-white,  painless ;  —  escape  with  the 
flatus. 

Hemorrhoids :  bleeding,  with  intolerable  pain  in  sitting ;  — 
with  cramps  of  the  upper  arm,  forearm  and  wrist. 

21  Urine.     Looks  like  milk  mixed  with  jelly-like  bloody  pieces  ;  — 

clear  like  water ;  —  decomposes  rapidly  ;  —  passed  in  large 

quantities  at  night. 
Constant  urging  to  urinate. 
Involuntary  urination. 
Few  drops  of  white  gleety  discharge,  mornings,  and  discharge 

of  prostatic  fluid  in  the  evening. 

22  Sexual  Organs,   Male.      Erections,    without   sexual   desire; 

morning  when  standing. 
During  coition,  sudden  relaxation  of  penis,  preventing  emission. 
Weakness  after  coition ;  also  after  pollutions. 
Emissions  :  frequent  and  debilitating,  causing  hypochondriasis  ; 

—  from  weakness  of  the  parts,  with  onanism  and  very  little 
sexual  excitement ;  —  during  stool. 

Onanism,  when  the  patient  is  distressed  by  the  culpability  of 
his  indulgence. 

Feeling  of  heaviness  in  the  glans,  especially  during  urination ; 
also,  with  tingling  oozing  vesicles  around  the  fraenum ;  in 
balanorrhoea. 

Swelling  of  the  testes,  with  swelling  and  tension  in  the  sper- 
matic cords ;  testes  tender  to  touch  ;  gnawing  pain  or  excori- 
ated feeling  in  the  testes. 
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Inflammatory  swelling  of  the  scrotum. 

Formication  of  the  scrotum 

Hair  of  sexual  parts  falls  off. 

Herpes  preputials,  with  tingling. 

Sycotic  excresences,  chronic,  with  heat,  burning  and  soreness 

when  sitting  or  walking. 
Fig  warts,  complicated  with  chancre. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Ovaritis  and  metritis,  from  debili- 

tating influences ;  amenorrhoea. 
Uterus  bloated,  as  if  filled  with  wind. 
Dysmenorrhoea,  with  pain  in  the  region  of  the  liver. 
Menses  too  early  and  too  long. 

Leucorrhcea  yellow,  mostly  after  menses,  with  itching. 
Uterine  ulcer,  with  copious,  putrid,  bloody  discharge ;  itching 

or  corroding  pain,  or  no  pain. 

24  pregnancy.      Itching,    pricking    like    flea-bites   between   the 

mammae,  obliging  her  to  rise  at  night. 
Sharp  pressure  in  the  left  mamma. 
Scanty  milk,  with  debility  and  great  apathy. 
Deterioration  of  health   from  nursing. 

25  Larynx.     Tenacious  mucus  in  the   mouth  and   fauces,  causes 

hawking. 
Contraction  in  supra-sternal  fossa,  worse  when  bending  neck. 
Hoarseness  and  roughness  in  the  throat,  hindering  speech. 
Burning  in  throat  and  chest. 

26  Breathing.     Dyspnoea,  as  from  weakness  of  the  chest ;  caused 

by  odors  ;  by  talking. 
Oppression  of  the  chest :  with  contraction  ;  —  with  anxiety  ; 

—  when  beginning  to  walk  ;  —  at  night. 

27  Cough.     Spasmodic  tickling  cough ;    as  from   "  down"   in  the 

larynx,  supra-sternal  fossa,  and  whole  chest  as  far  as  the  epi- 
gastrium ;  evening  without,  morning  with  expectoration  of 
dark  blood,  or  of  tenacious  whitish  mucus  of  sourish,  herby 
taste. 

28  Lungs.     Burning  in  the  whole  chest,  with  pressure. 

Weak  feeling  in  the  chest,  from  talking,  coughing,  or  sitting  too

31  Neck.      Back.     Formication  in  the  back. 

Gnawing  on  the  scapulae. 

Heaviness  in  the  lumbar  region,  increases  to  pain  in  the  legs 
(tabes  dorsalis). 
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Burning  pain  in  a  spot  about  the  small  of  the  back. 
Burning  in  lower  half  of  body,  from  small  of  back  to  pit  of 
stomach  downward,  extremities  are  cold  to  the  touch.

9  Lower  Jaw.     Chin  drawn  closely  to  the  sternum,  by  convul- 

sive action  of  muscles  of  face  and  neck ;  tetanus. 
Lips  everted  and  firm  ;  tetanus. 
Upper  lip  excoriated.

Parotid  and  submaxillary  glands  swollen. 

10  Teeth.     Disposition  to  bite  the  teeth  together. 

Difficult  dentition. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Metallic  taste. 

Burnt  feeling  on  back  part  of  tongue. 

Tongue :  fiery  red  at  tip  ;  —  coated  yellow  and  dry ;  —  thickly 

coated  at  back  part.

Spasm  of  glottis,  eyes  distorted,  one  eye  moves  independently 

of  the  other,  thumbs  clenched,  toes  flexed.

31  Neck.     Back.     Convulsive  action  of  muscles  of  face  and  neck  ;

Stiff  neck  ;  tonsils  swollen. 
Rheumatism  in  the  lumbar  muscles. 

Aching  pain  in  lumbar  region,  day  and  night,  with  sore  throat.

Feeling  of  lassitude  in  the  hypochondria. 

19  Abdomen.     Flatulent  colic,  evening  after  supper,  or  at  night ; 

oppressive  flatulence  in  upper  abdomen  and  hypochondria ; 
shifting  of  flatus. 
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Colic :  from  cold,  with  diarrhoea ;  —  from  ices,  fruits,  pastry  ; 

from  getting  feet  wet. 
Pain,  in  lower  chest  and  abdomen,  obliging  her  to  bend  forward. 
Abdomen  and  stomach  distended ;  she  must  unlace. 
Pressure  in  abdomen  and  small  of  back,  as  from  a  stone,  lower 

limbs  go  to  sleep  when  sitting ;  ineffectual  desire  for  stool.

Discharge  of  blood  and  mucus  during  stool ;  face  pallid ;  faint- 
ing ;  dysuria. 

Frequent  stools  of  mucus  only,  after  dysentery. 

Obstinate  constipation,  nauseous,  bad  taste  in  morning,  must 
wash  out  her  mouth. 

Costive,  stools  hard  and  large  after  suppressed  intermittent 
fever  by  quinine. 

Painful  protruding  piles,  with  smarting  and  soreness. 

21  Urine.     Tenesmus  and  stinging  in  neck  of  bladder. 

Continued  pressure  on  the  bladder,  without  desire  to  urinate. 

Ischuria,  with  redness  and  heat  in  region  of  bladder. 

Frequent,  almost  ineffectual,  urging  to  urinate,  with  cutting 
pains. 

Desire  to  urinate,  with  drawing  in  the  abdomen. 

Cannot  retain  the  urine ;  it  is  passed  in  drops,  sitting  or  walk- 
ing ;  involuntary  when  coughing,  passing  wind,  or  during 
sleep,  the  latter  especially  in  little  girls. 

Urine  increased,  watery,  colorless ;  or,  scanty,  red-brown. 

Sediment  reddish,  bloody  or  mucous,  jelly-like,  sticking  to  vessel. 

Hematuria,  with  burning  at  orifice  of  urethra  and  constriction 
in  region  of  navel. 

Burning  in  urethra. 

After  urination,  spasmodic  pain  in  neck  of  bladder,  extending 
into  thighs.     At  end  of  urination,  dropping  of  blood. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Desire  too  strong,  almost  priapism. 

Long  lasting  morning  erections. 
Emissions  after  onanism. 

Sexual  excesses  resulting  in  headache ;  backache  ;  limbs  heavy. 
Burning  of  testicles,  without  swelling. 

Orchitis,  with  swelling  of  scrotum ;  from  cold,  contusion  or 
checked  gonorrhoea. 
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Spermatic  cord  inflamed  by  a  badly  fitting  truss. 
Drawing,  tensive  pains,  from  abdomen  through  cords  into  tes- 
ticles. 
Hydrocele. 

Prostate  enlarged ;  feces  flat,  small  in  size. 
Gonorrhoea,  with  thick  yellow,  or  yellow-green  discharge. 
Itching,  burning  on  inner  and  upper  side  of  prepuce. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Tensive,    cutting   pain   in   uterus, 

which  is  very  sensitive  to  touch  and  during  coitus. 

Pains  in  uterus,  with  amenorrhoea. 

Prolapsus  uteri,  with  pressure  in  abdomen  and  small  of  back, 
as  from  a  stone,  limbs  tend  to  go  to  sleep ;  ineffectual  urging 
to  stool. 

Metrorrhagia,  blood  changeable,  stops  and  flows ;  profuse  at 
times,  at  others  intermittent,  mixed  with  clots  ;  at  climaxis  ; 
in  chlorosis ;  after  abuse  of  quinine  and  iron. 

First  menses  delayed. 

Menstruation  too  late,  scanty  and  of  short  duration  ;  flow  thick, 
black,  clotted ;  or,  thin,  watery ;  or,  changeable  in  appear- 
ance ;  flows  more  during  day  while  walking. 

Menses  suppressed,  or  flow  intermittently :  after  getting  feet 
wet;  — in  chlorosis;  — from  nervous  debility;  — with 
throbbing  headache ;  pressure  in  stomach ;  pain  in  uterus ; 
dysuria;  ophthalmia;  morning  nausea ;  or  bad  taste  in  mouth. 

Crampy  constriction  of  vagina ;  indurations  ;  fistula ;  polypus. 

Leucorrhoea  :  milky,  thick,  with  swollen  vulva  ;  —  acrid,  burn- 
ing, painless,  or  with  cutting  in  abdomen. 

24  Pregnancy.     Threatened  abortion ;  flow  ceases  and  then  returns 

with  double  force,  ceases  again,  and  so  on. 
Promotes  expulsion  of  moles. 
Labor-pains  :  deficient,  irregular  or  sluggish  ;    —  spasmodic  ; 

—  excite  suffocation  and  faint  spells,  must  have  doors  and 

windows  open. 
Retained  placenta,  want  of  action  or  spasmodic  contraction. 
Post-partum  secondary  hemorrhages  from  retained  placenta  or 

coagula. 
After-pains  too  long  or  too  violent ;  worse  toward  evening. 
Lochia  scanty,  becoming  milky ;  feverish,  but  no  thirst. 
Convulsions  following  sluggish  or  irregular  labor-pains ;  uncon- 
scious ;   cold,  clammy,  pale  face ;   stertorous  breathing  and 

full  pulse. 
Milk  leg. 
Mammae  :  lumps  in  breasts  of  girls  before  puberty  ;  or,  escape 

of  thin,  milk-like  fluid. 
Breasts  swollen,  rheumatic  pains  extend  to  muscles  of  chest, 

also,  to  shoulders,  neck,  axillae  and  down  the  arms,  change 

from  place  to  place ;  during  nursing. 
Milk  suddenly  suppressed ;  lochia  becomes  milky,  white. 
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After  weaning:  breasts  swell,  feel  stretched,  tense,  intensely 
sore ;  milk  continues  to  be  secreted. 

25  Larynx.    Hoarseness  and  roughness  of  the  throat;  cannot  speak 

aloud. 

Aphonia  nervosa  returns  at  every  emotion ;  last  cervical  ver- 
tebra feels  sore,  burning. 

Constriction  in  throat,  felt  something  there  preventing  speech  ;

28  Lungs.     Phthisis  florida,  suppurative  stage  ;  chlorotic  girls. 

Soreness  in  the  chest ;  under  the  clavicles. 

Pain  in  chest,  as  if  ulcerated. 

Stitches  in  the  side  only  when  lying,  particularly  at  night. 

Sticking  in  chest,  worse  from  deep  breath,  or  coughing. 

Paroxysms  of  burning  in  the  chest. 

Obstinate  bronchial  catarrh. 

Congestion  to  chest  and  heart  at  night ;  with  anxious  dreams. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Beating  through  chest  interrupts  the  sleep  ; 

old  maids. 

Catching  pain  in  cardiac  region,  better  for  a  time  from  pressure 
of  hand. 

Burning  in  region  of  heart. 

Heaviness,  pressure  or  sensation  of  fulness  every  evening. 

Palpitation  :  in  violent  paroxysms,  often  with  anguish  and  ob- 
scuration of  sight ;  trembling  of  limbs ;  from  chagrin,  fright, 
or  joy  ;  —  with  amenia,  chlorosis ;  —  strong,  with  sup- 
pressed pulse ;  —  after  dinner. 

Pulse :  accelerated,  small  and  weak  ;  —  frequent  evenings,  with

1  Mind.     Stupefaction,  with  tingling  in  head  and  pains  in  limbs, 

better  in  motion. 
Absence  of  mind ;  forgetful ;  difficult  comprehension ;  cannot 

remember  the  most  recent  events. 
Incoherent  talking  ;    answers  hastily  or  reluctantly,  thought 

seems  difficult ;  answers  correctly  but  slowly. 
Low,  mild  delirium,  thinks  he  is  roaming  over  fields,  or  hard  at 

work. 
Low  spirited,  with  prostration ;  inclination  to  weep,  especially 

in  the  evening,  with  desire  for  solitude. 
Fears  he  will  be  poisoned. 
Anxiety,  timidity  ;  worse  at  twilight ;  restless  change  of  place ; 

wants  to  go  from  bed  to  bed. 
Satiety  of  life,  with  fear  of  death. 
Thoughts  of  suicide ;  wants  to  drown  himself. 

2  Sensorium.    Giddy,  as  if  intoxicated,  when  rising  from  the  bed  ; 

with  chilliness  and  pressure  behind  the  eyes. 
Vertigo  in  the  aged,  worse  when  rising  from  lying,  worse  from 
turning,  stooping. 

3  Head,  Inner.     Burning  in  the  forehead  when  walking. 

Feeling  as  of  a  board  strapped  across  the  forehead. 

Stupefying  headache,  with  buzzing;  worse  when  sitting  or 
lying ;  in  the  cold,  in  the  morning,  from  beer ;  better  from 
warmth  and  motion. 

Headache,  must  lie  down  ;  returns  from  the  least  chagrin. 

Rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  humming,  formication  and 
throbbing ;  face  glistening  and  red ;  restless,  moving  about. 

Brain  .feels  loose,  when  stepping  or  shaking  the  head. 

Stitches  extending  to  ears,  root  of  nose  and  malar  bones,  with 
toothache. 

Aching  in  the  occipital  protuberances. 

Meningitis  in  exanthematous  fevers,  or  after  getting  wet ;  ting- 
ling limbs  ;  high  fever ;  restlessness. 

4  Head,  Outer.     Erysipelas  of  the  scalp,  left  to  right,  forming 

vesicles. 
Eruption  suppurating,  moist,   forming  thick  crusts,   offensive 

itching;    worse   at   night;    hair   is    eaten   off;    extends   to 

shoulders. 
Scalp  sensitive,  worse  on  side  not  lain  on,  when  growing  warm 

in  bed,  from  touch  and  combing  the  hair  back. 

5  Eyes.     Great  photophobia,   profuse  acrid  lachrymation   in  the 

morning  and  in  the  open  air ;  the  cheek  under  the  eye  is 
dotted  with  red  pimples  ;  lids  spasmodically  closed. 
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Iritis  ;  in  rheumatic  or  gouty  subjects  ;  — suppurative  or  where 
the  ciliary  body  and  choroid  are  involved,  especially  if  of 
traumatic  origin. 

Pustules  and  superficial  ulcers  on  the  cornea,  with  great  photo- 
phobia ;  conjunctiva  quite  red,  even  to  chemosis. 

Sac-like  swelling  of  the  conjunctiva,  with  yellow,  purulent 
discharge. 

Eyes  red  and  agglutinated  in  the  morning. 

Lids  much  swollen  and  inflamed. 

Eyelids  oedematous,  or  erysipelatous,  with  scattered  watery 
vesicles ;  meibomian  glands  enlarged,  cilia  fall  out. 

Ptosis,  also,  paralysis  of  any  of  the  muscles  of  eyeball,  from 
getting  wet ;  in  rheumatic  patients. 

6  Ears.     Hardness  of  hearing,  especially  of  the  human  voice. 

Otalgia,  with  pulsation  in  the  ear  at  night. 

Bloody  pus  from  the  ears. 

Parotitis,  left  side ;  especially  suppurating,  during  scarlatina. 

7  Nose.     Loss  of  smell. 

Epistaxis  of  coagulated  blood,  worse  at  night,  and  when  stoop- 
ing, at  stool,  or  from  exertion  ;  also  in  typhus,  with  some 
relief. 

Spasmodic  sneezing. 

Discharge  from  the  nose  :  of  thick,  yellow  mucus  ;  —  of  green, 
offensive  pus ;  —  of  yellow  ichor,  with  swollen  cervical 
glands. 

Fever-blisters  and  crusts  under  the  nose. 

Tip  of  the  nose  red  and  sensitive;  nose  sore  internally. 

Puffiness  of  the  nose. 

8  Face.     Fiery  red ;  —  pale,  sunken,  nose  pointed,  blue  around 

the  eyes. 

Erysipelas  from  left  to  right ;  face  dark  red,  covered  with  yel- 
low vesicles;  burning,  itching  and  tingling  with  the  stinging. 

Burning,  drawing,  tearing  in  the  face;  teeth  feel  too  long; 
restlessness. 

Milk  crust.     Acne  rosacea. 

Impetigo  on  face  and  forehead. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Stiffness  of  the  jaws,  cracking  in  the  articulation 

of  the  jaw  when  moving  it;  jaw  easily  dislocated. 
Corners  of  the  mouth  ulcerated,  fever  blisters  around  the  mouth ; 
exanthema  on  the  chin. 

10  Teeth.     Painful,  with  stinging  at  the  root  of  the  nose,  extending 

to  the  malar  bones. 
Teeth  feel  too  long  and  too  loose,  feel  as  if  asleep. 
Jumping,  shooting,  as  if  teeth  were  being  torn  out :  or  slow 

pricking,  throbbing   or   tearing,  extending   into  jaws   and 

temples  ;  face  sore ;  worse  at  night,  from  cold,  from  vexation, 

better  from  external  heat ;  crusty  caries. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste :    putrid  mornings  and  after  eating ;    — 

metallic ;  —  food,  especially  bread,  tastes  bitter. 
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Tongue  :  dry,  red,  cracked  ;  has  a  triangular  red  tip  ;  —  white, 
often  on  one  side ;  —  yellowish  ;  —  covered  with  brown 
mucus  ;  —  takes  imprint  of  teeth. 

12  Mouth.     Mouth  dry,  with  much  thirst. 

Saliva  bloody ;  runs  out  of  the  mouth  during  sleep. 

Putrid  breath. 

Much  tough  mucus  in  the  mouth  and  throat. 

13  Throat.      Sore,  feels  stiff,  after  straining  the  throat. 

Tonsil  (right)  covered  with  yellow  membrane. 

Sticking  or  stinging  pain  in  tonsils,  worse  when  beginning  to 
swallow. 

Feeling  of  swelling,  with  bruised  pain ;  —  erysipelatous  in- 
flammation ;  parotids  swollen  ;  cellulitis  of  the  neck  ;  drow- 
siness. 

Difficult  swallowing  of  solids,  as  from  contraction. 

(Esophagitis,  especially  after  corrosive  substances. 

14  Desires.    Aversions.     Hunger,  without  appetite. 

No  appetite,  or  wants  only  dainties. 

Desire   for   oysters ;    sweets.;    beer.     Aversion   to    spirituous 

liquors ;  to  meat. 
Unquenchable  thirst,  wants  cold  drinks ;  worse  at  night,  from 

dryness  of  the  mouth. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.    After  eating :  11, 16, 17, 19,  26,  37. 

Drinking :  40  ;  —  ice  water :  16,  17  ;  —  beer  :  3,  29,  37  ; 

—  coffee  :  29  ;  —  alcohol :  29. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Eructations  :  with  nausea  ;  —  with 

tingling  in  the  stomach,  worse  when  rising  from  lying. 
Nausea :  after  ice-water,  or  after  eating,  with  sudden  vomiting  ; 

—  with  inordinate  appetite  and  inclination  to  vomit;  worse 
at  night  and  after  eating. 

17  Stomach.     Stinging  or  pulsation  in  the  pit  of  stomach. 

Fulness  or  heaviness,  as  from  a  stone  in  the  stomach ;   after 

eating. 
Pain  in  the  stomach  and  nausea  after  ice  water. 
Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  as  if  swollen,  or  as  if  drawn 

together. 

19  Abdomen.     Soreness   as  if  beaten  in  hypochondria  and  still 

more  in  the  abdomen ;  worse  in  the  side  lain  on,  when  turn- 
ing, and  when  beginning  to  move. 

Abdomen  bloated,  especially  after  eating. 

Enteritis  or  peritonitis,  with  typhoid  symptoms. 

Colic,  he  must  walk  bent ;  worse  at  night ;  also  after  getting 
wet. 

Typhlitis. 

Sensation  as  if  something  was  torn  off  in  the  abdomen. 

Visible  contractions  of  the  abdomen  above  the  navel.

Humid  eruption  on  genitals  and  between  scrotum  and  thigh. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Menses  too  early,  profuse  and  pro- 

tracted ;  flow  light-colored,  acrid,  causing  biting  pain  in  the 

vulva. 
Amenorrhoea:  from  getting  wet;  —  with  milk  in  breasts. 
Metrorrhagia,  blood  clotted,  with  labor-like  pains. 
Bearing  down,  when  standing  or  walking,  back  aches,  better 

lying  on  something  hard ;  prolapsus   from   overexertion  or 

straining. 
Soreness  in  the  vagina  hindering  an  embrace. 
External  genitals  inflamed,  erysipelatous. 

24  Pregnancy.     During  pregnancy :  discharges  of  blood ;  —  pelvic 

articulations  stiff  when  beginning  to  move. 
Abortion  impending  from  straining  or  overexertion. 
Lochia  vitiated  and  offensive,  lasting  too  long  or  oft  returning. 
Milk  leg ;  also,  metritis,  after  delivery  ;  with  typhoid  symptoms. 
Mammae :  swell  from  catching  cold,  streaks  of  inflammation ; 

galactorrhoea ;  milk  vanishes,  with  general  heat. 

25  Larynx.     Hoarse  from  overstraining  the  voice. 

Hoarseness  and  roughness  in  the  larynx,  with  roughness  and 

soreness  in  the  chest. 
Hot  air  arises  from  the  trachea. 
Cold  sensation  in  the  larynx,  when  breathing. 

26  Breathing.     Oppression :  as  if  the  breath  was  stopped  at  the

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pit  of  the  stomach ;  worse  after  a  meal ;  —  anxious,  as  if 
not  able  to  draw  a  long  breath. 

27  Cough.     Influenza ;   air  passages  seem  stuffed  up ;    dry,  hard, 

tickling  cough  ;  worse  each  evening  until  12  p.m.  ;  stiffness  in 
back  and  limbs. 

Cough  :  dry,  teasing ;  caused  by  tickling  in  the  bronchia ;  un- 
covering, even  a  hand ;  with  tearing  pain  in  the  chest,  stitches, 
profuse  sweat  and  pain  in  the  stomach ;  —  worse  evening 
and  before  12  p.m.  ;  or  in  the  morning  soon  after  awaking ; 
from  talking,  lying,  or  sitting  still. 

Sputa :  acrid  pus ;  —  grayish-green  cold  mucus,  of  putrid 
smell ;  —  pale,  clotted  or  brown  blood.

Tingling  in  the  chest,  with  tension  in  the  intercostal  muscles ;

Pneumonia :  with  typhoid  symptoms,  often  from  resorption  of 

pus  ;  —  also  with  tearing  cough  and  restlessness,  because 

quiet  makes  pain  and  dyspnoea  worse. 
Hemoptysis  :    from  overexertion,   blowing  wind  instruments ; 

blood  bright ;  pain  in  lower  part  of  chest ;  —  renewed  from 

the  least  mental  excitement. 

29  Heart.      Pulse.      Uncomplicated    hypertrophy,    from    violent 

exercise. 

Organic  diseases  of  the  heart,  with  sticking  pains  and  soreness  ; 
numbness  and  lameness  of  the  left  arm. 

Chest  and  heart  feel  weak  after  a  walk ;  trembling  sensation  of 
the  heart. 

Palpitation  violent  when  sitting  still. 

Pulse ;  accelerated,  weak,  faint  and  soft ;  —  trembling  or  im- 
perceptible; —  sometimes  quicker  than  the  heart's  beat;  — 
irregular ;  —  affected  by  beer,  coffee  or  alcohol. 

31  Neck.     Back.     Stiff  neck,  with  painful  tension  when  moving. 

Pains  in  shoulders  and  back,  with  stiffness  as  from  a  sprain. 

Curvature  of  the  dorsal  vertebrae. 

Spinal  membranes  inflamed,  even  myelitis ;  from  getting  wet 

or  sleeping  on  damp  ground. 
Pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  better  lying  upon  something 

hard. 
Lumbago. 

32  Limbs  Upper.     Tearing  and  burning  in  the  shoulder,  arm  lame, 

worse  in  cold,  wet  weather,  in  bed  and  at  rest. 
Axillary  glands  suppurating. 
Hot  swelling  of  the  hands  in  the  evening. 
Rhagades  on  the  back  of  the  hand. 
Warts  on  the  hands. 
Swelling  of  the  fingers. 
Hangnails. 
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33  Limbs,  Lower.      Coxalgia :    involuntary  limping ;    pains   felt 

mostly  in  the  knee  and  worse  from  overexercise ;  pain  worse 

at  night. 
Spasmodic  twitching  in  the  limbs  when  stepping  out.

Ophthalmia,  followed  by  ulceration  of  the  cornea. 
Copious  lachrymation :    following  the  burning  and  dryness ; 
tears  hot ;  —  with  coryza. 

6  Ears.     Painful  sensitiveness  to  sudden  sounds ;  right  ear  worse. 

Beating,  humming,  with  congestion  of  blood. 
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Burning  of  the  ears,  cheeks  red. 

Earache,  with  headache,  with  singing  in  the  ears,  and  vertigo. 
Beating  under  the  ears,  at  irregular  intervals,  often  only  a 
couple  of  strokes. 

7  Nose.     Loss  of  smell. 

Nasal  polypi. 

Fluent  coryza,  with  frequent  sneezing ;  worse  right  side. 
Ulcerative  ozcena,  with  epistaxis. 

Rose  cold  and  subsequent  asthma ;  sick  and  faint  from  odor  of 
flowers. 

8  Face.     Distension  of  the  veins  of  the  face,  with  excessive  red- 

ness, a  feeling  of  stiffness,  and  veins  sore  to  the  touch. 
Circumscribed  redness  of  one  or  both  cheeks. 
Red  cheek,  with  burning  in  the  ears. 
Cheeks  (and  hands)  livid ;  typhoid  pneumonia.

clots,  like  lumps  of  flesh ;  later,  blood  darker  and  less  offen- 
sive ;  —  scanty,  headache,  from  occiput  to  frontal  region, 
head  as  if  bursting ;  face  red  and  hot.

Tetters  on  the  lobe  of  the  ear,  behind  the  ears  and  in  the  nape 

of  the  neck. 
Stitches  in  the  parotid  glands  which  swell,  with  tensive  pain 

on  turning  the  head. 

7  Nose.     Great  sensitiveness  to  odors. 

Loss  of  smell,  or  fetid  smell  before  the  nose. 
Epistaxis,  also  during  pregnancy  and  with  hemorrhoids. 
Dry  coryza,  especially  of  the  left  nostril. 
Fluent  coryza,  with  sneezing,  early  morning. 
Swollen  inflamed  nose ;  nostrils  sore,  ulcerated  and  scabby.

Inflammation  and  swelling  of  one  side  of  the  face,  from  the  root 
of  a  decayed  tooth. 

Intermittent  prosopalgia,  with  congestion  of  eyes  and  head, 
jerking  pains,  like  electric  shocks. 
9  Lower  Jaw.     Swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands. 

10  Teeth.     Toothache  :  drawing,  in  the  upper  molars  ;  —  in  a  hol- 

low tooth,  extending  to  the  ear ;  —  throbbing ;  —  stitching. 
Early  decay  of  the  teeth.     Teeth  feel  dull. 
Swelling  of  the  gums,  dark  red,  painful,  bleeding  from  the 

slightest  touch. 
Gums  painful,  as  if  burned.

Inflammation  of  the  throat,  worse  on  left  side. 
Sensation  of  a  plug  in  the  throat. 
Much  mucus  in  the  throat. 
Hawking  of  mucus  in  the  morning. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Canine  hunger ;  or,  no  appetite,  noth- 

ing tastes  good. 
Aversion  to  food,  particularly  meat. 
Desire  for  vinegar ;  also,  for  wine. 
Thirstlessness ;  or,  much  thirst  in  the  morning. 

15  Eating  and  Drinking.     During  and  immediately  after  eating

Metrorrhagia,  during  the  climacteric  age ;  or,  during  preg- 
nancy, especially  fifth  and  seventh  months. 

Amenorrhoea,  at  the  age  of  puberty  or  later. 

Redness,  swelling,  and  itching  eruption  on  the  inner  labia. 

Leucorrhoea :  yellow  or  greenish  water ;  —  like  pus ;  —  of 
bad-smelling  fluids  accompanied  by  much  itching  in  the 
genital  organs. 

24  Pregnancy.     Soreness  of  the  abdomen  of  pregnant  women  ;  feel 

the  motions  of  the  child  too  sensitively. 
Offensive  excoriating  lochia. 

Bleeding  and  soreness  of  the  nipples,  preceded  by  itching. 
Nipples  crack  very  much,  across  the  crown. 

25  Larynx.     Hoarseness  :  with  tickling  in  the  larynx  and  bronchi ; 

—  with  coryza  and  dry  cough  from  titillation  in  the  throat. 
Sensation  of  dryness  in  the  larynx. 

Roughness  and  soreness  of  the  larynx  and  throat. 

26  Breathing.     Oppression  of  the  chest  and  shortness  of  breath, 

when  walking. 
Severe  oppression  of  chest,  toward  evening. 
After  emotions  of  mind,  loses  breath  and  gets  palpitation. 

27  Cough.     Dry  cough :  especially  evening  in  bed,  till  midnight, 

frequently  with  nausea  and  bitter  vomiting ;  —  during  sleep 

without  waking ;  —  from  tickling  in  the  larynx,  or,  in  the 

bronchi,  toward  morning.

phlegm.

—  irregular,  every  two  or  three  months. 
Menstrual  flow,  strong  smelling,  acrid. 
Amenorrhoea,  with  suppressed  foot-sweat;  pain  in  abdomen. 
Metrorrhagia,    offensive    foot-sweat;    icy- cold   body;    painful 

hemorrhoids. 
Bloody  discharge  between  periods. 
Leucorrhoea :  profuse,  acrid,  corroding ;  —  milky,  preceded  by 

cutting  around  the  navel. 
Prolapsus  uteri  from  myelitis. 

Pressing  down  feeling  in  vagina ;  parts  tender  to  touch. 
Serous  cysts  of  the  vagina. 
Itching  at  the  pudendum ;  of  the  genitals. 

24  Pregnancy.     Threatened  abortion  ;  hemorrhage  after  abortion.

Feels  stupid,  with  indifference  to  everybody  and  everything. 

Memory  weak ;  loses  thoughts  before  she  can  give  them  utter- 
ance ;  weeps  about  her  weak  mind ;  also  after  sun-stroke. 

Hallucinations,  which  terrify  the  patient ;  sees  ghosts,  hears 
voices  back  of  his  ear ;  sees  strangers  or  imagines  animals  are 
jumping  sideways  out  of  ground,  or  running  at  him. 

Strange,  absurd  ideas ;  thinks  herself  tall,  double,  or  lying 
crosswise ;  one-half  of  body  cut  off,  etc. 

Says  he  converses  with  spirits ;  prays  fervently ;  sermonizes. 

Ecstatic. 

Delirium:  shy,  hides  himself;  tries  to  escape;  conscious  of 
her  condition ;  full  of  fear ;  talks  incessantly,  absurdly, 
laughs,  claps  her  hands  over  head,  wide  open  eyes ;  great 
sexual  excitement  during  night.

Hydrophobia ;  water,  a  mirror  or  anything  bright  excites  con- 
vulsions ;  screams ;  bites  ;  mouth  dry  ;  pupils  large  ;  uncon- 
scious. 

Talks  in  a  foreign  tongue ;  typhus.

Melancholic,  fears  death,  weeps  all  the  time. 
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Pangs  of  conscience  ;  thinks  he  is  not  honest. 
Alternate,  exaltation  and  melancholy. 
On  being  reprimanded,  pupils  dilate,  immediately  (child). 
After  fright :  St.  Vitus  dance  ;  epilepsy  ;  mania ;  melancholia. 
2  Sensorium.     Vertigo :  cannot  walk  in  the  dark,  or  with  eyes 

closed;  —  staggering,  obscuration  of  vision,  red  face;  — 

reeling  as  if  drunk. 
3  Head,  Inner.     Tormenting   sensation   of  heat   in  whole   head, 

mostly  vertex,  with  great  dullness  ;  after  sun-stroke.

Pulsating  in  vertex  ;  fainting. 
Heat,  pulsating  about  vertex,  attacks  of  fainting,  loss  of  sight 

and  hearing,    face   bloated,    turgid ;    convulsive  motions  of 

head,  frequently   raising   head   from   pillow,  or  bending  it 

backward ;  better  lying  still. 
Sensation  of  lightness  of  head. 
Pain  in  head ;  nausea,  delirium,  eyes  wild,  staring,  inflamed ; 

phrenzy,  convulsive  spasms  and  twitchings  of  nerves,  hands 

and  feet  become  cold,  pulse  sinking ;  meningitis. 
Headache,  with  loss  of  sight  and  hearing. 
Rheumatic  headache,  with  dullness ;  difficult  thinking ;  worse 

on  vertex  or  forehead ;  worse  evening  and  night. 
Tearing  in  neck  and  over  head,  shunning  light ;  better  from 

warmth  ;  worse  from  cold  ;  worse  on  getting  up  in  morning. 
4  Head,  Outer.     Jerks  head  up  from  pillow. 
Boring  head  in  pillow. 
Head  bent  backward. 
Moves  head,  thrusts  it  in  all  directions ;  in  spasms,  mostly  to 

the  right. 
Supports  head  with  hands  while  bending  or  rising ;  after  sun- 
stroke. 
6  Eyes.     Light  dazzles ;    shuns   light ;    convulsions  from  bright 

light  or  brilliant  objects. 
Hemeralopia. 

Illusions  in  colors,  often  dark,  less  often  blue  and  red. 
Double  vision,  obliquely. 
Vision  cloudy,  as  through  a  veil. 
Total  blindness,  in  typhus. 

Pupils  dilated ;  sometimes  immovable  and  insensible  to  light. 
Eyes :  wide  open,  staring  ;  —  brilliant ;  —  wild  and  red ;  — 

protrude ;  —  vacillate,  vessels  injected ;    —  contorted  ;  — 

rolling ;  —  squinting ;  —  half-open,  in  sleep  ;  —  inflamed. 
6  Ears.     Very  sensitive  to  noises ;  least  noise  startles  him. 
Hardness  of  hearing. 
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Sensation  as  of  wind  rushing  out  of  ear. 

Otalgia,  left  side,  violent  pains  remitting  somewhat  at  night, 
better  when  covering  head  warmly. 

7  Nose.     Nose  feels  stopped,  yet  he  breathes  freely. 

Nasal  discharge  yellow,  bad  smelling. 

Nosebleed  :  dark,  in  lumps  ;  —  with  whooping-cough. 

8  Face.     Red,  bloated,  hot ;    —  red,  eyes  wild ;  —  hot  and  red, 

with  cold  hands  and  feet ;  circumscribed  redness  of  cheeks ; 

—  pale. 

Forehead  wrinkled ;  frowning  (often  in  brain  diseases). 

Thinks  face  elongated ;  hysteria. 

One-sided  erysipelas,  with   meningitis ;    spasmodic   symptoms 

alternately  with  paralytic. 
Prosopalgia  nervosa,  pains  maddening,  spasmodic    starts  and 

shocks  through  body,  throws  arms  upward ;  skin  of  forehead 

wrinkled. 
Pain  in  cheek  near  left  ear,  as  if  sawing  the  bone ;  muscles  in 

oscillating  motion. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Moves  lips  back  and  forward. 

Lips :  red ;   —  with  yellow  streak  on  vermilion  border,  as  in 

malignant  fevers  ;  —  dry  ;  or,  sore  and  cracked. 
Lock-jaw  after  convulsions. 
Mouth  spasmodically  closed. 
Lower  jaw  hangs. 

10  Teeth.     Grinding  the  teeth. 

Sordes  on  teeth. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste :  bitter ;  all  food  tastes  like  straw  to  her. 

Stammering ;  distorts  face ;  makes  great  effort  to  speak  ;  mouth 
drawn  now  to  right,  again  to  left. 

Speechless  ;  sometimes  with  spasmodic  laughter  at  night,  weep- 
ing during  day. 

Tongue :  whitish,  with  fine  red  dots  ;  point  redder  than  usual ; 

—  dry,  red ;    —  dry  and  parched ;    —  pale  red,  in  constant 
motion  ;   —  swollen,  coated  dry  ;  —  yellow  in  centre,  dry  ; 

—  swollen,  hangs  out  of  the  mouth. 

12  Mouth.     Mouth  and  throat  so  dry,  they  glisten ;  thirst. 

Saliva  increased ;  drivelling.    More  saliva  with  chills  and  fever. 
Viscid  slime  in  mouth. 
Whole  inner  mouth  as  if  raw. 

13  Throat.     Difficult   swallowing,  with  stinging,  pressing  pain  in 

submaxillary  glands. 
Averse  to  fluids ;  shrinks  from  the  proferred  cup. 
Averse  to  water,  even  sight  of  it  causes  spasm ;  constriction  of 

throat,  froth,  spitting  ;  hydrophobia. 
Feeling  as  of  boiling  water  rising  in  throat. 
Spasm  of  oesophagus,  worse  trying  to  swallow. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Appetite  either  increased  or  decreased. 

Violent  thirst. 
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Troublesome  thirst,  even  with  much  saliva. 

Thirstless,  sometimes  with  cold  or  hot  stage  and  sweat ;  averse 

to  water  during  fever. 
Aversion  to  water:  13. 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Hiccough  ;   restless  at  night,  scream 

in  sleep. 
,     Nausea :  flow  of  very  salt  saliva ;  —  but  cannot  vomit. 

Vomiting :  dark  green,  mixed  with  food  ;  —  in  evening ;  vomits 
bile. 

Diaphragmitis,    delirium ;    burning   along    diaphragm ;    short- 
breathed  ;  spasms  ;  struggles  against  water  offered. 

17  Stomach.     Drawing  in  back  part  of  stomach. 

Inflammation,  burning ;  anxiety. 

Intense  pain,  vomits  nearly  all  food. 

Cardialgia,  eructations,  vomiting  all  food ;  emaciation. 

Epigastrium  tense,  hard,  painful. 

19  Abdomen.     Heat,  anxiety  in  abdomen. 

Wind  in  abdomen  awakens  her ;  screams,  thinking  herself  full 

of  creeping  things. 
Abdomen :  hard,  tense ;  —  tympanitic ;  —  distended,  but  not 

hard. 
Colic :  with  rumbling ;  —  violent,  coming  on  suddenly,  in  the 

evening,  with  faint  sensation  and  cold  shivers.

Urine :   clear,  profuse,  passed  suddenly,  at  night ;    also  after 

delirium  ;  —  copious,  with  spasms  ;  —  passed  involuntarily  ; 

—  suppressed,  especially  in  cerebral  diseases  ;    —  dribbles 

slowly,  feebly ;  despite  urging  no  stream  forms,  no  pain. 
During  urination :  rigors,  rumbling  in  belly. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Exalted  sexual  passion. 

Child  constantly  has  hand  on  the  genitals,  with  spasms. 
Onanism  causing  epilepsy. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Nymphomania;  lewd  talking;  sings 

obscene  songs  ;  has  smell  of  semen. 
Excessive  menstrual  flow ;    drawing  in  thighs,  abdomen   and 

upper  limbs. 
Menstrual  flow  very  watery. 
During  menses  :  loquacity  ;  strong  smell  as  of  semen. 
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After  menses  :  sobbing,  whining. 
Dysmenorrhea. 

Metrorrhagia,  loquacity,  singing,  praying ;  sometimes  passing 
large  coagula. 

24  Pregnancy.      During   pregnancy :    mania ;    faceache,    full   of 

strange  ideas. 
Threatened  abortion  ;  unceasing  talking,  singing,  imploring. 
Puerperal  convulsions,  with  copious  sweating. 
Scanty  lochia ;    puerperal   mania,  milk   still   copious ;    many 

hallucinations ;  talks  foolishly. 

25  Larynx.     Voice  :  higher  and  finer ;  screeching ;    —  indistinct. 

Constriction  of  larynx  and  thoracic  muscles. 

26  Breathing.     Rattling  breathing:  toward  12  p.m.;  —  in  whoop- 

ing-cough ;  —  in  chill  or  sweat. 
Frequent  inspiration  and  expiration,  breath  oppressed. 
Breathing  :  short,  difficult ;    —  anxious,  during  heat  or  sweat. 
Spasms  of  muscles  of  chest ;    single  parts  twitch ;   spasmodic 

motions  of  arms ;  sometimes  chest  fixed,  breathe  only  with 

diaphragm  and  abdominal  muscles. 
Inspiration  slow,  expiration  quick. 

27  Cough.     Of  drunkards. 

Periodical,  painless,  spasmodic  cough,  shrill,  screeching  tone ; 
worse  morning ;  from  touching  throat ;  from  walking  in 
wind  ;  in  vaulted  rooms  ;  after  debauch  ;  after  fright ;  from 
looking  at  bright  objects;  from  drinking  Avater. 

Whooping-cough,  barking,  croup-like,  with  suffocating  contrac- 
tion of  chest,  violent  beating  of  heart,  rattling,  anxiety,  con- 
gestion, blood-spitting ;  convulsions. 

28  Lungs.     Pain  in  breast,  cough  and  other  peripneumonic  symp- 

toms during  recovery  from  meningitis. 

29  Heart.    Pulse.    Palpitation. 

Beating  of  heart,  so  increased  by  motions  he  cannot  speak  for 
hours ;  trembling,  twitching,  as  in  chorea ;  murmurs  instead 
of  regular  sounds ;   consequent  on  fright.

Hands  clenched  (not  thumbs)  but  they  can  be  opened.

headaches. 
Limbs  feel  as  if  "  gone  to  sleep." 
Cold  hands  and  feet.

Antidotes  to  Stramon. :  Bellad.,  Hyosc,  Nux  vom.,  against 

large  doses,  lemon  juice ;  senna  (cerebral  symptoms) ;  tobacco 

injections ;  vinegar. 
Stramon. :  useful  in  whooping-cough  after  Bellad.  has  acted 

too  powerfully. 
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1  Mind.     Weak  memory,  particularly  for  names. 

Dullness ;   difficult   thinking ;    misplaces   or   cannot   find   the 

proper  words  when  talking  or  writing. 
Foolish  happiness  and  pride,  thinks  herself  in  possession   of 

beautiful   things ;     even   rags   seem    beautiful    (also    when 

recovering  from  spasms). 
Indisposed  to  everything  (work,  pleasure,  talking  or  motion), 

in  the  evening. 
.  Disgust,  up  to  nausea,  about  any  effluvia  arising  from  his  own 

body. 
Melancholy  mood ;  dwelling  on  religious  or  philosophical  specu- 
lations ;    anxiety    about   his   soul's   salvation;    indifference

Halo  around  the  gas  or  lamp-light. 

Short-sightedness. 

Pustular  inflammation  of  cornea,  or  conjunctiva,  with  marked 

lachrymation. 
Superficial  and  deep  ulcers  on  the  cornea,  intense  redness  of 

eye,  great  photophobia. 
Inflammation  of  the  eyes,  or  lids,  itching,  smarting,  burning, 

feeling  like  from  sand. 
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Painful  inflammation  of  the  eye,  from  presence  of  foreign  body 

(after  Aeon.).

Burning  up  into  the  throat,  with  sour  eructations. 

Sensation  as  of  a  hair  in  the  throat. 

Sore  throat,  great  burning  and  dryness,  first  right  side  then 

left. 
Elongation  of  the  palate  ;  swelling  of  palate  and  tonsils. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.     Great  craving  for  food,  especially  with 

little  children. 
Drinks  much,  eats  little. 
Violent  thirst  for  beer ;  longing  for  brandy.

Noise  in  the  ear  as  from  boiling  water. 

Stitches  from  the  neck  into  the  ear. 

Watery,  purulent  otorrhoea,  smelling  like  putrid  meat.

Coryza  fluent  out-doors,  dry  in  the  room.

Ileus ;  spasmodic  stricture,  feels  as  if  something  alive  were 

pushing  out. 
Soreness  of  the  navel. 
Painful  swelling  of  inguinal  glands. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Stool :  pale  yellow,  watery,  expelled  forcibly,  with 

much  noisy  flatus ;  —  with  blood ;  —  oily  or  greasy ;  — 

gurgling,  like  water  from  a  bung-hole.

Erosions  at  the  os  uteri,  like  aphthae. 

Mucous  leucorrhoea. 

Cauliflower  excrescences,  bleeding  easily,  and  offensive. 

Left  ovary  inflamed,  worse  at  each  menstrual  nisus ;  distressing 
pain,  burning  when  walking  or  riding ;  must  lie  down. 

Pains  in  vulva  and  perineum. 

Cramp  in  vulva  or  perineum  when  rising  from  a  seat ;  erysipe- 
las vulvae.

Cold  sweat  on  forehead,  with  many  complaints. 

Compelled  to  rub  the  forehead,  with  a  kind  of  insensibility  in 
typhoid. 

5  Eyes.     Black  motes  or  specks  before  eyes,  with  diplopia ;  photo- 

phobia ;  worse  on  rising  from  bed  or  chair. 

Hemeralopia. 

Eyes :  turned  upward,  showing  only  whites ;  —  distorted,  pro- 
truding ;  —  fixed,  watery,  sunken,  lustreless ;  —  full  of 
tears  ;  lids  livid,  blue  edges. 

Pupils :  contracted ;  —  dilated,  with  weak  sight ;  fails  to  re- 
cognize those  near,  or  does  so  but  slowly. 

Tearing  pains  in  eyes,  depriving  one  of  sleep ;  worse  in  cold, 
damp  weather ;  rheumatic  ophthalmia. 

Excessive  dryness  of  lids. 

Lids:  heavy,  can  scarcely  lift  them;  trembling. 

Profuse  lachrymations  and  cutting  pains,  with  feeling  of  dry- 
ness and  heat. 

6  Ears.    Deaf,  as  if  ears  were  stopped,  one  or  both. 

7  Nose.     Smell  before  the  nose  as  from  manure,  or  from  smoke. 

Nose :  grows  more  pointed,  seems  longer ;  face  cold ;  —  icy 

cold ;  mouth  cold. 
Epistaxis :  right-sided,  only  at  night  in  sleep  ;  — ,  face  deathly 

pale,  body  cold ;  pulse  slow,  intermittent. 
Boring  in  the  nose. 
Nose  inside  feels  too  dry. 

8  Face.     Restless,  wild  look  ;  pale,  distorted  face. 

Blue  or  green  circles  around  eyes. 

Face :  collapsed,  pale,  bluish ;  nose  more  pointed ;  —  of 
leaden  hue ;  —  red  in  bed,  becomes  pale  on  rising ;  —  al- 
ternately pale  and  red.

in  typhoid.

Mouth  dry  ;  saliva  lessened. 
Burning  in  mouth  and  throat. 
Constant  flow  of  saliva,  like  water-brash. 

13  Throat.     Dryness  in  the  throat,  which  cannot  be  removed  by 

drinking. 
Scraping  or  roughness  in  throat. 
Sensation  of  dust  in  throat. 
Sensation  of  constriction  of  throat. 
Chronic  catarrh  of  oesophagus. 
Feeling  of  distension  in  pharynx. 

14  Desires.     Aversions.      Craves  fruits,  juicy  food;    or  saltish 

things. 
Appetite  voracious  ;  after  typhoid,  40. 
Hunger  and  appetite  between  paroxysms  of  vomiting. 
Much  thirst,  drinks  frequently,  but  only  a  little  at  a  time. 
Thirst  for  the  coldest  drinks ;   wants  everything  cold ;  often 

during  pregnancy. 
Aversion  to  warm  things. 
Appetite  diminished,  mouth  as  if  lined  with  mucus ;  flat  or

Colic  :  after  a  cold ;  —  after  abuse  of  quinine ;  —  from  fruits 
and  vegetables  ;  abdomen  swollen,  sensitive ;  no  flatus  either 
way ;  cold  sweat ;  —  with  burning  pain,  twisting,  cutting, 
with  nausea  and  vomiting,  worse  from  food;  better  after 
wind  passes.

Cold  feeling  in  the  abdomen. 

Abdomen  distended,  very  sensitive ;  colic. 

Incarcerated  hernia,  not  inflamed ;  anti-peristaltic  action. 

Cold  sweat. 

Protrusion  of  inguinal  hernia  during  cough. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Intestinal  catarrh,  coming  on  suddenly  at  night,  in 

summer ;  vomiting  and  purging. 
Stools :  watery,  greenish,  mixed  with  flakes ;  —  gushing,  pro-

During  pregnancy :  wants  to  wander  about  the  house ;  taci- 
turn ;  haughty ;  thirst ;  vomiting. 

Labor-pains  exhaust  her ;  fainting  on  least  motion. 

Lochia  suppressed,  with  nymphomania. 

Eclampsia  parturientium ;  pallor,  collapse,  anaemia,  or  violent 
cerebral  congestion,  with  bluish,  bloated  face,  wild  shrieks, 
tearing  the  clothing. 

Puerperal  mania,  wants  to  kiss  every  one. 

25  Larynx.     Spasmus  glottidis. 

Paroxysms  of  constriction  of  larynx,  suffocative  fits,  with  pro- 
truded eyes. 

Debility  great,  catarrhal  symptoms  slight ;  influenza  during 
cholera  seasons. 

Hollow,  hoarse  voice. 

26  Breathing.     Dyspnoea.     Oppression. 

Contractive  spasm  of  chest. 

Asthma  in  damp  cold  weather ;  in  early  morning ;  better  throw- 
ing head  back ;  inclination  for  motion  ;  cold  sweat  of  upper 
part  of  body. 

27  Cough.     Dry,  tickling,  after  walking  in  sharp  cold  air ;   —  dry. 
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spasmodic,  rattling  but  nothing  loosens ;  —  deep  hollow, 
ringing,  whooping,  excited  by  tickling  in  lowest  branches  of 
bronchi,  expectoration  of  yellow,  tough,  tenacious  mucus  of

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Heart-burn,  with  bitter,  sour  rising. 

Vomiting :  long  continuing ;  —  of  glairy  mucus  after  food ;  — 

of  blood  ;  —  of  bile. 
Vomiting,  with  inflammatory  or  cerebral  diseases. 
Smallest  quantity  of  food  or  drink  is  immediately  rejected. 

17  Stomach.     Sharp,  flying  pains  in  the  epigastrium  and  umbilical 

region  passing  to  the  pubes. 
Excruciating  pain,  covering  a  space  the  size  of  the  hand,  in  the 

lower  part  of  the  stomach. 
Intense  drawing,  twisting  pains  in  the  stomach,  as  if  it  was 

drawn  tightly  against  the  spine,  causing  pain  in  the  dorsal 

region. 
Pains  culminate  every  five  minutes  in  severe  vomiting. 

19  Abdomen.     As  if  drawn  in,  following  cramp  in  the  stomach. 

Pains  at  the  right  of  the  umbilicus,  passing  down  to  the  groin. 
Enteritis,  with  high  fever,  great  vascular  excitement;  vomit- 
ing ;  dark,  bloody  stools. 

20  Stool,  etc.      Stools  :  bloody  ;  —  black,  in  typhoid  ;  —  copious, 

light,  mornings ;  —  mushy,  preceded  and  followed  by  cut- 
ting in  the  bowels. 
Hemorrhoids  red  and  dark  blue  ;  neuralgic  pains  in  the  rectum. 

21  Urine.     Increased,  pale;  —  deposits  a  reddish  sediment. 

Specific  gravity  of  urine  diminished. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Menstrual  colic,  preceded  by  great 

congestion  and  troublesome  strangury ;  plethoric  women. 
Suppressed  menses,  with  cerebral  congestion ;  plethora. 

24  Pregnancy.     Vomiting  during  pregnancy. 

Puerperal  convulsions,  during  labor,  after  blood-letting;  furious 
delirium  ;  arterial  excitement ;  cold,  clammy  sweat. 

26  Breathing.     Labored,  must  sit  up,  cold  sweat  on  the  face ;  de- 

creased from  40  to  16,  pneumonia. 
Oppression  of  the  chest. 

27  Cough.     Short,   dry,  hacking;    —  loose,   rattling;    —  worse 

going  from  warm  to  cold. 

28  Lungs.     Congestion  of  the  chest,  with  rapid  respiration,  nausea, 

vomiting ;  dull  burning  in  the  region  of  the  heart. 
Pneumonia,   pulse   hard,   strong,   quick ;    or,   engorgement   of 
lungs,  with  faint  feeling  in  the  stomach,  nausea,  slow  or  in- 
termittent pulse. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     In  the  cardiac  region  :  burning ;  prickling ;  or 

dull  aching. 
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Heart's  beat :  loud,  strong,  with  great  arterial  excitement ;  — 
low  and  feeble ;  —  fluttering. 

Faintness  and  blindness :  when  rising  from  lying ;  —  from 
sudden  motions  ;  —  better  lying  quietly. 

Pulse :  suddenly  increases  and  gradually  decreases  below  the 
normal ;  —  slow,  soft,  weak  ;  —  irregular,  intermittent. 
31  Neck.     Back.     Aching  in  the  back  of  the  neck  and  shoulders. 

Muscles  of  the  back  contracted,  drawing  the  head  backward. 

Opisthotonos  ;  arterial  excitement ;  hands  and  feet  cold  ;  shocks 
in  the  limbs ;  congestion  of  brain  and  spine,  loss  of  con- 
sciousness. 

Heat  and  redness  down  the  spine ;  back  of  head  hot ;  spotted 
fever. 

33  Limbs,  Lower.     Pain  in  either  great  trochanter  when  lying

Lancinating  pain  in  the  right  hip. 
Right  ankle  feels  as  if  dislocated,  can  scarcely  walk ;  later  the 

left.

warm  to  cold  :  27. 

40  Chill.     Fever.     Sweat.     Coldness  of  the  whole  body,   cold 

sweat  on  face,  hands,  feet. 
Chilliness,  with  nausea. 

Coldness,  with  pale  skin,  flabby  muscles  ;  quick,  but  weak  pulse. 
Typhoid  fevers,  when  the  pulse  is  full,  hard,  frequent ;  pain 

violent  in  back  of  head  ;  delirium  ;  black  stools. 
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Irritative  fever,  with  cerebral  congestions,  causing  convulsions  ;

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1  Mind.  Weakness  of  memory  ;  or,  increased  mental  activity,  easy 
comprehension.

Very  restless,  talking  much  ;  measles.

Relaxation  of  all  the  muscles. 
Great  nervous  debility.

39  Temperature  and  Weather.    After  having  stayed  in  a  cold 

room  during  the  fall  season  ;  hoarseness.

4  Head,  Outer.     Sensation  of  soreness  of  the  vertex,  as  from  sore- 

ness or  ulceration ;  worse  in  the  evening  in  bed  and  after 
eating ;  better  after  scratching. 
Hair  falls  out  on  the  vertex,  causing  complete  baldness,  with 
sensation  of  soreness. of  the  scalp. 

5  Eyes.     Sensitive  to  light ;  brain  affected. 

Amaurosis :    during  severe  headache,  passing  away  with  the 

headache ;  —  with  contracted  pupils. 
Eyes  dim,  watery  ;  brain  affections. 
Sees  luminous  bodies  ;  after  operations. 
Iritis  (syphilitic),  worse  at  night,  with  hot,  scalding  tears. 
Conjunctivitis,  pains  worse  at  night ;  inflammation  more  in  the 

inner  canthus. 
Pterygium. 

Upper  lids  heavy,  as  if  paralyzed. 
Granular  lids,  after  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

6  Ears.     Cracking  and  detonation  in  the  ear. 

Frequent  acute  stitches  in  right  ear  near  the  tympanum. 
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Earache  of  children,  especially  boys. 
Otorrhoea  of  fetid  pus. 

7  Nose.     Dry  ;  brain  affected. 

Coryza,  with  hoarseness  and  burning  in  the  chest. 

Nose  feels  sore  internally. 

Swelling  of  one  side  of  nose,  with  loss  of  smell. 

8  Face.      Pale,    alternately  with   redness;    brain   affections;    — 

earthy,    with    wandering   expression ;    —   waxy,  white   or 

yellow,  in  typhus. 
Burning,  jerking  stitching  in  infra-orbital  nerve,  with  bluish 

eyelids ;  worse  from  least  touch  and  in  the  evening. 
Scirrhus  on  the  right  cheek,  size  of  a  walnut. 
Cold  sweat  on  the  forehead. 

9  Lower  Jaw.     Lips  and  corners  of  mouth  cracked,  with  yellow- 

ish ulceration. 
Thick,  viscid  humor  on  the  lips. 

10  Teeth.     Herpes  (yellowish)  in  the  mouth  from  sea-bathing. 

Drawing,  or  smarting  and  stinging  in  roots  of  (upper)  front 

teeth  and  in  hard  palate. 
Gums  painful  while  eating,  ulcerated,  white,  bleed  easily. 
Teeth  feel  long  and  loose,  with  swelling  of  the  submaxillary 

glands. 
Grits  the  teeth. 

11  Tongue,  etc.     Taste :   sweetish  ;    —  metallic  ;   —  like  spoiled 

cheese  ;  —  bloody  ;  —  bitter,  in  the  fauces. 
Tongue :  dry,  don't  want  to  talk ;    —  coated  at  the  root  and 
dry  (brain  diseases) ;  —  swollen  on  left  side,  hindering  talk- 
ing ;  —  covered  with  vesicles. 

12  Mouth.     Increased  flow  of  saliva,  with  crawling  in  inner  surface 

of  cheek. 

13  Throat.     Herpetic-like  eruption  on  tonsils,  soft  palate  and  root 

of  tongue  ;  whitish,  somewhat  elevated  ulcerated  spots  in  the 

mouth  ;  sequelae  to  gonorrhoea. 
Pain  in  posterior  part  of  hard  palate   and  in  velum  palati, 

especially  when  yawning. 
Dryness  of  the  throat,  evening ;  mucus  collects  from  the  poste- 
rior nares;    soreness  in  the  throat;    tearing   in   posterior 

fauces,  more  between  the  acts  of  empty  deglutition  or  after 

eating. 
Cramp-like,  strangling  pain  externally  in  the  muscles,  when 

swallowing. 
u  Desires.     Aversions.      Aversion    to :    meat,   fish,    and   sweet 

things ;  —  to  cooked  or  warm  things. 
Thirst,  with  heat  in  the  palms. 
Insatiable  hunger,  but  no  appetite  for  breakfast,  with  hurried 

deglutition. 
15  Eating  and  Drinking.    After  eating :  3,  4, 16, 18, 19,  26,  31, 

4U. 
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Worse  from :  sugar  (heart-burn) ;  —  wine  (nearly  all  symp- 
toms) ;  —  milk  (sour  eructations). 

16  Nausea  and  Vomiting.     Sweetish  rising  into  the  throat,  with 

sweet  taste  in  the  mouth,  or  taste  of  blood. 
Eructations,  with  pressure  in  the  middle  of  the  spine. 
Heart-burn  ;  swollen  feet  and  varicose  veins  during  pregnancy. 
Subdued  nausea,  with  universal,  tremulous  feeling. 
Nausea  in  the  stomach,  with  retching  and  vomiting  of  bitter 

mucus  ;  renewed  by  the  least  motion. 
As  soon  as  the  first  spoonful  reaches  the  stomach,  up  it  comes. 
Vomiting  of  blood  or  of  sanguineous  mucus,  with  effort. 

17  Stomach.     Spasm  of  the  stomach  and  hypochondria,  and  a  con 

striction  in  the  oesophagus,  with  dyspnoea  and  increased  heat 

of  the  body  ;  worse  during  inspiration. 
Burning  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  when  pressing  thereon ;  in 

the  evening. 
Burning  in  upper  part  of  stomach,  before  breakfast,  extending 

into  the  oesophagus. 
Hsematemesis. 
Sensation  like  a  worm  creeping  up  from  the  pit  of  the  stomach 

into  the  throat,  causing  coughing. 

18  Hypochondria.     Cramp-pains  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  with 

dyspnoea  and  hypochondriasis  after  eating. 
Liver  enlarged,  hard  and  sore  to  the  touch  ;  feet  swollen  ;  vomits 

bloody  phlegm. 
Stitches  in  the  spleen,  worse  from  pressure. 

19  Abdomen.     Pressure  and  tension  in  the  abdomen. 

Flatulent  colic,  worse  from  wine,  toward  evening  or  during  the 
night,  and  at  rest;  loud  rumbling  and  rolling;  retraction  of 
the  abdomen ;  hot,  moist,  fetid  flatus  passing  off  without 
relief;  lead-colic. 

Violent  bearing  down  in  the  abdomen  after  a  difficult,  scanty 
stool ;  relieved  by  passing  flatus. 

Inguinal  hernia. 

20  Stool,  etc.     Stool :  frequent,  small,  sometimes  involuntary  ;    — 

pitch-like ;  or  dry,  brittle  and  granulous ;  —  soft,  papescent, 
or  thin,  with  pale  blood  ;  difficult ;  —  hard,  dry,  insufficient, 
expelled  with  much  pressure. 
Diarrhoea  involuntary,  with  stupor ;  in  typhus. 

21  Urine.     Violent  pressure  of  urine  on  the  bladder  ;  sits  with  legs 

crossed,  and  though  bladder  feels  as  if  full,  none  passes. 
Can  only  pass  water  while  sitting  bent  backward ;  much  sand 

in  urine. 
Urine  turbid,  loam-colored,  in  the  morning. 
Frequent  micturition  of  pale,  yellow  urine,  which,  on  standing, 

deposits  a  white,  flaky  sediment. 
Involuntary  urination  while  walking,  coughing  and  sneezing. 

22  Sexual  Organs,  Male.     Easily  excited ;  the  emission,  during 
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an  embrace,  is  too  rapid;  or,  difficult  and  almost  impos- 
sible. 

Long-lasting  and  violent  erections. 

Copious  discharge  of  prostatic  juice,  without  any  cause. 

Orchitis  from  a  bruise,  with  drawing  and  retraction  of  one  or 
the  other  testicle,  goes  from  right  to  left ;  after  checked  otor- 
rhoea. 

Atrophy  of  the  testicles. 

Spermatorrhoea ;  emissions  without  dreams  ;  face  pale,  sunken, 
blue  rings  around  the  eyes. 

Hair  falls  off  from  the  genitals. 

Removes  buboes,  syphilitic  or  otherwise,  in  the  left  inguinal 
region. 

23  Sexual  Organs,  Female.     Irresistible  sexual  desire  at  night ; 

desire  for  onanism. 
Boring  pain  in  left  ovarian  region,  better  from  pressure,  but 

entirely  relieved  only  during  menstrual  flow. 
Amenorrhoea,  with  alternately  red  and  pale  face. 
Dysmenorrhea,  when,  during  menses,  limbs  feel  heavy,  with 

violent  drawing  about  the  knees,  as  if  they  would  be  twisted 

off;  sudden  oppression  of  the  stomach,  she  has  to  loosen  her 

dress ;  chilliness. 
Menses :  too  early  and  too  profuse,  lumps  of  coagulated  blood 

pass  away,  mostly  when  walking ;   —  flow  most  profuse  at 

night. 
Ulceration  of  the  uterus,  discharge  bloody,  acrid,  but  ulcers  are 

rather  destitute  of  feeling. 
Leucorrhoea :  of  bloody  mucus  after  the  menses,  causing  itching 

of  vulva ;  —  of  thick  mucus,  three  days  before  and  after  the 

menses.     Cutting  colic,  succeeded  by  leucorrhoea. 
Pruritus  vulvae  causes  masturbation. 
Varicose  veins  of  external  genitals,  with  fidgety  feet. 

24  Pregnancy.     Tendency  to  miscarry. 

Puerperal  convulsions  if  an  eruption  (especially  a  long  standing 

one)  has  recently  disappeared. 
Mammae  swollen  and  sore  to  the  touch ;   catamenia  suppressed. 
Soreness  of  the  nipples. 

26  Breathing.     Asthma,  evening  after  eating,  from  flatus,  with  in- 

crease of  dyspnoea,  when  the  expectoration  stops,  decreasing 
when  it  recommences. 

27  Cough.     All  night,  with  dull  pains  in  the  chest ;   —  spasmodic, 

child  puts  hands  to  genitals ;    —  with  varicose  veins  on  the 
legs ;    —  with  shooting  in  the  scrobiculum,  leaving  when 
sputum  is  raised ;   —  worse  after  eating  sweets  ;  wine ;  alsc 
during  menses. 
Sputa :    yellow,   purulent ;   —  blood-streaked  ;    —  tenacious 
—  sweetish,  putrid  or  metallic  tasting ;  —  pure  blood,  morn 
ing  and  during  the  day.

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28  Lungs.     Pain  in  the  chest,  as  if  cut  to  pieces,  with  constrictive 

sensation. 
Burning  in  the  chest.     Coldness  in  the  chest. 
Stitches  in  the  left  chest  and  in  the  heart,  at  every  beat. 
Sensation  of  emptiness  behind  the  sternum. 

29  Heart.     Pulse.     Severe  pain  in  cardiac  region,  some  swelling 

and  great  tenderness. 

Feels  as  if  a  cap  were  over  the  heart ;  spine  affected. 

Irregular,  spasmodic  action  of  the  heart ;  occasionally  one  vio- 
lent thump. 

Violent  pulsations  in  the  blood-vessels,  during  the  heat. 

Pulse :  irregular,  or  small  and  frequent,  evenings,  slow  morn- 
ings ;  —  increased  by  wine ;  —  scarcely  perceptible. 
S1  Neck.     Back.     Nape  of  the  neck  feels  weary  and  tired,  from 
writing  or  any  exertion.     Stiffness  and  tension  of  the  neck. 
Tearing  pains. 

Burning  in  shoulder-blades ;  tension  between  shoulder-blades. 

Burning  along  whole  spine,  wTorse  sitting. 

Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  when  sitting,  or  when  in  the 
act  of  sitting  down  ;  diminishes  by  continuous  walking. 

Pain  at  the  last  dorsal  vertebra. 

32  Limbs,  Upper.     Lameness  and  deadness  of  the  hands ;   they 

look  bluish. 
Weakness,  numbness  and  tremor  of  the  hands,  when  writing. 
Cracked  and  dry  skin  of  the  hands,  even  in  mild  weather. 
Chilblains  itch  and  swell. 

33  Limbs,  Lower.     Varices  in  the  legs,  with  fidgety  feet. 

Formication  in  the  calves. 

Sensation  of  stagnation  in  the  blood  of  the  legs. 

Inflammation  of  the  tendo-achillis,  erysipelatous  ;    worse  from 

touching  the  heel  to  the  ground  and  from  wine. 
Feet  are  sweaty  and  sore  about  the  toes ;  fetid. 
Paralysis  of  the  feet,  from  suppressed  foot  sweat,  by  getting 

wet ;  worse  from  wine. 
Chilblains,  worse  from  scratching  and  friction.
